and authority of the City of Decatur and Morgan County with reference 
thereto; to declare that said board is created for the purpose of continuing 
the operation of a hospital formerly, known as Benevolent Society Hospital 
and is entitled to the benefits of all devises and bequests made for the 
benefit of said hospital, particularly the bequest made in the will of W. R. 
Spight, deceased, and the bequest made in the will of Mary D. Simpson, deceased, 
and to require the trustees of the funds so bequeathed to account to said board 
for the same. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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SECTION 1. That there is hereby created a hospital board by the 
name of Hospital Board of Morgan County, Alabama, as a public corpora- 
tion, for the purpose of managing, controlling and operating the hospital 
and hospital property to be acquired jointly by Morgan County and the City 
of Decatur from the Ladies Benevolent Society of the Decaturs, a corpora- 
tion, and such additions thereto as may hereafter be made, and such other 
hospital properties as may hereafter be acquired jointly by said city and 
county. Said board shall be composed of three members, each of whom 
shall be a resident of Morgan County, Alabama, and neither of whom shall 
be a physician, surgeon, or doctor of medicine. 

SECTION 2. Said board shall have authority to sue and be sued, and 
to equip, control, enlarge, improve, maintain and operate said: hospital 
properties for the reception and treatment of the sick and infirm, and to 
employ agents, servants, and employees, and to fix the authority of each, 
and the compensation of each, and to do such other things as may be neces- 
sary or proper for the operation of said hospital. The board may employ 
a manager or superintendent of said hospital and may delegate to him gen- 
eral authority to manage said hospital, including authority to employ sub- 
ordinate employees and to fix their compensation, to purchase supplies and 
equipment, to make repairs and replacements to the hospital building and 
equipment, to extend credit to prospective patients, to admit charity patients, 
and to collect accounts and debts due, and to perform such other acts as 
the board may direct. Any person employed in connection with the opera- 
tion of said hospital may be discharged by the board at its pleasure. The 
board shall have authority to borrow money and to secure the payment of 
money borrowed by mortgage on said hospital properties, to acquire real 
and personal property by purchase, gift, devise or bequest, and to sell such 
real and personal property as it may deem not to be necessary for its pur- 
poses and functions. The board shall have authority to construct or ac- 
quire a building for housing nurses and to provide for the training of nurses. 

SECTION 9%. That said board may make such rules and regulations 
as it may deem proper to govern the operation of said hospital, and particu- 
larly governing the admission of charity patients, and governing the physi- 
cians and surgeons who shall be entitled to practice in said hospital and to 
treat patients therein. 

SECTION 4. That it shall be the duty of said board to continue the 
operation of the hospital formerly and heretofore known as the Benevolent 
Society Hospital, that is the hospital now owned by the Ladies Benevolent 
Society of the Decaturs, which is the hospital to be conveyed to Morgan 
County and the City of Decatur upon the passage of this act in accordance 
with an agreement made by the said Ladies Benevolent Society of the Deca- 
turs bearing date October 15, 1943, and in accordance with a resolution 
adopted by the Board of Revenue and Control of Morgan County, Alabama, 
on March 12, 1945, and a resolution adopted by the City Council of the City 
of Decatur on March 19, 1945, and it is hereby declared that said board is 
created for the purpose, among others, or performing the service and func- 
tions heretofore for many years performed by the said hospital operated 
by the Ladies Berievolent Society of the Decaturs under the name of Benev- 
olent Society’ Hospital. The said board shall be entitled to the. benefits of 
the bequest made in the last will and testament of W. B. Spight, deceased, 
and to the bequest made in the last will and testament of Mary D. Simp- 
son, deceased, both bequests being in favor of the trustees of the Benevolent 
Society Hospital, and to all other devises and bequests heretofore made for 
the benefit of said hospital, the same to be used and expended by the board ° 
for the uses and purposes and objects specified in the respective instruments 
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providing for the same. The persons now holding and managing the bequests 
and devises hereinabove mentioned as trustees shall proceed immediatly 
upon the approval of this act to account to the board for the trust funds held 
by them and shall transfer said trust funds to said board, and thereafter 
the board shall hold and manage and invest said trust funds in accordance 
with the terms and provisions of the respective instruments creating said 
trusts. : 

SECTION 5. The board shall make semi-annual reports to the gov- 
erning bddies of Morgan County and the City of Decatur showing the re- 
“sults of the operation of said hospital, for the six months periods ending 
March thirty-first and September thirtieth. 

SECTION 6. No act of said board shall create any obligation or 
liability on either Morgan County or the City of Decatur, but the said 
county and the said city may make appropriations of public funds for the 
operation, maintenance, equipment, and improvement of said hospital prop- . 
erties and may borrow money for such purposes. Morgan County and the 
City of Decatur acting jointly shall have authority to acquire by eminent 
domain any property deemed by the board to be necessary for the proper 
operation of said hospital. 

SECTION 7. Phil M. Orr is hereby named and appointed as a mem- 
ber of the board to serve until September 30th, 1947, and until his succes- 
sor is designated. L. L. Lively is hereby named and appointed as a mem- 
ber of the board to serve until September 30th, 1949, and until his successor 
is designated. T. J..Cottingham is hereby named and appointed as a mem- 
ber of the board to serve until September 30th, 1951, and until his succes- 
sor is designated. Any vacancy in the original term of any original member 
of said board shall be filled by appointment of the Governor. Upon the 
expiration of said original terms of office the governing bodies of the county 
and city shall alternate in appointing successors in office, the governing 
body of the county to appoint the first successor. All successors to the 
original members of said board shail hold office for a term of six years, and 
in case of a vacancy in the office of any successor it shall be filled by ap- 
pointment made by the body. which filled the vacant term. 

SECTION 8. At the first meeting of the board after passage of this 
Act the members shall select one of their number as chairman and one of 
their number or such other person as the board desires as secretary to hold 
office until September 30th, 1947. Thereafter the board shall bi-annually 
elect from among their number a chairman arid a secretary. Vacancies in 
the offices of chairman and secretary shall be filled by the board if and 
when the same may occur. 

SECTION 9. The board shall hold regular meetings at least once 
each month and such special meetings as the chairman of the board or any 
two members thereof may call at any time he or they consider that the busi- 
ness demands that a meeting be held. Notice of special meetings shall be 
given to each of the members of the board for at least one day. Any two 
members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. A true record of all of the proceedings of all meetings of the board 
shall be kept by the secretary. The record of the proceedings of said board 
shall be open to the governing bodies of the city and county and to the 
public at all times, and a copy of said records, certified by the secretary, . 
shall be competent evidence in all courts. 

SECTION 10. If any clause, sentence, section or part of this act shall 
be declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of the same in- 
valid but they shall remain in full force and effect. 
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SECTION 11. This Act shall become effective on the date of its ap- 


proval by the Governor.

Colbert Counties, thence east along Franklin and Colbert lines twenty-one 
(21) miles to the southeast corner of Section 34, Township 5 south, Range 
12 West, thence north nine (9) miles to the point of beginning; that the 
board of Revenue, or other governing body, of Colbert County, shall with- 
in two years after the approval of this Act cause the lines, hereinafter de- 
scribed, to be surveyed and permanently established by the erection of one 
(1) center concrete post, 1 ft. x 1 ft., and not less than three (3) feet in the 
ground, said post to be erected at the southwest corner of Section 14, Town- 
ship 4, Range 12, which is also the northeast corner. of Section 22, Township 
4, Range 12, and the northwest corner of Section 23, Township 4, Range 12, 
and the southeast corner of Section 15, Township 4, Range 12, and one (1) 
post 6”X6” every mile on the lines between said districts above described; the 
center post, above described, to be permanently marked with arrows point- 
ing north, east, south and west, with letters indicating the directions. 

Section 3. That at the primary election in 1948 and every four (4) years 
thereafter, the qualified electors of Colbert County, entitled to participate 
in such Primary shall nominate one County Commissioner for said County 
of Colbert for the northeast district, one for the northwest district, one for 
the southeast district and one for the southwest district, and at the general 
election in 1948, and every four (4) years thereafter, the qualified electors of 
Colbert County, Alabama, shall elect one County Commissioner for said 
County of Colbert from each of the above described. districts who shall be 
a bona fide resident of the district from which elected, and who shall have 
resided in that respective district for two years prior to the time he qualifies 
for such office. 

Section 4. Each Commissioner so elected shall hold office for a period 
of four (4) years and until his successor is elected and qualified. Each 
Commissioner so elected shall reside within the boundaries. of his respective. 
district during his entire term of office. Failure to do so would automatically’ 
vacate his office. : 
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Section 5. That the County Commissioner from each of said districts 
shall be nominated and elected as provided in this Act by the qualified elec- 
tors of the entire County of Colbert, each qualified elector being entitled to 
vote for a commissioner from each district from which a commissioner is to 
be nominated and elected at such Primary or such election. 

Section 6. That this Act shall not affect the right and tenure of office 
of the Members of the present County Commissioners of said County, but 
said Commissioners shall continue to hold and discharge their duties of said 
office as now is incumbent upon them and as may be made incumbent upon 
them and as may be made incumbent upon them as provided by law and 
until their successors are elected and qualified under this Act. - 

Section 7. If any section or provisions of this Act shall be declared void 
or unconstitutional, it shall not affect or destroy the validity or constitution- 
ality of any other section or provisions which is not in and of itself void or 
unconstitutional. 

Section 8. That all laws or parts of laws not in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act shall remain in full force and effect. That all laws or 
parts of laws, general, local or special, in conflict with the provisions of this 
Act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

This Act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its approval by the Governor.

Be It Enacted By The Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Butler County be and the same is hereby divided into

That at the primary election in 1948 and every four years 
thereafter the qualified electors of Butler County entitled to participate in 
such primary shall nominate one commissioner for said county of Butler for 
each of said districts, who shall be a bona fide elector of and who shall 
actually reside in the district from which he is nominated; and at the general 
election in 1948 and every four years thereafter the qualified electors of But- 
ler County shall elect one commissioner for said county of Butler for each .

BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED 


The bill: 
S. 1. To provide for the organization of a public corporation 
known as The Alabama Public Hunting and Forestry Association, 
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Incorporated, and to provide who shall be the incorporators and 
officers thereof, and to provide for their successors in office. To 
provide and prescribe the method by which said corporation shall 
be organized and the contents of the certificate of incorporation, 
and to provide for the filing of the declaration of incorporation. ‘To 
provide when the proposed corporation shall become incorporated 
and to provide for the issuance of a certificate of incorporation to 
the corporation. ‘To state the purposes for which the corporation 
may be organized, and to enumerate and define the powers of the 
corporation to be organized. ‘To provide for the sale of products 
from real estate owned by said corporation. ‘To provide for the 
payment of any bonds that may be issued by said corporation, 
and to provide that such bonds when issued, or other obligation 
of the corporation, shall not constitute an indebtedness of the State

the corporation upon resolution of the corporation authorizing the 
issuance of such bonds, and to provide for the content of said bonds 
and the denominations and maturities thereof, and to provide a 
limitation of interest rate thereon, and to further provide for the 
redemption of bonds and to provide that it shall be plainly stated 
on the face of each bond that the same does not constitute an in- 
debtedness of the State of Alabama.

To 
provide that any resolution authorizing any particular bond issue 
may contain provisions which shall be a part of the contract with 
the holders of the bonds authorized.

May provide for the setting 
aside of reserves or sinking funds for property pledged or bonds, 
and the disposition thereof.

May provide for redemption of bonds 
and may‘ provide for the amendment or abrogation of any contract 
with bondholders... May provide for the execution of an indenture

Alabama of 1940, and to provide that all bonds, the real estate 
securing the ‘same, and all property of the corporation shall be 
exempt from State taxation. To provide that any resolution au- 
thorizing the issuance of bonds of the Corporation shall state 
that they were issued under the provisions of this Act, which recital 
shall be conclusive evidence of their validity and regularity of their 
issuance. ‘I‘o provide that the corporation may, in its discretion, 
publish said resolution in a newspaper in the City of Montgomery, 
and to prescribe the form of such publications, and to further pro- 
vide that any action in any court to set aside such resolution or 
to contest the validity of such bonds, or trust indenture to secure

Section 5. Powers of Corporation—The Corporation shall have 
power: (a) to sue and be sued; (b) to have a seal and to alter the 
same at pleasure; (c) to acquire, hold, and dispose of real estate 
and personal property for its corporate purposes and to receive 
grants, gifts, donations, and contributions of.real and personal prop- 
erty, or any interest therein; (d) to acquire by purchase or con- 
demnation real property for rights-of-way or easements therein 
necessary or convenient for its corporate purposes, and to use the 
same so long as its corporate existence shall continue; to exercise 
the power of condemnation in such cases only as may be neces- 
sary for the purpose of perfecting titles to lands acquired through 
voluntary purchase and sale: to construct or reconstruct or main- 
tain and operate houses, facilities, or structures or improvements of 
whatever nature necessary or convenient for its corporate pur- 
poses; (e) to sell therefrom any forest products when in the opin- 
ion of the Director of Conservation such products are of merchant- 
able quality and quantity and to sell or lease from said lands any 
mineral or oil products when in the opinion of the Board of Direc- 
tors it is to the best interest of said corporation that same be 
leased or sold. Said corporation shall have the right to sell or ex- 
change any of its lands for other lands when in the opinion of its 
Directors it is to the best interest of the Corporation so to do. 
However, all acquisition and maintenance of land herein referred 
to shall be done and performed by the employees of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation under the direction and supervision of the 
Department of Conservation of the State of Alabama, and it may 
assign, contract, or delegate the work of maintenance, control, or 
supervision under its general powers, subject to approval by the 
Governor. Whenever the employees of the Department of Con- 
servation shall be engaged in performing any services for the Cor- 
poration, the Department of Conservation shall pay the salaries 
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and expenses of said employees from its fund and the Corpora- 
tion shall reimburse the Department of Conservation for any sums 
so expended; (f{) to make by-laws for the management and regula- 
tion of its affairs, and to promulgate rules and regulations govern- 
ing the use of its lands or facilities; (g) to appoint officers, agents, 
and employees and fix their compensation; (h) to make contracts 
and to execute all instruments necessary or convenient in carrying 
out the purposes for which this Corporation is organized; (i) to 
charge reasonable sums for the use of any land, building, structure, 
or other facility which it may own or operate, maintain, or super- 
vise; (j) to borrow money and to issue bonds therefor in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Act; to purchase real estate or 
improve such real estate and to issue bonds for the purchase price 
of such real estate or the cost of improvements thereon, and to 
pledge such real estate or improvements thereon for the payment 
of such bonds or purchase price or cost of construction or main- 
tenance of improvements; (k) to do all things necessary or con- 
venient to carry out the powers expressly given in this chapter; 
(1) without limitation of the foregoing, to borrow money and ac- 
cept grants from the United States Government or any corporation 
or agency created, designated, or established by the United States, 
and to enter into contracts with the United States or any such cor- 
poration or agency; (m) to borrow money and to issue bonds there- 
for in accordance with the provisions of this Act, with rights of 
bondholders as hereinafter described; (n) to enter into any contract 
or agreement with any department, agency, or instrumentality of 
the State which may be deemed necessary or advisable by the Cor-

That said Board of Directors shall be the governing body of 
Conecuh County, Alabama; that it shall have all the jurisdiction, powers 
and authority now granted to or conferred upon Courts of County Com- 
missioners, Boards of Revenue or other like county governing bodies by 
the general laws of the State of Alabama or by any local law for Conecuh 
County not in conflict herewith, and shall be subject to the same restric- 
tions and responsibilities; that said Board of Directors shall have power 
and authority to manage and control all property and funds of Conecuh 
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County as it may deem expedient according to law, to acquire and dispose 
of property as may be found necessary for county purposes; to levy taxes for 
general purposes and for all special purposes provided by law; to examine, 
settle and allow all claims, accounts and things chargeable against the county; 
to audit and settle all accounts of all officers having the care, management, 
collection or disbursement of money belonging to the county or appropriated 
for the use or benefit of said county; to have control of the convict labor of 
said county and the disbursement of the proceeds thereof as is or hereafter 
may be authorized by law; to have control of and make ‘provisions for the 
poor of said county as may be provided by law; to enforce the payment of 
all debts and obligations which may be now owing or which may be hereafter 
due or owing to said County by any person, firm or corporation;sto make or 
authorize the making of all county contracts deemed necessary and to bind 
said county in any lawful contract as provided by law; to provide for the 
purchase and payment for all necessary stationery, office material and sup- 
plies, furniture and fixtures necessary or convenient for the use of said board 
and for the use of all officers of said County, as provided by law; to have 
supervision and control of the highways, roads and bridges of said county. 

Section 7. That said Board of Directors shall maintain an office in the 
Courthouse of said county where all its meetings shall be held and all of 
its records kept; that said Board of Directors shall hold its regular sessions 
or meetings on the second Monday in each month and may continue in session 
as long as-may be necessary to conduct the business of said County; that said 
Board may adjourn its meetings or sessions from time to time as may be found 
necessary or convenient to conduct the business of said County; that said 
Board may hold meetings or sessions at any time upon call of the chairman 
and notice given to each member of said Board; that a majority of all mem- 
bers of said Board of Directors shall constitute a quorum of said Board for 
the transaction of all business; that any members less than a quorum may 
adjourn the sessions or meetings of said Board until another day. 

Section 8. That the chairman of sail’ Board of Directors shall be its 
presiding officer; he shall have a vote on all matters coming before said 
Board and shall have the same power and authority as any other member in 
passing on all questions before said Board; he shall sign the minutes of 
the proceedings of said Board and shall sign all warrants drawn on the 
County Treasurer or County Depository, and all orders for the payment 
or disbursement of the funds of the county, and shall sign all contracts 
entered into by the County of Conecuh through the said Board of Directors 
and shall sign all deeds or conveyances to property sold by said county; it 
shall be the duty of said chairman to prepare business and obtain informa- 
tion for all meetings of said Board and see that all orders thereof are 
properly executed; should said chairman be disabled to act or should he 
be absent from any meeting of said Board of Directors, then the other mem- 
bers of said Board of Directors shall by resolution, duly entered on the 
minutes, appoint one of the other members of said Board as acting chairman 
and such acting chairman shall have all the authority and shall perform 
all the deities of the chairman during his absence or disability. ; 

Section 9. That the members of the Board of Directors, including the 
chairman, shall each be paid an annual salary of Twenty-four Hundred 
($2400.00) Dollars, payable in equal monthly installments of Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars per month by warrant issued by said board and signed 
by the chairman; the said salaries shall be in lieu of all other compensa- 
tion and expenses, including all per diem, mileage, expenses or fees. Each 
member of said board shall at his own expense and without cost to the county 
furnish his own transportation for performing his official duties and shall 
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not be entitled to the use of gasoline, oil or other products belonging to the 
county; said salary may be paid, either in whole or in part, out of the 
county road and bridge fund, the county general fund or the county gaso- 
line tax fund, or by apportionment among said funds, as the board may from 
time to time determine. 

Section 10. That said Board of Directors shall have the authority to 
employ a clerk for said board and to fix his salary. It shall be the duty of 
said clerk to atten'd the meetings of said Board of Directors and to issue all 
notices required by said board. Said clerk shall under the direction of said 
board keep all the minutes and records of the proceedings of said board in 
well bound volumes kept for that purpose; said records shall be kept in 
the office of said board an'd shall be open at all reasonable times to the in- 
spection of the public; such clerk shall generally do and perform all such 
duties as may be required of him by said board. The term of office of said 
clerk shall be at the pleasure of said board and the salary of said clerk shall 
be paid in the same manner and from the same funds as the salaries of the 
members of said board. 

Section 11. That said Board of Directors shall have general supervision 
over the highways, roads and bridges of Conecuh County, as provided by the 
general laws of the State of Alabama; it shall be the duty of said board to 
construct and maintain a good county wide system of public roads so far as 
is consistent with the finances available; said board shall employ all labor 
necessary in such construction and maintenance where the work is done 
by the county, and the board shall classify all employees engaged in the 
construction and maintenance of roads and bridges in the county and shall fix 
a uniform salary and wage scale for each classification. 

Section 12. That said Board of Directors shall have the power and au- 
thority to employ a county engineer to supervise and direct the construction 
and maintenance of roads and bridges for the entire county; that such 
engineer shall be subject to the jurisdiction and ‘direction of said board and 
his qualifications, salary and terms of employment shall be fixed by said 
boaid. 

Section 13. That the official bonds heretofore made and filed by the mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, given as members of the Board of Revenue, 
shall continue and remain in effect, for the terms for which they .were 
given, as bonds of said individuals as members of the Board of Directors and 
shall cover their official acts and duties as members of said Board of 
Directors; when said bonds expire then the members of said Board of 
Directors shall be required to make official bonds in amounts and to be ap- 
proved in the manner as required by the general laws of the State of Ala- 
bama. The said Board of Directors may in its discretion require any per- 
son employed by it to give a bond in such amount and with such sureties 
as it may determine; such bond, if required, shall be made payable to Conecuh 
County, be approved by said board and filed and recorded int the office of 
said board. The premium on the bonds of the members of said board and 
on the bonds of any employee, if required, shall be paid by Conecuh County. 

Section 14. That all general laws of the State of Alabama now in force 
not in conflict with this Act, anid all general laws hereafter enacted, gov- 
erning the jurisdiction, powers, authority and duties of Courts of County 
Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or like county governing bodies, or the 
members thereof, shall apply to and govern the said Board of Directors or 
the members thereof. 

Section 15. That if.any section or part of this Act shall be. declared un- 
constitutional or void for any reason it shall not effect the validity of the re- 
maining sections or parts thereof. 
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Section 16. That all laws and parts of laws, both general and special, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 

Section 17. This Act shall take effect on the first day of the month after 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

A BILL 


To Be Entitled An Act to establish an Employees’ Retirement 
System; to determine membership and conditions of member- 
ship in said system; to provide for a board of control of said 
system and for the administration of its affairs; to provide for 
officers and a medical board and to define their duties; to pro- 
vide for the adoption of mortality, service and other actuarial 
tables as may be deemed necessary; to provide a method of 
financing said system; and to provide an appropriation to carry 
_out the provisions of the act. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions 

The following words and phrases as used in this Act unless a 
different meaning is plainly required by the context shall have the 
following meanings: 

(1) “Retirement system” shall mean the Employees’ Retire- 
ment System of Alabama as defined in Section 2 of this Act. 

(2) “Employee” shall mean any regular officer or employee of 
the State of Alabama whose salary is paid on a monthly basis by 
state warrant by the State, except a member of the Legislature of 
the State, a person who is covered or eligible to be covered under 
the Teachers’ Retirement System of Alabama or any other retire- 
ment system to which contributions are made by the State, an elec- 
tive official of the State Government or a department head au- 
thorized to exercise sovereign power of the State, and a temporary 
employee or person engaged under retainer or special agreement. 
In all cases of doubt the Board of Control shall determine who is an 
employee within the meaning of this Act. 

(3) “Employer” shall mean the State of Alabama, or any de- 
partment, commission, institution, or any other agency. of and 
within the State by which an employee is paid, including employers 
as provided in Section 12. 

(4) “Member” shall mean any employee included in the mem- 
bership of the system as provided in Section 3 of this Act. 

(5). “Board of Control” shall mean the board provided for in 
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Section 6 of this Act to administer the retirement system. 

(6) “Medical Board” shall mean the board of physicians pro- 
vided for in Section 6 of this Act. 

(7) “Service” shall mean service as an employee paid for by 
an employer. 

(8) “Prior service” shall mean service rendered prior to the 
date of establishment of the retirement system for which credit is 
allowable under Section 4 of this Act. 

(9) “Membership service” shall mean service as an employee 
rendered while a member of the retirement system and on account 
of which contributions are made. 

(10) “Creditable service’ shall mean “prior service” plus 
“membership service” rendered since last becoming a member. 

(11) “Beneficiary” shall mean any person in receipt of a pen- 
sion, and annuity, a retirement allowance, or other benefit as pro- 
vided by this Act. 

(12) “Regular interest” shall mean interest compounded an- 
nually at such a rate as shall be determined by the Board of Con- 
trol in accordance with Section 7, Subsection (2), of this Act. 

(13) “Accumulated contributions” shall mean the sum of all 
the amounts deducted from the compensation of a member and 
credited to his individual account in the Annuity Savings Fund, 
together with regular interest thereon, as provided in Section 8 
of this Act. 

(14) “Earnable compensation” shall mean the full rate of 
the compensation that would be payable to an employee if he 
worked the full normal working time, excluding any portion which 
exceeds $3,000 per annum. In cases where compensation includes 
maintenance, the Board of Control shall fix the value of that part 
of the compensation not paid in money. 

(15) “Average final:compensation” shall mean the average an- 
nual earnable compensation of an employee during his last ten 
years of service prior to retirement, or if he should have less than 
ten years of service, than his average earnable compensation for 
his total service. 

(16) “Annuity” shall mean payments for life derived from the 
“accumulated contributions” of a member. All annuities shall be 
payable in equal monthly installments. 

(17%) “Pension” shall mean payments for life derived from 
money provided by the employer. All pensions shall be payable 
in equal.monthly installments. 

(18) “Retirement allowance” shall mean the sum of the “an- 
nuity” and the “pension”. 

(19) “Retirement” shall mean withdrawal from active service 
with a retirement allowance or optional benefit in lieu thereof 
granted under the provisions of this Act. 
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(20) “Annuity reserve” shall mean the present value of all pay- 
ments to be made on account of any annuity or benefit in lieu of any 
annuity computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as shall 
be adopted by the Board of Control, and regular interest. 

(21) “Pension reserve” shall mean the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any pension or benefit in lieu 
of any pension computed upon the basis of such mortality tables 
as shall be adopted by the Board of Control, and regular interest. 

(22) “Actuarial equivalent” shall mean a benefit of equal value 
when computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as shall 
be adopted by the Board of Control, and regular interest. 

(23) ‘The masculine pronoun, whenever used, shall include the 
feminine. 

Section 2. Name and Date of Establishment 

A retirement system is hereby established and placed under the 
management of the Board of Control for the purpose of providing 
retirement allowances and other benefits under the provisions of, 
this Act for employees of the State of Alabama. The retirement 
system so created shall be established as of October first, nineteen 
hundred and forty-five. 

It shall have the power and privileges of a corporation and shall 
be known as the “Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama”, and 
by such name all of its business shall be transacted, all of its funds 
invested, and all of its cash and securities and other property held 
in trust for the purpose for which received. 

Section 8. Membership 

The membership of the retirement system shall be composed 
as follows: 

(1) All persons who shall become employees after the date of 
establishment shall become members of the retirement system as a 
condition of their employment. 

(2) Any person who is an employee on the date of establish- 
ment shall become a member as of that date unless within a period 
of ninety days next following, such employee shall file with the 
Board of Control on a form prescribed by the Board a notice of 
his election not to be covered in the membership of the system and 
a duly executed waiver of all present and prospective benefits 
which would otherwise inure to him on account of his membership 
in the retirement system. 

(3) An employee whose membership in the retirement system 
is contingent on his own election and who elects not to become a 
member, may thereafter apply for and be admitted to membership ; 
but no such employee shall receive prior service credit unless he 
becomes a member within the first year following the date of es- 
tablishment. 

(4) The Board of Control may, in its discretion, deny the 
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right to become members to any class of employees whose compen- 
sation is only partly. paid by the State. 

(5) (a) Should any member in any period of six consecu- 
tive years after becoming a member be absent from service more 
than five years, or withdraw his contributions, as provided in 
Subsection (6) (a) of Section 5, or retire or die, he shall thereupon 
cease to be a member; provided that the Board of Control may 
continue the membership of a member entering directly into the 
armed forces of the United States, if he does not withdraw his con- 
tributions as provided in Subsection (6) (a) of Section 5 of this 
Act. 

(b) Anything in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, if 
any member enters directly into the armed forces of the United 
States and does not withdraw his contributions as provided in Sub- 
section (6) (a) of Section 5 of this Act, and if he returns to 
service as an employee within one year after having been honor- 
ably discharged from the armed forces, membership service credit 
may be granted by the Board of Control for the period of such 
service in the armed forces, provided that upon his subsequent re- 
turn to service as an employee he elects to make up his contribu- 
tions for the period of his service in the armed forces by authoriz- 
ing, in writing, special contributions to be deducted from his salary 
in such amounts as will make up such contributions before the end 
of a period equal to the length of his service in the armed forces, 
ot before the attainment of age sixty, whichever occurs first, on 
the basis of his rate of earnable compensation at the time his serv- 
ice in the armed forces commenced. 

{c) Any employee who entered directly into the armed forces 
of the United States before the date of establishment and who re- 
turns to service within one year after having been honorably dis- 
charged from the armed forces and who elects to become a member 
within ninety days thereafter, may be deemed by the Board of 
Control to be a member at establishment and to be entitled to credit 
for prior service, and for service in the armed forces after the date 
of establishment, under the same conditions as credit for member- 
ship service is allowed members entering into the armed forces 
after the date of establishment. 

(d) No benefit under the retirement system other than the re- 
turn of contributions as provided in Subsection (6) (a) of Section 
5 of this Act shall become payable to or on account of any mem- 
ber while he is not in service as an employee. 

Section 4. Creditable Service 

(1) Under such rules and regulations as the Board of Control 
shall adopt, each member who was an employee at any time during 
the year immediately preceding the date of establishment of the 
system and who becomes a member during the first year after the 
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date of establishment, shall file a detailed statement of all service 
as an employee rendered by him prior to the date of establishment 
for which he claims credit. 

(2) The Board of Control shall fix and determine by appro- 
priate rules and regulations how much service in any year is equiv- 
alent to one year of service, but in no case shall it allow any credit 
for a period of absence without pay of more than one month’s 
duration, nor shall more than one year of service be creditable for 
all service in one calendar year. 

’ (3) Subject to the above restrictions and to such other rules 
and regulations as the Board of Control may adopt, the Board of 
Control shall verify, as soon as practicable after the filing of such 
statements of service, the service therein claimed. 

(4) Upon verification of the statements of service, the Board 
of Control shall issue prior service certificates certifying to each 
member the length of service rendered prior to the date of estab- 
lishment, with which he is credited on the basis of his statement 
of service. So long as membership continues, a prior service certi- 
ficate shall be final and conclusive for retirement purposes as to 
such service, provided, however, that any member may, within one 
vear from the date of issuance or modification of such certificate, 
request the Board of Control to modify or correct his prior service 
certificate. 

When membership ceases such prior service certificate shall 
become void. Should the employee again become a member, he 
shall enter the system as an employee not entitled to prior service 
credit. 

(5) Creditable service at retirement on which the retirement 
allowance of a member shall be based shall consist of the mem- 
bership service rendered by him since he last became a member, 
and also if he has a prior service certificate which is in full force 
and effect, the amount of the service certified on his prior service 
certificate. 

Section 5. Benefits 


SERVICE RETIREMENT BENEFIT 


(1) (a) Any member in service may retire upon written ap- 
plication to the Board of Control setting forth at what time, not 
less than thirty days not more than ninety days subsequent to the 
execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired, provided, 
that the said member at the time so specified for his retirement 
shall have attained age sixty, and notwithstanding that during such 
period of notification he may have separated from service. 

(b) Any member in service who has attained age seventy 
shall be retired forthwith, except that any member who is an offi- 
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cial appointed for a term of years may remain in service until the 
end of the term of office for which he was appointed, and except 
that during the first five years after establishment of the retire- 
ment system, a person who shall have attained the age of seventy 
or above may be continued in the State service, on application of 
the employee approved by his department head, by the Board of 
Control, if evidence of physical and mental fitness is furnished. 


ALLOWANCE FOR SERVICE RETIREMENT 


(2) Upon retirement from service a member shall receive a 
service retirement allowance which shall consist of: 

(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his 
accumulated contributions at the time of his retirement; and 

(b) A pension which shall be equal to the annuity allowable 
at age sixty computed on the basis of contributions made prior to 
the attainment of age.sixty; and 

(c) If he has a prior service certificate in full forces and effect, 
an additional pension which shall be equal to the annuity which 
would have been provided at age sixty by twice the contributions 
which he would have made during the period of prior service with 
which he is credited, had the system been in operation and had he 
contributed thereunder. 

In lieu of a determination of the actual compensation of a 
member that was received during such prior service, the Board 
of Control may use for the purposes of this Act the compensation 
rate which, if it had progressed with the rates of salary increase 
shown in the tables as prescribed in Section 6, Subsection (14), of 
this Act, would have resulted in the same average salary of the 
member for the five years immediately preceding the date of es- 
tablishment as the records show the member actually received, 
or in the member’s earnable compensation on the date of estab- 
lishment, whichever is less. 


DISABILITY RETIREMENT BENEFIT 


(3) Upon the application of a member in service or of his 
employer, any member who has had ten or more years of creditable 
service may be retired on a disability retirement allowance by the 
Board of Control, not less than thirty nor more than ninety days 
next following the date of filing such application, provided that 
the Medical Board, after a medical examination of such member, 
shall certify that such member is mentally or physically incapaci- 
tated for the further performance of duty, that such incapacity is 
likely to be permanent, and that such member should be retired. 
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(4) Upon retirement for disability a member shall receive a 
service retirement allowance if he has attained age sixty, other- 
wise he shall receive a disability retirement allowance which shall 
consist of: : 

(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his 
accumulated contributions at the time of his retirement, and 

- (b) A pension which shall be equal to seventy-five per centum 
of the pension that would have been payable upon service retire- 
ment at age sixty had the member continued in service to said age 
without change in compensation. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF BENEFICIARIES RETIRED ON ACCOUNT 
OF DISABILITY 


(5) Once each year during the first five years following the 
retirement of a member on a disability retirement allowance, and 
once in every three-year period thereafter, the Board of Control 
may, and upon his application shall, require any disability benefi- 
ciary who has not yet attained age sixty to undergo a medical 
examination, such examination to be made at the place of residence 
of such beneficiary, or other place mutually agreed upon, by a 
physician or physicians of or designated by the Medical Board. 
Should any disability beneficiary who has not yet attained age 
sixty refuse to submit to such medical examination, his allowance 
may be discontinued until his withdrawal of such refusal, and 
should his refusal continue for one year, all his rights in and to 
his pension may be revoked by the Board of Control. 

, Should the Medical Board report and certify to the Board of 
Control that a disability beneficiary is engaged in or is able to 
engage in a gainful occupation paying more than the difference 
between his retirement allowance and his average final compen- 
sation, and should the Board of Control concur in such report, 
then the amount of his pension shalf be reduced to an amount 
which, together with his annuity and the amount earnable by him, 
shall equal the amount of his average final compensation. Should 
his earning capacity be later changed, the amount of his pension — 
may be further modified; provided, that the new pension shall not 
exceed the amount of the pension originally granted, nor an amount 
which, when added to the amount earnable by the beneficiary to- 
gether with his annuity, exceeds the amount of his average final 
compensation. 


"RETURN OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


(6) (a) Should a member cease to be an employee except by 
death or by retirement under the provisions of this Act, the con- 
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tributions standing to the credit of his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund shall be paid to him upon demand, and in 
addition to such payment there shall be paid five-tenths of the 
interest accumulations standing to the credit of his individual ac- 
count if he shall have not less than three but less than sixteen 
years of membership service, six-tenths of such interest accumu- 
lations if he shall have not less than sixteen but less than twenty- 
one years of membership service, seven-tenths of such interest ac- 
cumulations if he shall have not less than twenty-one but less 
than twenty-six years of membership service, and eight-tenths 
of such interest accumulations if he shall have not less than twenty- 
six years of membership service. 

(b) Should a member die before retirement, the amount of 
his contributions with.such interest as would have been return- 
able in the case of withdrawal as provided in Paragraph (a) of this 
subsection shall be paid to his estate, or to such person as he shall 
have nominated by written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board of Control. 


OPTIONAL ALLOWANCES 


(7) With the provision that no election of an option shall be 
effective in case a beneficiary dies within thirty days after retire- 
ment or within thirty days after filing such election, and that such 
a beneficiary shall be considered as an active member at the time 
of death, until the first payment on account of any benefit becomes 
normally due, any member may elect to receive, in lieu of his re- 
tirement allowance payable throughout life, the actuarial equiv- 
alent at that time, of his retirement allowance, in a reduced re- 
tirement allowance payable throughout life with the provision that: 

Option 1. If he dies before he has received in annuity pay- 
ments the present value of his annuity as it was at the time of his 
retirement, the balance shall be paid to his legal representatives or 
to such person as he shall nominate by written designation duly 
acknowledged and filed with the Board of Control; or 

Option 2. Upon his death, his reduced retirement allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person 
as he shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and 
filed with the Board of Control at the time of his retirement; or 

Option 3. Upon his death, one-half of his reduced retirement 
allowance shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to 
such person as he shall nominate by written designation duly 
acknowledged and filed with the Board of Control at the time of 
his. retirement; .or 

Option 4. Some other benefit or benefits shall be paid either 
to the member or to such person or persons as he shall nominate, 
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provided such other benefit or benefits, together with the reduced 
retirement allowance, shall be certified by the actuary to be of 
equivalent actuarial value to his retirement allowance and shall be 
approved by the Board of Control. 


RETURN TO ACTIVE SERVICE 


(8) Should any beneficiary be restored to active service and 
receive a salary equal to or greater than his average final com- 
pensation, his retirement allowance shall cease, he shall again be- 
come a member of the retirement system, and shall make contribu- 
tions. Notwithstanding anything in the act to the contrary, any 
prior service certificate on the basis of which his prior service was 
computed at the time of his retirement shall be restored to full 
force and effect, and in addition, upon his subsequent retirement, 
he shall be credited with all his service as a member, but should 
he be restored to active service as a member on or after the attain- 
ment of age fifty his pension upon subsequent retirement shall 
not exceed the sum of the pension which he was receiving im- 
mediately prior to his last restoration and the pension accrued on 
account of his service since his last restoration. 

Section 6. Administration 


BOARD OF CONTROL 


(1) The general administration and responsibility for the 
proper operation of the retirement system and for making effective 
the provisions of this Act are hereby vested in a board of trustees 
which shall be known as the Board of Control and shall be organ- 
ized immediately after a majority of the trustees provided for in 
this section shall have qualified and taken the oath of office. 

(2) The Board shall consist of seven trustees as follows: 

(a) The Governor, ex-officio, who shall be Chairman. 

(b) The State Treasurer, ex-officio. 

(c) ‘The State Personnel Director, ex-officio. 

(d) The Director of. Finance, ex- -officio. 

(e) Three members of the retirement system, to be appointed 
by the Governor, no two of whom shall be from the same depart- 
ment of the State Government, nor from any department of which 
an ex-officio trustee is the head. The terms of office of the three 
members appointed by the Governor shall begin immediately after 
they have qualified and taken the oath of office. 

(3) Ifa vacancy occurs in the office of a trustee, the vacancy 
shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner as the 
office previously filled. 
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(4) The trustees shall serve without compensation for their 
services as trustees but they shall be reimbursed from the Expense 
Fund for all necessary expenses that they may incur through serv- 
ice on the Board of Control. 

(5) Each trustee shall, within ten days after his appointment, 
take an oath of office that, so far as it devolves upon him, he will 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the Board of 
Control and that he will not knowingly violate or willingly permit 
to be violated any of the provisions of law applicable to the re- 
tirement system. Such oath shall be subscribed to by the mem- 
ber making it, certified by the officer before whom it is taken, 
and immediately filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 

(6) Each trustee shall be entitled to one vote in the Board of 
Control. Four votes in favor of any decision shall be necessary 
for a decision by the trustees at any meeting of said Board. 

(7) -Subject to the limitations of this Act the Board of Con- 
trol shall, from time to time, establish rules and regulations for 
the Administration of the funds created by this Act and for the 
transaction of its business. 

(8) The Board of Control by a majority vote of all its mem- 
bers, shall elect a Secretary-Treasurer, who may be, but need not 
be, one of its members. ‘Ihe Board shall engage such actuarial ~ 
and other service as shall be required to transact the business of 
the retirement system. The compensation of all persons engaged 
by the Board, and all other expenses of the Board necessary for 
the operation of the retirement system shall be paid at such rates 
and in such amounts as the Board shall approve. 

(9) The Board of Control shall keep in convenient form such 
data as shall be necessary for actuarial valuation of the various 
funds of the retirement system, and for checking the experience of 
the system. ‘ 

(10) The Board of Control shall keep a record of all of its 
proceedings which shall be open to public inspection. It shall 
publish annually a report showing the fiscal transactions of the 
retirement system for the preceding year, the amount of the ac- 
cumulated cash and securities of the system, and the last balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the system by means of 
an actuarial valuation of the assets and liabilities of the retirement 
system, 


LEGAL ADVISER 


(11) The Attorney General of the State shall be the legal ad- 
viser of the Board of Control. 
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(12) The Board of Control shall designate a Medical Board to 
be composed of three physicians not eligible to participate in the 
retirement system. If required, other physicians may be employed 
to report on special cases. The Medical Board shall arrange for and 
pass upon all medical examinations required under the provisions 
of this Act, and shall investigate all essential statements and 
certifigates by or on behalf of a member in connection with an ap- 
plication for disability retirement, and shall report in writing to 
the Board of Control its conclusions and recommendations upon all 
matters referred to it. 


DUTIES OF ACTUARY 


(13) The Board of Control shall designate an actuary who shall 
be the technical adviser of the Board of Control on matters re- 
garding the operation of the funds created by the provisions of this 
Act, and shall perform such other duties as are required in con- 
nection therewith. 

(14) Immediately -after the establishment of the retirement 
system the actuary shall make such investigation of the mortality, 
service, and compensation experience of the members of the sys- 
tem as he shall recommend and the Board of Control shall au- 
thorize, and on the basis of such investigation he shall recommend 
for adoption by the Board of Control such tables and such rates as 
are required in Subsection (15), Paragraphs (a) and (b), of this 
section. The Board of Control shall adopt tables and certify rates, 
and as soon as practicable thereafter the actuary shall make a 
valuation based on such tables and rates, of the assets and liabili- 
ties of the funds created by this Act. 

(15) In the year nineteen hundred and forty-eight, and at least 
once in each five-year period thereafter, the actuary shall make an 
actuarial investigation into the mortality, service and compensation 
experience of the members and beneficiaries of the retirement 
system, and shall make a valuation of the assets.and liabilities of 
the funds of the system, and taking into account the results of 
such investigation and valuation, the Board of Control shall: 

(a) Adopt for the retirement system such mortality, service 
and other tables as shall be deemed necessary ; and 

(b) Certify the rates of contribution payable by the State under 
the provisions of this Act. 

(16) On the basis of such tables as the Board of Control shall 
adopt, the actuary shall make an annual valuation of the assets and 
liabilities of the funds of the system created by this Act. 

Section 7. Management of Funds 
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(1) The Board of Control shall be the trustees of the several 
funds created by this Act as provided in Section 8, and shall have 
full power to invest and reinvest such funds, subject to all the 
terms, conditions, limitations and restrictions imposed by the laws 
of Alabama upon domestic life insurance companies in the making 
and disposing of their investments; and subject to like terms, 
conditions, limitations and restrictions, the board shall have full 
power to hold, purchase, sell, assign, transfer and dispose of any of 
the securities and investments in which any of the funds created 
herein shall have been invested, as well as the proceeds of said 
investments and any moneys belonging to said funds. 

(2) The Board of Control shall allow annually regular interest 
on the mean amount for the preceding year in each of the funds, 
with the exception of the Expense Fund. The amounts so allowed 
shall be due and payable to said funds, and shall be credited an- 
nually thereto by the Board of Control from interest and other 
earnings on the moneys of the retirement system. Any additional 
amount required to meet the interest on the funds of the retire- 
ment system shall be paid from the Pension Accumulation Fund, 
and any excess of earnings over such amount required shall be 
paid to the Pension Accumulation Fund. Regular interest shall 
mean such per centum rate to be compounded annually as shall. be 
set from time to time by the Board of Control, such rate to be 
limited to a minimum of three per centum and a maximum of four 
per centum with the latter rate applicable until charged by the 
board. 

(3) Funds accruing to the annuity savings fund, the annuity 
reserve fund, the pension accumulation fund and the pension 
reserve fund shall be certified by. the secretary-treasurer for deposit 
in the state treasury to the credit of the Employees’ Retirement 
System. All moneys provided in accordance with the provisions 
of this act for administrative expense shall be certified for deposit 
in the state treasury to the credit of the employees’ retirement 
system—expense fund. All payments from said funds shall be 
made by the state treasurer on warrants drawn by the state Comp- 
troller upon vouchers signed by two persons designated by the 
board of control. A duly attested copy of a resolution of the 
board of control designating such persons and bearing on its face 
specimen signatures of such persons shall be filed with the state 
Comptroller as his authority for drawing warrants upon such 
vouchers. 

(4) Except as otherwise herein provided, no member of the 
Board of Control and no employee of the Board shall have any di- 
rect interest in the gains or profits of any investment made by the 
Board, nor as. such receive any pay or emolument for his services. 
No member or employee of the Board of Control shall, directly or 
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indirectly, for himself or as an agent, in any manner use the same, 
except to make such current and necessary payments as are au- 
thorized by the Board; nor shall any member or employee of the 
Board of Control become an endorser or surety or in any manner 
an obligor for moneys loaned to or borrowed from the Board. 

Section 8. Method of Financing 

All of the assets of the retirement system shall be credited ac- 
cording to the purpose for which they are held among five funds, 
namely, the Annuity Savings Fund, the Annuity Reserve Fund, the 
Pension Accumulation Fund, the Pension Reserve Fund and the 
Expense Fund. 


(1) ANNUITY SAVINGS FUND 


(a) The Annuity Savings Fund shall be a fund in which shall 
be accumulated contributions from the compensation of members 
to provide for their annuities. Contributions to and payments from 
the Annuity Savings Fund shall be made as follows: 

(b) Each Employer shall cause to be deducted from the salary 
of each member on each and every payroll of such Employer for 
each and every payroll period three and one half per centum of 
his earnable compensation but the employer shall not have any 
deduction made for annuity purposes from the compensation of a 
member who elects not to contribute if he has attained age sixty 
and has completed thirty-five years of service. In determining the 
' amount earnable by a member in a payroll period, the Board of 
Control may consider the rate of annual compensation payable to 
such member on the first day of the payroll period as continuing 
throughout such payroll period, and it may omit deductions from 
compensation for any period less than a full payroll period if an 
employee was not a member on the first day of the payroll period, 
and to facilitate the making of deductions it may modify the deduc- 
tion required of any member by such an amount as shall not exceed 
one-tenth of one per centum of the annual compensation upon the 
basis of which such deduction is to be made. 

(c) The deductions provided for herein shall be made notwith- 
standing that the minimum compensation provided for by law for 
any member shall be reduced thereby. Every member shall be 
deemed to consent and agree to the deduction made and provided 
for herein and shall receipt for his full salary or compensation, 
and payment of salary or compensation less such deduction shall be 
a full and complete discharge and acquittance of all claims and 
demands whatsoever for the services rendered by such person dur- 
ing the period covered by such payment, except as to the benefits 
provided under this Act. The Employer shall certify to the Board 
of Control on each and every payroll or in such other manner as

‘the Board may prescribe, the amounts to be deducted; and each of 
said amounts shall be deducted, and when deducted shall be paid 
into the Annuity Savings Fund, and shall be credited, together 
with regular interest thereon, to the individual account of the mem- 
ber from whose compensation said deduction was made. 

(d) In addition to the contributions deducted from compensa- 
tion as hereinbefore provided, subject to the approval of the Board 
of Control, any member may redeposit in the Annuity Savings Fund 
by a single payment or by an increased rate of contribution an 
amount equal to the total amount which he previously withdrew 
therefrom as provided in this Act, or any part thereof; or any mem- 
ber may deposit therein by a single payment or by an increased 
rate of contribution an amount computed to be sufficient to pur- 
chase an additional annuity which, together with his prospective 
retirement allowance, will provide for him a total retirement al- 
lowance of not to exceed one half of his average final compensa- 
tion at age sixty. Such additional amounts so deposited shall be- 
come a part of his accumulated contributions except in the case of 
retirement, when they shall be treated as excess contributions re- 
turnable to the member in cash or as an annuity of equivalent ac- 
tuarial value and shall not be considered in computing his pension. 
The contributions and interest credits of a member withdrawn by 
him, or paid to his estate or to his designated beneficiary in event of 
his death, shall be paid from the Annuity Savings Fund. Should a 
member cease to be a member other than by retirement under the 
provisions of this Act, an amount equivalent to the difference, if 
any, between his accumulated contributions and the amount then 
paid shall be transferred to the Expense Fund. Upon the retire- 
ment of a member his accumulated contributions shall be trans- 
ferred from the Annuity Savings Fund to the Annuity Reserve 
Fund. 

(e) Notwithstanding the preceding provisions, no deduction 
shall be made from any member’s salary on account of which the 
employer’s contribution is in default. 


(2) ANNUITY RESERVE FUND 


The Annuity Reserve Fund shall be the fund in which shall be 
half the reserves on all annuities in force and from which shall be 
paid all annuities and all benefits in lieu of annuities. Should a 
beneficiary retired on account of disability again become a mem- 
ber of the retirement system, his annuity reserve shall be trans- 
ferred from-the Annuity Reserve Fund to the Annuity Savings 
Fund and credited to his individual account therein. © 
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(3) PENSION ACCUMULATION FUND 


(a) The Pension Accumulation Fund shall be the fund in 
which shall be accumulated all reserves for the payment of all pen- 
sions and other benefits payable from contributions made by the 
State and from which shall be paid all pensions and other benefits 
on account of members with prior service credit. Contributions to 
and payments from the Pension Accumulation Fund shall be made 
as follows: 

(b) On account of each member there shall be paid annually 
into the Pension Accumulation Fund by the State for the preced- 
ing fiscal year an amount equal to a certain percentage of the earn- 
able compensation of each member to be known as the “normal con- 
tribution” and an additional amount equal to a percentage of his 
earnable compensation, to be known as the “accrued liability con- 
tribution”. The rate per centum of such contributions shall be fixed 
on the basis of the liabilities of the retirement system as shown 
by actuarial valuation. Until the first valuation the normal con- 
tribution shall be-one and sixty-eight one hundredths per centum, 
and the accrued liability contribution shall be one and sixteen one- 
hundredths per centum of the annual compensation of all mem- 
bers. 

(c) On the basis of regular interest and of such mortality and 
other tables as shall be adopted by the Board of Control, the ac- 
tuary engaged by the Board to make such valuation required by 
this Act during the period over which the accrued liability contribu- 
tion is payable shall, immediately after making such valuation, 
determine the uniform and constant percentage of the earnable 
compensation of the average new entrant which, if contributed 
on the basis of his compensation throughout his entire period of 
active service, would be sufficient to provide for the payment of 
any pension pa®able on his account. The rate per centum so deter- 
mined shall be known as the “normal contribution” rate. After 
the accrued liability contribution has ceased to be payable the nor- 
mal contribution rate shall be the rate per centum of the earnable 
compensation of all members obtained by deducting from the 
total liabilities of the Pension Accumulation Fund the amount of 
the funds in hand to the credit of that fund and dividing the re- 
mainder by one per centum of the present value of the prospec- 
tive future total earnable compensation of all members as com- 
puted on the basis of regular interest and the mortality and service 
tables adopted by the Board of Control. The normal rate of con- 
tribution shall be determined by the actuary after each valuation. 

(d) Immediately succeeding the first valuation, the actuary 
engaged by the Board of Control shall compute the rate per centum 
of the total annual compensaiton of all members which is equivalent 
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to four per centum of the amount of the total pension liability on 
account of all members and beneficiaries which is not discharge- 
able by the funds in hand to the credit of the Pension Accumula- 
tion Fund and by the aforesald normal contribution made on ac- 
count of such members during the remainder of their active serv- 
ice. The rate per centum originally so determined shall be known 
as the “accrued liability contribution” rate. 

(e) The total amount payable in each year to the Pension Ac- 
cumulation Fund shall be not less than the sum of the rate per 
centum known as the normal contribution rate and the accrued 
liability contribution rate of the total compensation earnable by all 
members during the preceding year; provided, however, that the 
amount of each annual accrued liability contribution shall be at 
least three per centum greater than the preceding annual accrued 
liability payment, and that the aggregate payment by the State 
shall be sufficient, when combined with the amount in this fund, 
to provide the pensions and other benefits payable out of the fund 
during the year then current. 

(f) The accrued liability contribution shall be discontinued as 
soon as the accumulated reserve in the Pension Accumulation 
Fund shall equal the present value, as actuarially computed and 
approved by the Board of Control, of the total liability of such fund 
less the present value, computed on the basis of the normal con- 
tribution rate then in force, of the prospective normal contributions 
to be received on account of all persons who are at that time mem- 
bers. 

(g) All interest and dividends earned on the funds of the re- 
tirement system shall be credited to the Pension Accumulation 
Fund. The amounts needed to allow regular interest’on the re- 
serves in the Annuity Savings Fund, the Annuity Reserve Fund, 
and the Pension Reserve Fund, shall be transferred in accordance 
with this Act to the respective funds from the Pension Accumula- 
tion Fund. The Board of Control, in its discretion, may transfer 
to and from the Pension Accumulation Fund the amount of any 
surplus or deficit which may develop in the Annuity Savings Fund, 
the Annuity Reserve Fund, or the Pension Reserve Fund. 

(h) All pensions and benefits in lieu thereof, with the excep- 
tion of those payable on account of members who receive no prior 
service allowance, payable from contributions of Employers shall 
be paid from the Pension Accumulation Fund. 

(i) Upon the retirement of a member not entitled to credit 
for prior service, an amount equal to his pension reserve shall be 
transferred from the Pension Accumulation Fund to the Pension 
- Reserve Fund. 
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(4) PENSION RESERVE FUND 


The Pension Reserve Fund shall be the fund in which shall be 
held the reserves on all pensions granted to members not entitled 
to credit for prior service and from which such pensions and benefits 
in lieu thereof shall be paid. Should such a beneficiary retired on 
account of disability again become a member of the retirement 
system, his pension reserve shall be transferred from the Pension 
Reserve Fund to the Pension Accumulation Fund. Should the pen- 
sion of such a disability beneficiary be reduced as a result of an 
increase in his earning capacity, the amount of the annual reduc- 
tion in his pension shall be paid annually into the Pension Accumu- 
lation Fund during the period of such reduction. 


(5) EXPENSE FUND 


The Expense Fund shall be the fund from which the expenses 
of the administration of the retirement system shall be paid, ex- 
clusive of amounts payable as retirement allowances and as other 
benefits provided herein. Any amounts credited to the accounts 
of members withdrawing or dying before retirements and not re- 
turnable under the provisions of Subsection (6) of Section 5 shall 
be credited to the Expense Fund. Any additional contributions 
required to meet the expense of the retirement system shall be 
made as provided in Subsection (6), of this section. 


(6) STATE CONTRIBUTIONS 


On or before the Ist day of October next preceding each regular 
meeting of the State legislature, the Board of Control shall certify 
to the Governor the amounts which will become due and payable 
during the biennium next following to each of the funds of the re- 
tirement system. The amounts thus ascertained shall be included 
in the appropriation bill which is submitted to the legislature. The 
Board of Control shall certify one quarter of the amount so ascer- 
tained for each year of the biennium to the State Comptroller on 
or before the last day of June, September, December and March. 
The State Comptroller shall, on or before the 1st day of July, Oc- 
tober, January and April, draw a warrant or warrants on the 
Treasurer of State for the respective amounts due the retirement 
system. On receipt of the warrant of the State Comptroller, the 
State Treasurer shall immediately transfer to the retirement sys- 
tem the amounts due. 

Section 9. Exemptions from Execution 

The right of a person to a pension, an annuity, or a retirement 
allowance, to the return of contributions, the pension, annuity, or

retirement allowance itself, any optional benefit or any other right 
accrued or accruing to any person under the provisions of this 
Act, and the moneys in the various funds created by this Act, 
are hereby exempt from any State or municipal tax, and exempt 
from levy and sale, garnishment, attachment, or any other process 
whatsoever, and shall be unassignable except as in this Act specifi- 
cally otherwise provided. ; 

Section 10. Protection Against Fraud 

Any person who shall knowingly make any false statement or 
shall falsify or permit to be falsified any record or records of this 
retirement system in any attempt to defraud such system as a re- 
sult of such act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof by any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500.00), or im- 
prisonment not exceeding twelve months, or both such fine and 
imprisonment at the discretion of the court. Should any change or 
error in the records result in any member or beneficiary receiving 
from the retirement system more or less than he would have been 
entitled to receive had the records been correct, the Board of Con- 
trol shall correct such error, and as far as practicable shall adjust 
the payment in such manner that the actuarial equivalent of the 
benefit to which such member or beneficiary was correctly entitled 
shall be paid. 

Section 11. Limitation on Membership 

No other provision of law in any other statute which provides 
whoily or partly at the expense of the State of Alabama or of any 
political subdivision thereof for pensions or retirement benefits for 
employees of the said State, shall apply to-members of the retire- 
ment system established by this Act. 

Section 12. Participation of Counties, Cities, Town and Public 
or Quasi Public Organizations 

(1) ‘The governing board of any county, city, town or public 
or quasi public organization of the State may, by resolution legally 
adopted in form approved by the Board of Control, elect to have 
its officers and employees become eligible to participate in tHe re- 
tirement system. After such election and approval such body 
shall thereafter be known for the purpose of this Act as an em- 
ployer. Acceptance of the employee of such an employer for mem- 
bership in the retirement system shall be optional with the Board 
of Control and if it shall approve their participation, it shall set the 
date, which shall not be prior to December, 1946, when participa- 
tion shall become effective, and then such officers and employees 
may become members of the retirement system and participate 
therein as provided in the provisions of this section. Notwith- 
standing anything to the contrary, employees of any such em- 
ployer who are members of any retirement, pension or benefit fund 
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partially or wholly supported by public funds shall not be entitled 
to become members of this retirement system. 

(2) Membership in the retirement system shall be optional for 
officers and employees of the employer who are in the service of 
the employer on the date when participation becomes effective, 
and any such officer or employee who elects to join the retirement 
system within one year thereafter shall be entitled to a prior serv- 
ice certificate covering such periods of previous service as shall be 
certified as creditable service by his employer for service ren- 
dered to such employer, or his predecessor, or the State, or in any 
other capacity approved by the employer and the Board, for which 
the employer is willing to make accrued liability contributions. 
Thereafter service for such employer on account of which the em- 
ployer pays contributions, shall be considered also as creditable 
service. 

(3) Membership shall be compulsory for all employees enter- 
ing the service of such employer after the date participation be- 
comes effective. 

(4) Should a majority of the members of any retirement, pen- 
sion, annuity fund or retirement system of any employer, hereafter 
referred to as a local pension system, elect to become members 
of the retirement system, by a petition duly signed by such mem- 
bers, the participation of such members in the retirement system 
may be approved as provided in Subsection (1) of this section as 
though such local pension system were not in operation, and the 
‘provisions of thfs section shall: thereupon apply, except that the 
existing pensioners of annuitants of the local pension system who 
were being paid pensions on the date of the approval shall be con- 
tinued and paid at their existing rates by the retiremént system 
and the liability on this account shall be included in the computa- 
tion of the accrued liability rate as provided by Subsection (6) of 
this section. Any cash and securities to the credit of the local 
pension system shall be transferred to the retirement system as of 
the date of approval. The trustees or other administrative head of 
the local pension system as of the date of the approval shall certify 
the proportion, if any of the funds of the system that represents 
the accumulated contributions of the members, and the relative 
shares of the members as of that date. Such shares shall be credited 
to the respective employes annuity savings accounts of such mem- 
bers in the retirement system as additional contributions. The 
balance of the funds transferred to the retirement system, shall be 
offset against the accrued liability before determining the special 
accrued liability contribution to be paid by the employer as pro- 
vided by Subsection (6) of this section. The operation of the 
local pension system shall be discontinued as of the date of the 
approval. 
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(5) The chief fiscal officer of the employer, and the heads of 
its departments, shall submit to the Board of Control such in- 
formation and shall cause to be performed in respect to the em- 
ployees of said employer such duties as shall be prescribed by the 
board in order to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

(6) The actuary of the retirement system shall compute the 
rates of contribution payable by employees who become members 
under the provisions of this section in the same manner as if they 
were State employees and shall compute the contributions which 
would be payable annually by the employer on behalf of such 
members as though they were State employees except that each 
employer of members participating in the system as provided in 
this section, shall make a special accrued liability contribution on 
account of the participation of its officers and employees in the 
retirement system, which shall be determined by an actuarial valua- 
tion of the accrued liability on account of the officers and em- 
ployees of such employer who elected to become members, in the 
same manner as the accrued liability rate was originally deter- 
mined for State employees. This special accrued liability con- 
tribution, subject to such adjustment as may be necessary on ac- 
count of any additional prior service credits awarded to officers or 
employees of such employer, shall be payable in lieu of the ac- 
crued liability contribution payable on account of other employees 
in the system. The expense of making such initial valuation shall 
be assessed against and paid by the employer on whose account it is 
necessary. The contributions so .computed together with a pro 
rata share of the cost of the administration of the retirement 
system, based upon the payroll of the employees, shall be certified 
by the Board of Control to the chief fiscal officer of the employer. 
The amounts so certified shall be a charge against the employer. 
The chief fiscal officer of each such employer shall pay to the 
State Treasurer the amount certified by the board as payable 
under the provisions of this section, and the State Treasurer shall 
credit such amounts to the appropriate funds of the retirement 
system. : 

(7) Employees who become members under this section and 
on behalf of whom contributions are paid as provided in this sec- 
tion shall be entitled to the benefits under the retirement system 
as though they were State employees. 

(8) The agreement of any employer to contribute on account 
of its employees shali be irrevocable, but should an employer for 
any reason become financially unable to make the normal and ac- 
crued liability contributions payable on account of its employees, 
then such employer..shall be deemed-to be in default. All mem- 
bers of the retirement system who were employees of such em- 
ployer at the time of default shall thereupon be entitled to discon- 
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tinue membership in the retirement system and to a refund of their 
previous contributions upon demand made within ninety days there- 
after. As of a date ninety days following the date of such default, 
the actuary of the retirement system shall determine by actuarial 
valuation: the amount of the reserve held on account of each re- 
maining active member and pensioner of such employer and shall 
credit to each such member and pensioner the amount of reserve 
so held. ‘The reserve so credited together with the amount of the 
accumulated contributions of each such active member, shall be 
used to provide for him a paid up deferred annuity beginning at 
age sixty, and the reserve of each pensioner shall be used in pro- 
viding such part of his existing pension as the reserve so held will 
provide, which pension, together with his annuity, shall thereafter 
be payable to him. The rights and privileges of both active mem- 
bers and pensioners of such employer shall thereupon terminate, 
except as to the payment of the deferred annuities so provided and 
the annuities and the pensions, or parts thereof, provided for the 
pensioners. 

(9) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, the retirement 
system shall not be liable for the payment of any pensions or other 
benefits on account of the employees or pensioners of any employer 
under this section, for which reserves have not been previously 
created from funds contributed by such employer or its employees 
for such benefits. 

Section 13. Appropriation 

There is hereby appropriated from the General Fund of the 
State the sum of two hundred forty thousand ($240,000.00) per an- 
num to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

Section 14. Saving Clause 

If any section or part of any section of this Act is declared to 
be unconstitutional, the remainder of the Act shall not thereby be 
invalidated. All laws, parts of laws, general, special or private, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act shall be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 15. Effective Date 

This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

To amend Sections 66 and 67 of ‘Title 51, 1940 Code of Alabama, 
‘which relate to the tax assessors’ map and plat books. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 66 of Title 51 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama is hereby amended to read as follows: 

§ 66. It is the duty of the tax assessor of every county in the 
state to procure at the expense of the county a book in the form 
to be prescribed by the department of revenue, in which he shall 
enter a complete map and list of all the blocks and lots which have 
been platted, and the maps of which are recorded in the office of | 
the judge of probate or can be procured within his county, begin- 
ning with the lowest numbered block and lot and proceeding in 
numerical order to the highest, with the name of the owner set 
opposite each block and lot, together with the assessed value 
thereof. Each subdivision or addition to any town or city shall be 
shown by proper headings at the top of each page of such lot book, 
and by index in the front thereof. The tax assessor shall annually 
make the entries thereon, for which he shall be allowed a reason- 
able compensation to be fixed by the governing body of the county 
at not less than $150.00 for each book of 400 pages or more. Pro- 
vided, however, that in Jefferson County the tax assessor shall 
keep map books as above prescribed which shall only show the unit 
number of each and every parcel of property, and shall show an- 
nually any change in any unit number, but not otherwise. 
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Section 2. That Section 67 of Title 51 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama is hereby amended to read as follows: 

§ 67. The tax assessor shall make, or cause to be made, a com- 
plete plat book or books of all real estate in the county, unless such 
book or books have already been provided, in a form to be pre- 
scribed by the department of revenue, in which the name of the 
owner shall be entered on each separate subdivision, together with 
the assessed value thereof. To the person performing the work of 
making the plat books required by this and the preceding section, 
there shall be paid out of the general fund of the county a reason- 
able compensation, to be fixed by the governing body of the 
county at not less than $150.00 for each book of 400 pages or more, 
which debt shall be a preferred claim against the county.

Substitute for S. 44: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide an additional method whereby the governing bodies of 
incorporated municipalities, cities, or towns may enlarge or con- 
tract their boundaries, and to provide for a method of appeal 
from the action of these governing bodies. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. ENLARGING CORPORATE LIMITS BY 
ORDINANCE :—To enlarge or contract its boundaries any incor- 
porated municipality, city, or town may pass an ordinance first 
defining with certainty the territory which it is proposed to in- 
clude in or to exclude from the corporate limits and second defining 
the entire boundary as changed. Said ordinance shall show the date 
of the passage and the effective date of the ordinance and shall be 
signed by the mayor or other legally constituted official. Any addi- 
tion to the territory included in any extension by ordinance as 
herein set out must be adjacent territory except as herein set out 
and shall not include any part of any other incorporated municipal- 
ity, city, or town. Copy of said ordinance with notice signed by 
the mayor or other legally constituted official shall be published 
for not less than three weeks in a newspaper published in the 
municipality, city, or town or if no newspaper is published therein, 
these said publications shall be made in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the county. Written copies of the ordinance 
signed by said official shall be posted in not less than three public 
places within the municipality, city, or town. 

SECTION 2. RIGHT OF APPEAL :—Any person interested 
may prosecute an appeal from the ordinance at any time within 30 
days after the date of its passage by executing a bond payable to 
the municipality, city, or town in the penalty of one hundred dol- 
lars with two sufficient sureties, conditioned to pay all costs of suit 
in case the appeal is unavailing. ‘The bond shall be approved by the 
- judge of circuit court, and the appeal shall suspend the operation 
of the ordinance. Any number of persons interested may join in 
one suit for the purpose of appealing from an ordinance extending 
or contracting the limits of incorporation, and one bond shall be 
sufficient. When more than one suit shall have been brought for 
such purpose, it shall be the duty of the circuit judge to order them 
consolidated and to be tried as one suit. 

SECTION 3. METHOD OF APPEAL :—Any appeal from 
the ordinance shall be within thirty days after the passage of the 
ordinance by suit in the circuit court against the mayor or other 
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ranking official of the municipality, city, or town. Notice of such 
appeal shall be served by the petitioner upon the mayor or other 
proper authority. The notice shall show the time and place of the 
hearing and shall be served at least ten days before the date of 
such hearing. Notice shall be given in writing by the sheriff to all 
property owners whose names are signed to the petition. The hear- 
ing on the petition may be had by the court at a regular session. 
The question shall be whether the proposed extension or contrac- 
tion of the corporate limits be or be not reasonable. If it is ad- 
judged reasonable, the ordinance shall go into effect ten days 
thereafter, and, if no appeal is taken from the ruling of the circuit 
court within that time, the appellant and the sureties on this bond 
within its penalty shall be adjudged to pay the costs. If it is ad- 
judged to be unreasonable, the ordinance shall be vacated. The 
extension or contraction of limits and all ordinances proposing the 
same or practically the same revision of boundaries as was proposed 
in previous ordinance shall be prohibited for one year. 

SECTION 4. TIME LIMIT FOR APPEAL :—If appeal be 
not prosecuted from the ordinance, the municipal, city, or town 
authorities shall at the expiration of thirty days inquire into the 
fact of publication and notice and adjudge whether the same has 
or has not been given, and such findings, if made in good faith 
shall be conclusive, and if publication and notice is adjudged to 
have been made and given, the ordinance shall thereupon, after the 
end of thirty days after its passage become operative. In case of 
an affirmance of an ordinance by the circuit court, it shall become 
operative and valid. 

SECTION 5. PETITIONERS MAY BEGIN PROCEED- 
INGS TO ENLARGE CORPORATE LIMITS :—Upon petition 
signed by a majority of the property owners of any section conti- 
guous to any incorporated municipality, city or town requesting 
that the incorporated limits of said municipality, city, or town be 
extended to include that section, the governing body of the munici- 
pality, city, or town shall pass an ordinance defining its boundaries 
as changed to include said section and showing date of passage 
and effective date of the ordinance as herein set out. The petition 
shall define the territory which it is proposed to include in the cor- 
porate limits; shall set out names of all of the property owners 
within the said section and shall set forth that the petitioners 
constitute a majority of the said property owners. An ordinance 
passed according to the provisions of this section is subject to the 

same requirements for publication, the same rights of appeal by 
any affected party and is in all ways subject to all other provi- 
sions of this act. 

SECTION 6. NOTICE TO PROBATE JUDGE OF COUN- 


TY :—Any municipality, city, or town increasing or decreasing its 
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limits, within thirty days after the new limits become operative, 
shall file notice with the probate judge of the county describing its 
new boundaries and furnishing plot of same. 

SECTION 7. ADDITIONAL METHOD:—The method of 
expanding or contracting the boundaries of municipalities, cities, 
or towns herein contained shall be in addition to other methods 
provided by law and nothing in this act shall be construed to pre- 
vent any municipality, city, or town from extending or contracting 
its boundaries in any other. way or manner that may be provided 
by law. 

SECTION 8. SEVERANCE:—If any clause, section, provi- 
sion, or portion of this act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not 
affect any other section, clause, provision, or portion of this act 
which is not of itself unconstitutional; and it is now declared that 
the other parts or sections would have been enacted regardless of 
any section or parts of sections which might be held unconstitu- 
tional. 

SECTION 9. EFFECTIVE DATE :—This act shall take ef- 
fect immediately upon the passage and approval by the Governor 
or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

LEGAL NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given of the intention to apply to the Legislature of Ala- 
bama during its biennial session of 1945, for the passage of an Act in substance, 
as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the governing body of Madison County, Alabama, to impose 
an excise tax on persons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies, 
and associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing or 
withdrawing from storage, for any purpose whatever, gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuel or devices or substitutes therefor in said county; to provide for the 
collection and payment of such tax and to provide the distribution and the use 
of the funds derived therefrom; to authorize the governing body of such 
county to make reasonable rules and regulations for the collection of such tax, 
and to provide for enforcement of this Act and to fix a penalty for the viola- 
tion of any provision of this Act and of the rules and regulations prescribed 
by the governing body of such county for the collection of said tax. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section I. . The term “gasoline” as used in this Act shall include gasoline, 
naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes therefor 
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commonly used in internal combustion engines, provided, that nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall apply to those products commonly known as kerosene 
oil, fuel oil, and crude oil used for lighting and heating purposes. The term 
“person” means and includes every person, corporation, copartnership, com- 
pany, agency, or association, singular or plural. The term “distributor” shall 
include any person who shall engage in the selling of gasoline as herein defined 
in Madison County, by wholesale. in domestic trade, but shall not apply to any 
transaction by such distributor in interstate commerce. The term “retail deal- 
er” shall include any person herein defined as the distributor who is also en- 
gaged in the sale of gasoline as herein defined at any place in Madison County 
in broken quantities. The term “storer” as used herein shall include any per- 
son who ships gasoline into Madison County in tank quantities and stores the 
same and withdraws or uses same for any purpose. 

Section II. The governing body of Madison County, Alabama, may im- 
pose an excise tax of not exceeding 3c per gallon on persons, corporations, co- 
partnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the business of 
selling, distributing, storing, or withdrawing from storage for any purpose 
whatever, gasoline or other liquid motor fuels devices or substitutes therefor in 
Madison County, Alabama, and to require every distributor, retail dealer or 
storer of gasoline as herein defined to pay an‘excise of 3c per gallon upon the 
selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage for any use, gasoline as here- 
in defined in Madison County, Alabama; provided, that the excise tax levied 
by this Act shall not be levied upon the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce, 
and provided further that if the excise tax imposed by this Act upon the sale 
of such gasoline shall have been paid by a distributor or by a retail dealer or 
storer, such payment shall be sufficient, the intention being that the tax shall 
be paid but once. The excise tax imposed by this Act shall apply to persons, 
firms, corporations, dealers or distributors, storing gasoline and distributing. 
same or allowing the same to be withdrawn from storage, whether such with-- 
drawal be for sale or other use, provided that sellers of gasoline and its sub- 
stitute paying the tax herein provided may pay the same computed and paid 
on the basis of their sales as hereinafter required, and storers and distributors. 
shall compute and pay such tax on the basis of their withdrawals or distribu- 
tions. The tax herein imposed shall be in addition to any and all excise or 
other taxes imposed by the State of Alabama or any other agency or subdivi- 
sion of the State of Alabama, on gasoline, naptha and other liquor motor fuels 
for any device or substitute therefor, or on the business of selling, distribut- 
ing, storing or withdrawing from storage for any purpose gasoline as herein 
defined. Every distributor, storer or retail dealer as defined in Section I of 
this Act shall be exempted from the payment of said excise tax on withdraw- 
als from storage which are for the purpose of resale, or reshipment to points 
outside of said County; provided, however, that to obtain such exemption such 
distributor, storer or retail dealer entitled to such exemption shall furnish 
to the governing body of said County a sworn, written statement on the 20th 
day of each and every month showing a full, true and accurate total of sales. 
to each reseller or consumer outside of said County. 

Section III. On or before the 20th day of each month after the passage 
of this Act, every person upon whom the excise tax is levied. shall render to 
the governing body of such county on forms prescribed by such governing 
body a true and correct statement of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline 
liable for payment of the excise tax imposed by this Act, and made by him or 
them during the next preceding month, and shall furnish to said governing 
body such additional information as such governing body may require upon 
blanks to be formulated and furnished by said governing body, and at the time 
of making such report shall pay to the said governing body the excise tax 
levied by this Act upon such sales and withdrawals. The statement herein 
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required to be made by the distributor, storer or retail dealer shall be sworn 
to before some officer authorized to administer oaths, and any false statement 
sworn to shall constitute perjury, and upon conviction thereupon the person 
so convicted shall be punished as provided by law for the crime of perjury. 

Section IV. All distributors, storers and retail dealers shall keep for not 
less than two years within the State of Alabama at some place or office such 
books, documents or papers as will clearly show the amount of sales or with- 
drawals of gasoline made in Madison County taxed under this Act. 

Section V. Within thirty days after any tax shall have been levied under 
authority of this Act every distributor, storer or retail dealer engaged in the 
sale or withdrawal of gasoline in Madison County shall make a report on 
blanks furnished under Section III hereof to the governing body of said Coun- 
ty, showing the place and postoffice address at which he is engaged in the busi- 
ness of distributor or storer or retail dealer in gasoline within said County, 
which information shall be-entered by the governing body of said County on a 
hook kept for that purpose, and should such distributor, storer or retail dealer 
move his place of business from one business address to another, such dis- 
tributor, storer or retail dealer shall within thirty days thereafter notify the 
said governing body of such removal, giving the former place and postoffice 
address and also the place and postoffice dddress to which his place of busi- 
ness has been removed. After the tax imposed under this Act has become ef- 
fective, no person shall become a distributor, storer or seller of gasoline in 
said. County until he shall have made such reports to the said governing 
body. ; 

Section VI. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline in said 
County shall fail to make the reports or any of them as required, in any provi- 
sion of this Act, or shall fail to comply with any regulation adopted for the 
collection of said tax by the governing body of said County, within the time 
required to make such reports, or shall fail to pay the tax imposed within 
the time fixed for the payment thereof, said distributor, storer or retail dealer 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for each offense. 

Section VII. It shall be the duty of the governing body of said County 
to enforce the provisions of this Act upon its imposing the tax hereunder, and 
it shall have the right itself, or its members or its agents, to examine the 
books, reports and accounts of every distributor, storer or retail dealer. of 
gasoline on which such tax has been imposed anid to make any and all rules 
and regulations necessary and proper for the collection of such tax. 

Section VIII. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gasoline shall 
fail to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay the tax imposed under au- 
thority of this Act, the tax shall be deemed delinquent within the meaning of 
this Act and there shall be added to the amount of his tax a penalty of 25%, 
provided, if in the opinion of the governing body of the said County a good 
and sufficient cause or reason is shown for such delinquency, the penalty may 
be remitted. The said governing body shall be authorized and empowered to 
‘make returns for delinquent tax payers upon such information as it may rea- 
sonably obtain and add to that the penalty as prescribed by this Act. If any 
person shall be delinquent in the payment of any tax imposed by this Act, 
the governing body of said County shall issue execution for the collection of 
the same, directed to any sheriff of the State of Alabama, who shall pro- 
ceed to collect the same in the manner now provided by law for the collec- | 
tion of delinquent taxes by the County Tax Collector and make return of such 
execution to the governing body issuing the same. The tax herein authorized 
to be levied and the penalties herein provided for, shall be held as a debt pay- 
able to the County of Madison by the person against whom the same shall 
have been imposed or against whom the penalties shall have accrued, and all 
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such taxes and penalties shall be a lien upon the property in said County and. 
elsewhere in this State of the person against whom said tax shall have been 
imposed and the penalties shall have accrued. 

Section IX. The acceptance of any amount paid for the excise tax im- 
posed under this Act shall not preclude the collection of the amount actually 
due. However, the amount actually paid shall constitute a credit against the 
amount actually due. 

Section X. Any distributor, storer or retail dealer who shall violate any 
provision of this Act or who shall fail to comply with any reasonable rule or 
regulation promulgated hereunder may be restrained by proper legal proceed- 
ings from distributing, selling, storing or withdrawing from storage any gaso- 
line, the sale or withdrawal of which is taxable, until such person or persons 
shall have complied with the provisions of the Act. Such proceedings shall be 
instituted in the name of said County by such counsel as the governing body 
of said County shall direct. 

Section ‘XI. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or truck operator 
or other agency operating in Madison County shall report to the governing 
body of said County on the first day of October, January, April and July of 
each year all shipments of gasoline as defined in this Act or substitutes 
therefor handled by him or through the station or office at which he is the 
agent, and delivered to any person in Madison County, Alabama, during the 
preceding three months, giving the names and addresses of the consignee 
shipping and receiving said gasoline or substitute therefor and the number of 
gallons or pounds contained in each and every shipment. 

Section XII. The proceeds of the excise tax authorized in this Act, 
when collected by the governing body of Madison County as above author- 
ized, shall be paid into the Special Buildings, Bridges and Road Fund of 
Madison County, Alabama, and shall be used exclusively for the construc- 
tion, building, maintenance and repair of the public roads, public buildings and 
bridges of Madison County, Alabama. 

Section XIII. The Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners, of 
Madison County, Alabama, shall be charged with the duty of seeing that the 
provisions of this Act are properly enforced, and the said Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners of Madison County, Alabama, is authorized 
and empowered to employ such clerical help and inspectors, and fix the rate 
of pay as may be necessary in aiding him in the enforcement of the provisions 
of this Act; the salary of such clerical help and inspectors, and other neces- 
sary expense of enforcing this Act, shall be paid from the Special Buildings, 
Bridges and Road Fund of Madison County, Alabama. 

Section XIV. Should any section, paragraph or portion of this Act be 
declared unconstitutional it shall not invalidate the remaining sections, para- 
graphs or portions hereof. 

Section XV. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Section XVI. This Act shall go into effect on the first day of the month 
after its passage and approval by the Governor or is otherwise enacted into 


law.

To authorize and empower the Town Council of the Town of Fairhope of 
Baldwin County, Alabama, to employ a City Manager who may be the Mayor 
of the town and to provide for the duties, liabilities and penalties, the 
term of such employment and the compensation of the City Manager so 
employed. ; 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. That the Town of Fairhope, Baldwin County, Alabama, 
is hereby authorized at the discretion of the Town Council to employ a City 
Manager who at the discretion of the Town Council may be the Mayor, 
with the authority, duties and liabilities hereinafter prescribed, whose term 
of office and compensation shall be as hereinafter prescribed. The authority 
given under this Act to employ a City Manager and to invoke the provi- 
sions hereof shall be exercised by the passage of an ordinance or resolution 
by the Governing Bddy of the Municipality so desiring to employ a City 
Manager, which ordinance or resolution shall set a date not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days following the date of its passage upon which the 
City Manager shall assume his office. 

SECTION 2. A City Manager employed under the provisions of this 
Act shall have the authority and be charged with the duties, liabilities and 
penalties and shall hold office and receive compensation as herein set forth: 
the City Manager shall be the administrative head of the municipal govern- 
ment. He shall be chosen by the Governing Body of the municipality with- 
out regard to political beliefs and solely upon the basis of his executive and 
administrative qualifications. ‘The choice shall not be limited to inhabitants 
of the municipality or of the State of Alabama and he may be the Mayor at 
the discretion of the Town Council. (a) The City Manager shall receive 
such compensation as may be prescribed by ordinance of the Governing 
Body, not to exceed Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) a year, which shall 
be payable in twelve monthly installments from the city treasury. (b) Dur- 
ing the absence or disability of the City Manager the Governing Body shall 
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designate some properly qualified person to perform the duties of the office 
of City Manager. (c) The City Manager must devote all of his working 
time and attention to the affairs of the city and shall be responsible to the 
Governing Body for the efficient administration of all the affairs of the city 
over which he has jurisdiction. (d) The City Manager shall have the power 
and it shall be his duty: 1. To see that all laws and ordinances are enforced. 
2. With the approval of the Council to appoint and employ all necessary 
employees of the city, provided that the positions of Chief of Police, Chief 
of the Fire Department and Superintendent of the Waterworks, or other 
utility plants shall be filled by the Governing Body. 3. To remove employees 
employed by him without the consent of the Governing Body and without 
assigning any reason therefor provided that nothing herein shall operate or 
confer upon the City Manager supervision and control over the City Board 
of Education or city schools, utilities operated by the city, its police or fire 
department, other than to engage the employees under the heads thereof of 
the police and fire departments and utilities operated by the city, provided that 
the Town Council may review his removal of any employee and at their 
discretion reinstate such employee. 4. To attend all meetings of the Gov- 
erning Body with a right to take part in the discussions, but having no vote. 
The City Manager shall be entitled to notice of all special meetings. 5. To 
recommend to the Governing Body for adoption such measures as he may 
deem necessary or expedient. 6. To see that all terms and conditions im- 
posed in favor of the city or its inhabitants in any public utility franchise 
are faithfully kept and performed,.and upon the knowledge of any violation 
thereof, to call the same to the attention of the city attorney, whose duty it 
shall be forthwith to take such steps as are necessary to protect and enforce 
the same. 7. Unless otherwise provided by ordinance or by resolution of 
the Town Council to make and execute all lawful contracts on behalf of 
the city as to matters within his jurisdiction, provided that no contract, pur- 
chase or obligation involving more than one hundred dollars shall be binding 
until after approval by the Governing Body. 8. To keep the Governing Body 
at all times fully advised as to the financial condition and needs of the city. 
9. To make full written report to the Governing Body on the first of each 
month showing the operation and expenditures of each department of the city 
government for the preceding month.

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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
: AN ACT 


To create and establish a County Board of Control, in and for Lawrence 
County, Alabama, to be composed of four members and the Judge of Probate, 
who shall be the ex-officio chairman thereof; to establish a Purchasing Agent 
for said County within said Board and to provide that the Judge of Probate, 
as ex-officio chairman, shall be such Purchasing Agent; to fix the qualifica- 
tions of the members of the Board of Control; to divide Lawrence County 
into four districts from which Board members must reside; to abolish the 
Commissioner’s Court or the Court of County Revenues, or any other simi- 
lar Board or Court of Lawrence County, Alabama, as now established; to 
designate the manner of constituting, selecting, or appointing the first Board 
to hold office hereunder; to fix the term of office of the members of the first 
Board to hold office hereunder, or their successors in office, and to provide 
for filling vacancies therein; to require the members elected, chosen, or ap- 
pointed hereunder to take the oath of office and give bond; to define the 
powers and duties of said Board; to define the powers and duties of said 
Purchasing Agent; to fix the compensation of the members of the Board 
and of the Judge of Probate as ex-officio Chairman thereof, and as the Pur- 
chasing Agent for said County; to confer upon said Board all the juris- 
diction, powers, and authority that is now or may hereafter be granted 
and conferred by law to Courts of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue 
or other governing bodies of like name in this State, not in conflict with the 
jurisdiction, powers, and authority conferred by this Act; to require that 
members of the Board of Control devote their entire time to their duties; 
to authorize the said County Board of Control, acting by and through the 
ex-officio Chairman thereof, to employ a clerk, and to fix the duties, qualifi- 
cations and compensation of such clerk; to provide for the payment of the 
salaries of the members of the County Board of Control, the Judge of Prob- 
ate, as ex-officio Chairman of said Board, and the clerk; and to repeal all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith; granting judicial power; requiring 
reports from the County Board of Control; providing the meeting place, and 
the dates and time of the meetings of said Board; regulating all purchases 
made by said Board and the expenditure of county funds; and to provide 
for the election of all members of said Board at the expiration of the term 
of office of the members of the first Board constituted hereunder; to declare 
void all purchases, leases and contracts not made in conformity with this act 
and to prohibit the payment by the county for said purchases, leases or con- 
tracts; to authorize the employment of a county engineer by the Judge of 
Probate with the approval of the County Board of Control to fix his duties, 
qualifications and compensation; to constitute the County Board of Control 
a court of record; to require publication of receipts and disbursement of 
funds; to make a violation of the provision of this act a misdemeanor and to 
prescribe the punishment therefor. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established in an‘d for the County 
of Lawrence, State of Alabama, a County Board of Control to be composed 
of four members, all of whom shall be qualified electors of the county, and 
the Judge of Probate of Lawrence County, Alabama, who shall be the ex- 
officio chairman of said County Board of Control. 

Section 2. That on the first day of the first month after the passage, 
approval, and effective date of this Act, the Court of County Revenues, 
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Commissioner’s Court, or other governing body of Lawrence County, 
Alabama, as now constituted, by whatsoever name said county governing 
body, as now constituted, is called, be and the same is hereby abolished, and 
the same shall, on said date, cease to exist. 

Section 3. That this Act shall not affect the right and tenure of office 
of the members of the present Court of County Revenues, or Commission- 
er’s Court, or other governing body of Lawrence County, Alabama as now 
constituted, but said Commissioners, by whatsoever name called; heretofore 
elected, shall continue to hold and discharge their duties as members of the 
first board of the County Board of Control, created and established by this 
Act, for and during the term for which they were elected as members of the 
present governing body of Lawrence County, Alabama, and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified under this Act. 

_Section 4. That any qualified elector of Lawrence County, Alabama, 
residing East of the line between Ranges 7 and 8 and North of the section 
lines which are parallel to and, approximately, one (1) mile south of the 
line between Townships 5 and 6, shall be eligible to become a candidate for 
membership, designated as Place One, on or upon the County Board of Con- 
trol; that any qualified elector of Lawrence County, Alabama, residing West 
of the line between Ranges 7 and 8,and North of the section lines which 
are parallel to and, approximately, one (1) mile south of the line between 
Townships 5 and 6, shall be eligible to become a candidate for membership, 
designated as Place Two, on or upon the County Board of Control; that any 
qualified elector of Lawrence County, Alabama, residing West of the line 
between Ranges 7 and 8 and South of the section lines which are parallel to 
and, approximately, one (1) mile south of the line between Townships 5 and 
6, shall be eligible to become a candidate for membership, designated as 
Place Three, on or upon the County Board of Control; that any qualified 
elector of Lawrence County, Alabama, residing East of the line, between 
Ranges 7 and 8 and South of the section lines which are parallel to and, ap- 
proximately, one (1) mile south of the line between Townships 5 and 6, 
shall be eligible to become a candidate for membership, designated as Place 
Four, on or upon the County Board of Control. At the Primary election 
in 1946, and every four years thereafter, qualified electors of Lawrence 
County entitled to participate in such primary shall nominate one member 
of the County Board of Control, designated as Place Three on said County 
Board, and one member of the County Board of Control, designated as 
Place Four on said County Board of Control, and at the general election in 
1946, and every four years thereafter, the qualified electors of Lawrence 
County, Alabama, shall elect one member of the County Board of Control, 
designated as Place Three on said County Board of Control, and one mem- 
ber of the County Board of Control, designated as Place Four on said 
County Board of Control. At the Primary election in 1948, and every four | 
years thereafter, qualified electors of Lawrence County entitled to partici- 
pate in such primary shall nominate one member of the County Board of 
Control, designated as Place One, on said County Board of Control, and 
one member of the County Board of Control, designated as Place Two on said 
County Board of Control, and one member of the County Board of Control, 
designated as Place Two on said County Board of Control, and at the gen- 
eral election in 1948; and every four years thereafter, the qualified electors 
of Lawrence County, Alabama, shall elect one member of the County 
Board of Control, designated as Place One on said County Board of Control, 
and one member of the County Board of Control, designated as Place Two 
on said County Board of Control. That said members shall hold office for a 
period of four years, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
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Section 5. That all vacancies in the membership of the County Board of 
Control shall be filled by the Governor; provided, however, that any and all 
appointees must be bona fide resident citizens of the district or section of the 
county, as defined in Section 4 of this Act, wherein the vacancy exists, and 
provided that no two persons from the same section or district of the county, 
as separated or defined in Section 4 of this Act, may be members of the 
County Board of Control at one and the same time. 

Section 6. That the County Board of Control shall have the power and 
authority in accordance with the laws of Alabama to direct and control the 
property of the County as it may deem expedient in accordance with law; 
to levy general and special taxes for particular County purposes according 
to the provisions of the laws of the State of Alabama, general and special; 
to examine, settle, and allow accounts and claims chargeable against the 
County. 

Section 7, That said County Board of Control shall have all the juris- 
diction and all the powers which are now on may hereafter by law vested 
in the Courts of County Commissioners, or other like governing body, of this 
State and the several members of the said County Board of Control shall, 
respectively, perform all the duties and services and render all the powers 
which are or may be required by law of the members of the Courts of 
County Commissioners, or other like governing bodies of the State of Ala- 
bama, not contrary to the provisions of this Act. 

Section 8. That no purchase, contract, or lease shall be made or entered 
into by any of the members of the County Board of Control. 

Section 9. That there is hereby created a Purchasing Agent for Law- 
rence County, Alabama; that the Probate Judge of Lawrence County, Ala- 
bama, acting as the ex-officio of the County Board of Control shall be the 
purchasing agent for said county and shall perform all of the duties of said 
Purchasing Agent, in addition to his other duties. That his duties, as such 
Purchasing Agent, shall be to purchase or lease for the county officials, the 
county offices, the County Board of Control and the members thereof, and 
every department of the county, including the county itself, all books, sta- 
tionery, supplies, office equipment, printing and printed matter, blanks, forms, 
machinery, equipment, including road equipment, and machinery, tools, ma- 
terial for the courthouse, jail, roads, bridges, and any other property not 
herein enumerated which is needed and required; which purchases shall be 
made on the written requisition of the officer by. whom such articles are 
needed, which requisition shall state that such articles requisitioned are needed 
and shall be signed by officer requisitioning same. 

Section 10. That whenever practicable and possible, all purchases, con- 
tracts, and leases for the use or acquisition of any and al! personal property 
for Lawrence County, or any officer thereof, may be made through the Divi- 
sion of Purchases and Stores of the Department of Finance of the State of 
Alabama, in accordance and under the authority conferred by law, and in no 
event shall any purchase, contract, or lease be made upon behalf of the 
county at a price or consideration in excess of the price or consideration 
which could have been obtained through the assistance of said Division of 
Purchases of the Department of Finance, except in the event of an emer- 
gency making it necessary that such purchases or contracts be made without 
delay, as in the case of repair of the County’s road machinery, automobiles, 
trucks, and bridges; and except for gasoline, motor oils and motor fuels. 

Section 11. All purchases, contracts, and leases made upon the behalf 
of the County Board of Control, or of Lawrence County, Alabama, without 
complying with the terms and conditions of Sections 8, 9 and 10 of this 
Act, and all purchases, contracts, and leases made contrary to the terms and 
conditions of Sections 8, 9 and 10 of this Act, shall be void and of no binding 
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effect on said county. Purchases, contracts or leases made or attempted to 
be made for the county not conforming with the provisions of this Act are 
void. No warrant shall be drawn for the payment of such purchases, con- 
tracts or leases, nor shall the county treasurer pay for such purchases, con- 
tracts or leases. 

Section 12. That the County Board of Control shall have the power and 
authority, as it is now or may hereafter be provided by law, to compromise 
the outstanding debts of Lawrence County, to examine into and pass upon 
the regularity of warrants already issued, to classify and register outstanding 
warrants, and may pledge the credit of the County to raise money to dis- 
charge the debts of the County. 

Section 13. The Judge of Probate, as ex-officio chairman of the County 
Board of Control, may employ a County Engineer, subject to confirmation of 
the majority of the members of the Board, who shall be paid a salary to be 
approved by the County Board of Control, not to exceed the maximum as 
fixed by the general laws of the State of Alabama; which salary shall be paid 
out of the county road and highway funds of the county. Said engineer 
shall have all the qualifications required by Chapter 5 of Title 12 of the Code 
of Alabama of 1940, and shall be qualified to intefligently and efficiently 
direct the location, establishment, construction, repair, and maintenance of 
roads and bridges in the County, and he shall have complete charge and 
supervision thereof. He shall recommend to the County Board of Control 
the purchase or lease of all necessary road machinery, material, supplies and 
equipment, necessary and desirable in and about the work of the roads and 
bridges of Lawrence County. All purchases, leases, and contracts, however, 
shall in all respects be governed by the provisions but no road machinery, 
material, supplies, and equipment to be used for road or bridge purposes 
shall be purchased by or for the County except on the written requisition 
of the County Engineer in the form provided for in Section 9 of this Act. 
All changes in roads, or matters of special or particular nature, must be 
passed on by the County Board of Control, and the County Board of Con- 
trol shall designate the particular roads and bridges to be located, constructed, 
or maintained by the County Engineer. The County Engineer shall be held 
responsible for the proper care, preservation, and maintenance, of all road 
machinery, material, supplies, and equipment to the County Board of Control, 
and shall give such bond as the County Board of Control, may require, condi- 
tioned as such Board may direct. He ‘shall be employed at the will of the 
County Board of Control. 

Section 14. A majority of the five members of the Board shall constitute 
a quorum for the conduct of business, and no funds belonging to the County 
shall be drawn out or paid out, except as authorized by said County Board 
of Control in regular or special meeting assembled, at which a quorum is 

resent. 
Section 15. The minutes and records of the proceedings of the County 
Board of Control shall be entered in.a well bound book provided for that 
purpose, which record shall be kept in the office of the County Board of Control, 
and shall be open at all reasonable hours to public inspection. 

Section 16. The County Board of Control shall be a court of record 
when acting in a judicial capacity. 

Section 17. The County Board of Control shall hold its sessions or meet- 
ings at the Courthouse in and for Lawrence County, Alabama, and shall hold 
regular monthly meetings thereat on the first Monday in each month, re- 
maining in session as long as may be necessary ; and the County Board of 
Control may hold special meetings or sessions at the call of the Judge of 


Probate and ex-officio chairman. 
Section 18. The members of the County Board of Control are required

to give their entire time and attention to the business of the County and to 
the duties of their office; they shall regularly inspect the roads of the county, 
and with the advice and assistance of the other members of the Board and 
under the supervision of the County Engineer, maintain supervision over 
the work that is being done, the condition of the roads and bridges within 
the county, and for and during such inspection and supervisions, and in the 
-attendance of meetings, both general and special, the members of the Board 
shall have the power and authority to use and operate a county owned truck 
or vehicle, and to use motor fuel and motor oil purchased by the county, 
for their services, they shall receive a compensation of $150.00 monthly. 
The Judge of Probate of Lawrence County, Alabama, shall receive $3.00 per 
day, for éach day’s services, when in attendance of any regular or special 
meeting or session of said Board, acting as ex-officio chairman thereof. The 
Probate Judge of Lawrence County, Alabama, shall receive a compensation 
of $100.00, monthly, for the performance of his extra duties as Purchasing 
Agent of and for Lawrence County, Alabama, and he is authorized to employ 
necessary clerks, assistants, or bookkeepers therefore, but he shall pay any 
necessary or additional clerks, assistants, or bookkeepers out of said monthly 
‘compensation or salary of $100.00; which shall be paid by the county. 

Section 19. Each member of the County Board of Control is hereby 
required, before entering upon the duties of his office, to make and file the 
statutory oath of office, together with a bond, with good and sufficient sure- 
ties, to be approved as now provided by law, payable to Lawrence County, 
Alabama, and conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of their 
respective offices. The bond of the Judge of Probate, as ex-officio chairman 
of the Board, shall be in the penal sum of $1500.00, the bond of the Judge of 
Probate, as the Purchasing Agent for the county, shall be in the penal sum 
of $3000.00, the bonds of the other four members of the Board shall be in the 
‘penal sum of $3000.00. Said bonds and oaths are to be filed and recorded in 
the office of the Judge of Probate of Lawrence County, Alabama. 

Section 20, The Judge of Probate, acting in his capacity as ex-officio 
chairman of the County Board of Control, shall employ a clerk of said 
Board, which clerk shall give his entire time to the duties of the office and 
shall receive as compensation therefor a sum of not less than $100.00, and 
not more than $200.00, monthly. It shall be the duty of the clerk to receive 
-and prepare the business and obtain information for the sessions or meetings 
of the Board, and arrange the business to come before.the Board at its 
regular and special meetings and sessions, so that the same may be attended 
to in an orderly manner. The clerk shall keep a Minute Book accurately 
‘showing all the proceedings of said Board at all sessions or meetings that 
may be held; he shall list and present to the Board all claims which may 
have been filed against the county; and he shall keep an accurate and com- 
plete record of any and all receipts and disbursements of all county funds 
cover which the County Board of Control has control. The present clerk 
-of the governing body of said county, as now constituted, shall act and 
‘serve as the clerk of the County Board of Control until his successor is 
‘appointed or employed in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 21, Any and all fees, salaries, and compensations created, speci- 
fied, ad provided for in this Act shall be payable by warrants drawn as 
provided in Section 22 of this Act upon any fund or funds of Lawrence 
County, Alabama, legally available for the purpose for which said warrant 
is drawn, including gasoline funds, road and bridge funds, and any other 
funds of the County, not otherwise wholly appropriated. 

Section 22. That all warrants drawn on any of the funds of Lawrence 
‘County, Alabama, for the payment of any fees, salaries, compensations, 
‘services, work, debts, claims, or for any other purpose or demand, shall be 
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drawn and signed by the Judge of Probate of Lawrence County, Alabama, 
on the fund of the county appropriated for the purpose for which said war- 
rant is drawn, if any, and if there is no special or earmarked fund, then on 
any of the funds of the county legally available for the purpose, on and 
after approval of the same by the County Board of Control. 

Section 23. It shall be the duty of the County Board of Control to 
publish between the first and fifteenth day of January and July, in each 
year, in some newspaper published in Lawrence County, an itemized state- 
ment showing all receipts and disbursements of all funds of Lawrence 
County, Alabama, over which it has control, together with the balances re- 
maining in such funds, the item to show each item paid, to whom it was paid, 
and for what purpose it was paid. The cost of said publications not to ex- 
ceed the regular publication rates provided by law. 

Section 24. Any person knowingly violating the provisions of this Act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined in an 
amount not to exceed one hundred dollars. 

Section 25, Should any section or part of this Act be declared uncon- 
stitutional, the other sections and parts of the Act shall nevertheless remain 
in full force and effect, the Legislature of Alabama hereby declaring that 
it would have passed said Act without such invalid sections, part or parts. 

Section 26. All laws or parts of laws, local, special or general, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 27. All provisions of this Act shall become effective immediate- 
ly upon its passage and approval by the Governor.

commencing with the term of office which will begin the first Tuesday after 
the second Monday in January, 1947. The Chairman of the Board of Reve- 
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nue is required to give his entrie time and attention to the business of the 
Board of Revenue; he shall be its presiding officer, and, in addition to the 
rights, powers, and duties prescribed in this Act, he shall exercise and per- 
form all other rights and duties in relation to the Board of Revenue and 
shall be liable to the same penalties in connection therewith as are now 
exercised by the Judge of Probate of the several counties of this State as 
provided under the general laws of the State in relation to the Courts of 
County Commissioners. He shall issue warrants to all persons whose claims 
have been allowed by the Board of Revenue in the same manner and under 
the same restrictions as same have been heretofore issued by the Judge of 
Probate of Limestone Cougty. The other four members of said Board 
shall each receive a salary of fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) dollars per annum 
payable monthly and shall have the supervision, inspection, superintendence, 
and general oversight of all work done on the public roads and highways 
under the general supervision of the Chairman of: said Board of their respec-

provided for shall be paid out of the general funds of said county. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governoft or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Notice is hereby given that application will be made at the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama for the passage of substantially the fol- 
lowing bill: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate the purchase of, contracts for, and leases of personal prop- 
erty for which Shelby County is liable, amounting to $50.00 or more, by or 
on behalf of the County, or any office, department, or agency thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Any purchase of, contract for, or Jgase, of personal prop- 
erty which amounts to $50.00 or more, by or on behalf of Shelby County, or 
any office, department or agency thereof, for which the County is liable, shall 
be negotiated in the following manner. The official or employee of the 
County desiring to make a purchase of, contract for, or lease, of personal prop- 
erty shall make a requisition for such purchase, contract, or lease to the 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue, under such rules and regulations as the 
Board shall determine, at least three days prior to a regular, special, or 
called meeting of the Board. At the meeting, the Board of Revenue shall 
approve or disapprove the requisition. Within five days after the approval 
of a requisition by the Board of Revenue, the Chairman of the Board shall 
apply for bids on the purchase, contract, or lease, requisitioned, by posting a 
copy of the requisition on a bulletin board to be placed, or caused to be 
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placed, by the Board of Revenue, for that purpose, immediately outside the 
office of the Board of Revenue, at a place readily available to the attention 
of the public, and by such other means as the Chairman may deem advis- 
able. Bids upon the requisition must be in writing, placed in sealed enve- 
lopes, and submitted to the Chairman of the Board of Revenue not less 
than five days before the next regular, special or called meeting of the Board 
of Revenue after the said copy of requisition shall have been posted as 
heretofore set out for a period of not less than ten days, and shall be in such 
form as the Board may prescribe. At the meeting of the Board of Revenue 
following the receipt of the bids by the Chairman, the bids shall be opened 
in the presence of all members attending the meeting, and the lowest offer 
by a responsible bidder for the sale of, contract for, or lease, of the desired 
personal property, shall be accepted, and an order placed therefor; provided, 
however, that the Board may reject any and all bids, whenever in their 
opinion they have not received a fair and reasonable bid. In cases of emer- 
gency, the Board of Revenue shall have authority to make purchase of, con- 
tracts for, and leases, of personal property without calling for competitive 
bids as herein prescribed; the circumstances calling for such emergency 
purchases, contracts, and leases, must be entered in full upon the minutes 
of the Board. 

Section 2. Claims against Shelby County for purchases, contracts, and 
leases, not effected according to the provisions of this act shall not be al- 
lowed or paid, Purchases of, contracts for, and leases, of personal property 
by the Board of Revenue, or any member thereof, shall be subject to all of 
the provisions of this act, except that requisitions by the Board on its own 
account be drawn and approved at any meeting, notwithstanding the require- 
ment hereinabove set out that requisitions be submitted to the Chairman of 
the Board at least three days prior to the regular meeting at which they are 
considered. 

Section 3. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed to the extent of the conflict, Act No. 37, ap-

Any qualified elector of this State, whose name at 
the time of any primary, general, or municipal election appears on 
the official list of qualified voters in any county in‘the State of 
Alabama, and who may at any primary, general, or municipal

bers of its body find that the matters and things contained in the 
affidavit of the voter are false, then the grand jury shall not record 
the vote of the voter; and, should the grand jury, from evidence 
presented to it, find by a vote of not less than twelve members 
of its body that a voter’s ballot has been changed or altered to such 
an extent that it does not reflect the voter’s true vote, the grand 
jury shall not record said vote. All votes found by said grand jury 
to be legal votes shall be handled in all respects as if the said ab- 
sentee voter were present and voting in person; and the grand jury 
shall, after it has passed upon and counted the absentee votes, 
make a certificate of results as to absentee votes received by each 
candidate whose name is on the ballot, which certificate of results 
shall be signed by the foreman of the grand jury and forwarded 
forthwith by him to the person or persons authorized by law to 
receive the same. 

Section 6. The probate judge, or person authorized herein to 
act in his stead, of each county’in which application is made for an 
absentee ballot, as provided for herein, shall make, as applications 
are filed for such ballots under this act, and keep for sixty days, 
or longer if so desired by the grand jury, a full list showing the 
names, residences, and polling places of such voters as apply for 
absentee ballots, which list shall be open to inspection by the 
public at all times. The foreman of the grand jury shall make, as 
the envelopes containing ballots are received by him, a list showing 
the dates when received and the names of the absentee voters with 
the respective precincts in which they are respectively qualified to 
vote as the same appear on said envelopes.

do; the grand jury at its discretion may call upon the circuit solici- 
tor or, in counties where there are county solicitors or assistant 
solicitors, may call upon such county solicitors or assistant solici- 
tors to aid them in their deliberations and the discharge of their 
duties under the provisions of this act. In the event the circuit 
solicitor is a candidate for office in the election that is being af- 
fected by the counting of the votes by the grand jury, the circuit 
solicitor shall be disqualified to act and the county solicitor or as- 
‘sistant solicitor shall act in his stead; in the event the county 
solicitor or assistant solicitor is a candidate for office in the elec- 
tion that is being affected by the counting of the votes by the 
grand jury, such county solicitor or assistant solicitor shall be

All votes found to be legal votes shall be 
handled in all respects as if the absentee voter were present and 
voting in person and the officials shall, after it has passed upon and 
counted the votes, make a certificate of results as to the number 
of absentee votes received for each candidate whose name is on 
the ballot, which certificate shall be signed and forwarded forthwith 
to the person or persons authorized by law to receive the same for 
canvassing the returns of the election. 

Section 7. The probate judge of each county, or the person 
authorized to act in his stead, in which applications are made for 
absentee ballots shall make, as applications are filed for such bal- 
lots under this act, an accurate list of the names, residences, and 
polling places of voters applying for absentee ballots, which list 
and the written applications for the absentee ballot shall be kept 
for sixty days after the election, open to inspection by the public at 


all times. The official receiving absentee ballots shall make, as the. 


envelopes containing ballots are received by him, a list showing the 
‘dates when received and the names of the absentee voters with the 
respective precinct in which they are respectively qualified to vote 
as the same may appear on the envlops, which list he shall keep 
‘open to inspection by the public at all reasonable times and occa- 
sions. On the fourth day before the election, the official receiving 
absentee ballots shall publish in some newspaper published in the 
county the list which he is required to keep. In the event no news- 
paper is published in the county, the list shall be posted in front 
of the courthouse door on the fourth day before the election. The 
expense incident to publication of the list of absentee voters 
shall be paid by the county if the election is a general. election, 
by the municipality if the election is a municipal election, and by 
the political party holding the primary if the election is a primary 
election. The official receiving the absentee ballots shall upon the 
request of any candidate made within five days before the election 
give such candidate a written and signed statement as to the 
number of absentee ballots cast in the county. 

Section 8. For every primary, general, or municipal election 
held in this State, there shall be printed, provided, and furnished to 
the judge of probate of the county in which such election is being 
held, by those charged by law with the duty of furnishing other 
supplies for said election, a sufficient number of ballots to be used 
by absentee voters, which ballots shall bear printed thereon the 
words “Official Absentee Ballot”. Said ballots shall also carry, 
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attached thereto and forming a nondetachable part thereof, one of 
the printed forms of affidavit herein required, depending upon 
whether the election is a primary or general election; if the elec- 
tion be a municipal election, then the form of affidavit required 
in a general election shall be used. The said ballot’ shall be void 
and shall not be counted if the said affidavit is detached therefrom. 
The envelope in which such absent voter transmits his ballot shall 
be addressed to the officer designated in this act to receive the 
same, and shall be endorsed on the left hand upper corner thereof 
substantially as follows: “Absent Voter’s Ballot. Election (pri- 
mary, general, or municipal, as the case may be) to be held on the

the elections. But, in the event the mayor or other chief executive 
officer of such city or town is a candidate in such election, said 
duties shall be performed by the clerk or other officer performing 
the duties of.clerk. In the event the clerk or other officer per- 
forming the duties of the clerk is also a candidate in such election, 
the board of aldermen, city commission, or other like governing 
body of such city or town shall appoint a qualified elector of such 
city or town to perform such duties. The city clerk, or other offi- 
cial performing the duties of clerk, if they be not disqualified as 
herein provided, or the person so appointed by said governing 
body of the city or town is hereby authorized to perform all such 
duties with reference to the handling of absentee ballots as is herein 
required to be performed by the mayor or other chief executive 
officer of such municipality. At not later than the hour of ten’ 
o’clock, A.M., on the date of the municipal election, the mayor of 
such municipality, or the person herein authorized to act in the

stead of the mayor, shall deliver all absentee ballots cast in such 
municipal election to the election officers appointed for that pur- 
pose by the appointing board of the municipality at the same time 
and in the same ‘manner as the officers at other polling places for 
the purpose of receiving and tabulating absentee votes. The ab- 
sentee ballots cast shall be tabulated separately by precincts or 
voting districts and returns thereof made to the person or persons 
authorized by law to receive the same: It is provided, however, 
that in municipal elections in cities and town of less than ten 
thousand inhabitants such ballots shall be delivered for counting 
to the election officers of the precincts or districts of the respective 
voters. 

Section 12. The person authorized in this act to receive the 
absentee ballots shall, before the polls open, cause to be delivered 
to the election officers of each polling place a list showing the name 
and address of each and every person whose name appears on the 
official voters’ list of such polling place or precinct who voted an 
absentee ballot in such election, and the election officers shall 
strike forthwith the names of all such persons voting absentee bal- 
lots from the regular poll list. 

Section 13.° (a) Any judge of probate, mayor, or other chief 
executive officer of a municipality, or any person acting in their 
stead, as herein provided, who shall deliver or cause to be deliv- 
ered an absentee ballot to any absentee voter without first receiv- 
ing a written application therefor, signed by the voter, or any per- 
son other than persons herein specifically authorized to do so, who 
shall open an envelope, knowing it to contain an absentee ballot, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be 
fined not less than $100.00 nor more than $500.00. 

(b) Any person who willfully changes an absentee voter’s vote 
to such an extent that it does not reflect the voter’s true vote shall, 
upon conviction, be punished by imprisonment in the county jail 
for not less than 30 days nor more than one year or in the State 
penitentiary for not less than one or more than two years or by 
fine of not less than $500.00 nor more than $2,000.00 or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

(c) Any person who willfully violates any provision of this act 
for which a penalty is not otherwise provided, upon conviction, 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the county jail for not less 
than 30 days nor more than one year or in the State penitentiary for 
not less than one nor more than two years, or by fine of not less 
than $100.00 nor more than $1,000.00, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Section 14. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Section 15. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
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its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. .

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. PUBLIC RECORDS DEFINED.—Public records 
comprise all written, typed, or printed books, papers, letters, docu- 
ments and maps made or received in pursuance of law by the pub- 
lic offices of the State. Counties, municipalities, and other sub- 
divisions of government in the transactions of public business, and 
include also any record, authorized to be made by any law of this 
state, belonging or pertaining to any court of record, justice of the 
peace, or any other public record authorized by law, or any paper, 
pleading, exhibit. or other writing, filed with, in or by any such 
court, office or officer. 

Section 2. OFFENCES CONCERNING PUBLIC REC- 
ORDS; PUNISHMENT.—No public official may destroy, sell, 
loan, or otherwise dispose of any public record, except in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, without the written consent 
of the Judge of Probate of the County in which said records be- 
long, and of the Circuit Judge of the Judicial Circuit to which 
said County belongs, and also of the Director of the Department 
of Archives and History, and except further that clerks of courts 
of record may, at their discretion, loan case files to attorneys at law 
for temporary examination, after taking written receipt therefor. 
Whoever wilfully, maliciously, unlawfully, or fraudulently loans 
or removes any public record from the office where it is usually 
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and properly kept, or alters, defaces, mutilates or destroys any 
public record, shall, on conviction, be imprisoned in the peniten- 
tiary not less than one nor more than five years, or be fined not 
more than five thousand dollars, or both. 

Section 8. DESTRUCTION OR DISPOSAL OF PUBLIC 
RECORDS REGULATED.—Any public records, books, papers, 
- newspapers, files, printed books, manuscripts or other public rec- 
ords which have no significance, importance, or value, may, upon 
the advice and recommendation of the custodian thereof and upon 
the further advice, recommendation and consent of the Director 
of the Alabama State Department of Archives and History be de- 
stroyed or otherwise disposed of. The Department of Archives 
and History is hereby authorized and empowered to make such 
orders, rules, and regulations as may be necessary or proper to 
carry the provisions of this section into effect.

NOTICE OF LOCAL LEGISLATION 


Notice is hereby given that a Bill will be introduced at the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature of the State of Alabama to be entitled 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create and establish and to define the duties and powers of a Board 
of Revenue in and for Jackson County. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is hereby created in and for Jackson County a Board 
of Revenue. The Court of County Commissioners in and for Jackson County 
is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. Until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
of 1949, and until their successors are elected and qualified, the Board of 
Revenue shall consist of four incumbent members, other than the Judge of 
Probate, of the Court of County Commissioners of Jackson County operative 
+ before the effective date of this act and the Chairman of the Board of Revenue 
hereinafter provided for. Within ten days after the effective date of this act, the 
Governor shall choose a Chairman from the qualified voters of Jackson County. 
Such member so appointed as Chairman shall be paid from the county treasury 
or Gas Fund a monthly salary of $250.00, and each other such member shall 
be paid a monthly salary of $85.00. No such member, including the Chair- 
man, shall receive any compensation for or reimbursement for the expense 
of his services other than his salary. 

Section 3. On and after the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January of 1949, the Board of Revenue shall consist of three members who 
are qualified voters of Jackson County. At the general election to be held 
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in November of 1948, and each four years thereafter, the qualified voters of 
Jackson County shall elect from the county at large, in the same manner 
as other county officers are chosen, a Chairman and two other members 
of the Board of Revenue. Such members, including the Chairman, shall 
assume office the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January of 1949, 
and each four years thereafter, and shall hold office until their successors are 
elected and qualified. Such Chairman shall be paid from the County treasury 
a monthly salary of $250.00 and shall receive no compensation for the reim- 
bursement for the expense of his Services, except as specifically may be 
provided otherwise herein, other than his salary. Each other such member 
shall receive $10.00 for each day’s services, not exceeding $40.00 per month 
and reasonable travel expenses, at not more than five cents per mile, incurred 
in attending regular and special meetings of the Board of Revenue. 

Section 4. The Chairman and each other member of the Board of 
Revenue, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall make and file 
with the Judge of Probate the statutory oath of office and a bond, with good 
and sufficient sureties, payable to Jackson County, and conditioned upon 
the faithful performance of the duties of his office. The bond of the Chair- 
man is hereby fixed at $5,000.00; the bond of each other member, at $1,000.00. 
{n the case of a vacancy on the Board of Revenue, such vacancy shall be 
filled by the Governor; and the person so appointed shall hold office for the 
remainder of the term of the place which is vacant. No Chairman or other 
oe of the Board of Revenue may hold any other remunerative public 
office. 

Section 5. The Board of Revenue shall hold regular meetings on the 
fourth Monday in each month, remaining in session as many days as may be 
necessary, and may hold special meetings at the call of the Chairman. 
Meetings of the Board of Revenue shall be held at the court house in and 
for Jackson County. Action in the name and under the authority of the 
Board of Revenue may be taken by a majority of the Board of Revenue 
present and voting at any regular or special meeting provided at least a 
quorum is in attendance. A quorum shall consist of the Chairman and 
one other member or two members other than the Chairman. 

Section 6. The Board of Revenue shall have the same powers, duties, 
limitations, and resposibilities, insofar as they are consistent with other 
provisions of this act, as have courts of county commissioners in other coun- 
ties of Alabama. .It shall be the further duty of the Board of Revenue to 
publish before the fifteenth day of each succeeding month, in some news- 
paper published in the county, an itemized statement of the receipts and 
disbursements of all funds of Jackson County during each month and the 
balances remaining in each fund at the close of each month. Such itemized 
statement shall show each item paid and shall indicate to whom and for what 
purpose each item was paid. The compensation paid for the publication of 
such itemized statement shall not exceed one-and-one-half cents per word. 
If the Board of Revenue shall refuse to publish the itemized statement, each 
member therof, including the Chairman, who votes against the publication 
shall -be subject to a penalty of $50.00. If the Board of ‘Revenue otherwise 
fails without good cause to publish the itemized statement, each member 
thereof, including the Chairman, must on conviction be fined not more than 
$100.00 for each such failure. Such penalties and fines shall be collected 
upon suit brought by the circuit or county solicitor in the name of the county. 

Section 7. All purchases of, contracts for, or leases of personal prop- 
erty, by or on behalf of the Board of Revenue of Jackson County, shall be 
made through the Division of Purchases and Stores of the Department of 
Finance of the State of Alabama except as such purchases, contracts, or 
leases may be made at not greater cost through other means. However, 
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in the event of an emergency making it necessary that personal property be 
purchased, leased, or contracted for without delay which would occur be- 
cause of purchase, lease, or contract through the Division of Purchases and 
Stores, such purchase, lease, or contract may be made through other means. 
All purchases, leases, and contracts not made through the Division of Pur- 
chases and Stores, before payment of them can be made, shall be certified 
by the Division of Purchases and Stores: (1) either to have been made at 
cost not greater than that available by purchase, lease, or contract through 
the Division of Purchases and Stores; (2) or to have been made at reason- 
able cost in an emergency making it necessary to avoid delay, detrimental 

_to the people of Jackson County, which would have been occasioned by 
purchase, lease, or contract through the Division of Purchases and Stores. 
The Chairman of any other member of the Board of Revenue and any em- 
ployee of Jackson County shall not be directly or indirectly interested in 
any purchase of, contract for, or lease of personal property by or on behalf 
of Jackson County. 

Section 8. All purchases, leases, contracts for purchases, contracts, for’ 
work or labor; and contracts for the expenditure of money, by or on behalf 
of Jackson County, amounting to $100.00 or more, in addition to full com- 
pliance with Section 7 of this ao shall have, in advance of their making, 
the approval of the Board o evenue, which must appear on the minutes 
of the Board of Revenue. osert in the event of an emergency neces- 
sitating that such purchases, leases, or contracts be made without delay 
which would be occasioned by the prior approval of the Board of Revenue, 
if the purchases, leases, or contracts are reported in writing and in detail 
to the Board of Revenue within three days after their making by the person 
authorized to make the same, they may become valid and binding provided 
they meet the requirements of Section 7 of this act. 

Section 9. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue is required to give 
his entire time and attention to the business of the Board of Revenue. He 
shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the Board of Revenue and all 
warrants or orders for disbursements of moneys of the county drawn on the 
county treasury. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to receive and prepare 
the business of and to obtain information for meetings of the Board of 
Revenue for the purpose of dispatching the work of the Board of Revenue. 
The Chairman shall see to the execution of all orders of the Board of 
Revenue. 

Section 10. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall employ a 
Clerk, who shall give his entire time to the duties of his office and who shall 
receive a compensation fixed by the Board of Revenue. The Clerk shalt 
enter the minutes of all proceedings of the Board of Revenue in a well- 
bound book provided him .for that purpose; the minute book shall be kept 
in the office of the Board of Revenue and shall be open to the inspection of 
citizens of Jackson County at all reasonable hours. The minutes of the 
proceedings of the Board of Revenue shall be recorded by the Clerk in the 
minute book within five days from the adjournment of every regular or 
special meeting of the Board of Revenue. The Clerk shall present to the 
Board of Revenue at each regular meeting a list of all claims which have 
been filed against the county. He also shall keep a complete record of all 
receipts and disbursements of all county funds and must be prepared at all 
times to show the exact financial condition of the county. 

Section 11. The Chairman of the Board of Revenue may employ a 
Supervisor of Roads and Bridges for Jackson County, subject to the con- 
firmation of the Board of Revenue, and pay him a salary, to be approved 
by the Board of Revenue, out of the Road and Bridge or Gas Fund of 
the county. The Supervisor of Roads and Bridges shall have the duty of 
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supervising the constructing, repairing, and maintaining of roads and bridges 
in the county. He must have had not less than three years of practical ex- 
perience in road building; he must be qualified otherwise to perform the work 
of his office; and he must be recommended by the State Highway Depart- 
ment.. He shall have entire charge of the road and bridge employees of the 
county, including their selection, compensation, supervision and dismissal. No 
person employed by the Supervisor of Roads and Bridges shall be related 
to him or the Chairman or any other member of the Board of Revenue 
within the third degree of consanguinity, computed by the rules of civil 
war, by blood or marriage. Should the Supervisor of Roads and Bridges em- 
ploy any such relative of him or the Chairman or any other member of the 
Board of Revenue, he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, on conviction, 
shall be fined not less than $100.00 and not more than $500.00. The Super- 
visor of Roads and Bridges shall give such bond as the Board of Revenue 
may require and shall be responsible to the Board of Revenue for his ac- 
tions. He shall, with the advice of the Board of Revenue and subject to the 
provisions of Section 7 of this act, purchase, lease and, contract for all ma- 
chinery, material, supplies, and equipment necessary in the discharge of his 
responsibility for the roads and bridges of Jackson County and shall be 
charged with the care and maintenance of such machinery, material, sup- 
plies, and equipment. All changes in roads and bridges in the county by or 
on behalf of Jackson County must be passed on by the Board of Revenue. 

Section 12, The Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall, from time to 
time, inspect the roads and bridges of Jackson County and, with the advice 
and assistance of the other members of the Board of Revenue, generally 
supervise the work done thereon. For such inspection and supervision, he 
shall be paid reasonable expenses approved by the Board of Revenue. 

Section 13. This act shall be construed liberally. If any section or part 
is declared invalid in its general or specific application, such declaration shall 
not affect the validity of other sections, parts, or applications. 

Section 14. All laws and parts of laws, general or local, in conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed to the extent of the conflict. 

Section 15. This act shall take effect July 1, 1946.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Repeal. Subject to the provisos of Section 2 of this act, Act 
No. 24 of the extra session of the Legislature of 1936-1937, approved January 
26, 1937 (Acts 1936-1937, page 20), and Act No. 512 of the regular session of 
the Legislature of 1939, approved September 21, 1939 (Acts 1939, page 795), 
and Subdivision 10 of Article 16 of Chapter 4 of Title 62 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama (Title 62, Page 322) are hereby expressly sabadpeabs repealed 
as of the respective effective dates thereof, and Sections 3 to 25, both in- 
clusive, of this act retrospectively substituted in lieu of said repealed statutes 
as provided in Section 2. 

Section 2. Substitution; Retrospective Operation. The sections of this 
act numbered consecutively from 3 to 25, both inclusive, comprise a system 
to be known as City of Birmingham Retirement and Relief System and 
otherwise hereinafter as “the system,” and said sections 3 to 25, both inclu- 
sive, comprising the system, are hereby retrospectively and prospectively sub- 
stituted in lieu of the statutes described in Section 1 and, subject to the 
provisos hereinafter in this section contained, shall be read, construed and 
have retrospective operation and effect as though enacted on the 26th day 
of January, 1937, and as though none of the statutes described in Section 1 
had ever existed. Consistently, and subject to said provisos, every act, pro- 
ceeding and transaction heretofore had, done, accomplished or attempted 
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under any statute described in Section J shall be construed and deemed an 
act had, done, accomplished or attempted under the system, an'd the validity 
and effect thereof so measured and governed, and, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, but still subject to said provisos, every contribu- 
tion, return of contribution, refund, loan, investment, receipt, disbursement, 
debt, liability, contract, transaction and business to, from, of, with or affect- 
ing the pension and relief fund under any statute described in Section 1 shall 
be construed and deemed as a contribution, return of contribution, refund, 
loan, investment, receipt, disbursement, debt, liability, contract, transaction 
or business to, from, of, with or affecting the retirement and relief fund under 
the system. ‘The foregoing provisions of this section and of Section 1 shall 
be subject to the following provisos: (a) Any sentence of the system which 
contains the phrase “September 19, 1939” shall be read, construed and have 
operation and effect as though enacted for the first time on September 19, 
1939. (b) Any sentence of the system which contains the phrase “effective 
date of this act” shall be read, construed and have operation and effect as 
though enacted for the first time at the effective date of this act. (c) The 
legal effect of any payment heretofore made by dny pension and relief or 
retirement and relief fund referred to in this act shall be measured by the 
law as it actually existed at the time of such payment, and any debt or liabil- 
ity, whether for return of contributions or otherwise, discharged by any such 
payment shall not be revived by anything contained in the system and shall 
not constitute the basis of any claim under the system against the retire- 
ment and relief fund provided for in this act. (d) The rights of any person 
who may have become separated from the service prior to the effective date 
of this act and who is not an employee member at or after the effective date 
of this act, and the rights of any privies of such person, shall be measured 
and governed by the statutes in existence at the time of such separation and 
not by any provision of the system. (e) The rights of any person who may 
have retired from the service of City of Birmingham, either voluntarily or 
involuntarily, after September 1, 1939, and prior to the effective date of this 
act, and who may have been allowed retirement benefits under the statutes. 
actually in existence at the time of such retirement, shall, during continuance 
of such retirement, continue to be measured and governed by the terms of 
the statute so in existence at the time of such retirement and not by any 
provision of the system, and the retirement and relief fund provided as a part 
of the system shall secure such rights. (f) The rights of any person who at 
the effective date of this act is on the disability roll under any statute 
describéd in Section 1 of this act shall continue to be measured and governed. 
by the provisions of such statute, and not by any provision of the system, 
until he may return to active duty for City of Birmingham, and the retire- 
ment and relief fund provided asa part of the system shall secure such rights. 
For the purpose of this proviso, any employee of the Jefferson County Board 
of Health on said roll at any time shall be deemed thereon under such of said 
statutes as may have been in effect at the time he was placed upon said roll. 
In the event any person referred to in this proviso shall return to such active 
duty after the effective date of this act, his rights with respect to any sub- 
sequent disability, though arising from the same cause as his former ‘disability, 
shall be measured and governed by the provisions of the system. 

Section 3. Purpose of the System. The general purpose of the system 
embraced in Sections 3 to 25, both inclusive, of this act is the governmental 
one of promoting efficiency of employment in the service by partially relieving 
their minds of harassing fear of the consequences of loss of employment 
through disability, old age and otherwise and by furnishing trained employees 
a partial incentive to remain in the service during their years of presumptive- 
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ly increasing efficiency and a partial incentive to voluntarily retire and be re- 
placed during their years of presumptively declining efficiency. 

Section 4. Definitions. The following words, terms. and phrases, wher- 
ever used in this act, including this section, shall have the meanings respec- 
tively ascribed to them in this section, unless the context plainly indicates 
otherwise or that a more restricted or extended meaning is intended. 

“City of Birmingham Retirement and Relief System.” The system pro- 
vided by, and comprised within, Sections 3 to 25, both inclusive, of this act. 
“The system.” City of Birmingham Retirement and Relief System. ‘The 
City.” City of Birmingham, a municipal corporation. “The fund.” The 
retirement and relief fund provided for as a part of the system, and shall 
include assets in the form of money and in other forms. ‘Employee.’ A 
human being between whom and the City there exists the technical relation- 
ship of employer and employee, whether such person be employed through 
the principal governing body of the City or through a subsidiary body such 
as a park board or library board. “Qualified employee.” An employee of the 
City other than (1) an officer elected by the people or (2) a common laborers 
or (3) an employee whose employment affirmatively contemplates actual ac- 
tive duty or service for the City upon less than twenty days per calendar 
month regularly or (4) a member of a board such as library, park or zoning 
adjustment board whose employment contemplates actual active duty or 
service for the City upon intermittent business days regularly and not upon 
successive business days regularly. “Employee member.” A person who is 
simultaneously a qualified employee and a member of the system. ‘In the 
service.” In the service of the City. A person shall be deemed in the service 
of the City while the technical relationship of employer and employee sub- 
sists between him and the City. “In the classified service.” In the classified 
service as defined in any civil service statute or rule now or hereafter appli- 
cable to the City. “Salary.” Money remuneration, of a qualified employee for 
time in the service. “Pay roll period.” A period of time for which a pay- 

*ment of salary is ordinarily made to or for or to and for a qualified employee. 
“Earnable daily rate.” The monthly rate of money compensation of a quali- 
fied employee as fixed by the governing body of the City or other authorized 
public authority, divided by thirty. ‘Salary days.” Such number of days of 
a pay roll period as equals the actual amount of salary paid to or for or to 
and for a qualified employee for time in the service in such pay roll period, 
divided by the daily earnable rate of such qualified employee for such pay 
roll period. “Paid membership time.” The aggregate of salary days of an 
employee member from the salary for which deduction is made for the fund. 
Three hundred sixty salary days shall constitute a year of paid membership 
time, but this shall not be construed to mean that less than 365 actual days 
may be counted as a year of creditable time. “Prior service time.” Time of a 
qualified employee in the service prior to September 1, 1937, except time in 
the service prior to September 1, 1937, for which the employee may have 
received no service pay from the City. “Creditable time.” The creditable 
time of an employee member who may be such employee member on Septem- 
ber 1, 1937, or within six months thereafter, shall include all his prior service 
time as a qualified employee and all his paid membership time, and the 
creditable time of any other employee member shall include only his paid 
membership time. - “Final average salary.” The total amount of salary of 
an employee member for the five years of his creditable time next preceding 
date of his retirement from the service, divided by sixty. “Beneficiary.” One 
in which favor monetary liability against the fund is accruing on account of 
retirement, widowhood or disability. “Severance nominee.” ' One designated 
as such under Section 17 of this act. “Qualified widow.” Widow of deceased 
who was married to deceased prior to January 26, 1937, and who remains 
married to deceased to the time of his death, or widow of deceased who be- 
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comes married to deceased after January 26, 1937, and who is married to him 
throughout a period of fifteen years next preceding his death. “The Board.” 
The Board of Managers provided for in the system. “The city comptroller.” 
The employee of the City whose duties are those of treasurer or chief finan- 
cial employee. “The custodian.” ‘The custodian of the fund. “The personnel 
board.” The board of control of any civil service system provided for the 
City by statute, or, if at any time there be no such board of control, the prin- 
cipal governing body of the City. ‘‘The personnel director.” The personnel 
director provided for the City by statute, or, if there be no such personnel 
director, the city clerk, the custodian or another as the Board may determine. 
“Gender.” The masculine gender shall include the feminine. 

Section 5. Classified Service Membership. Every qualified employee 
in the service in the classified service on or after or on and after September 
1, 1937, including every qualified employee in the service of the police and 
fire departments in the classified service and not hereinafter in this sec- 
tion excepted, shall be, and shall be deemed, mandatory, a member of the 
system ‘during all his time in the service in the classified service as a qualified 
employee, except that no member of the policemen’s pension and relief plan 
provided by Act No. 502 of the 1923 session of the Legislature (Acts 1923, 
page 663), as the same may have been, or may be, amended or codified, and 
no member of the firemen’s pension and relief plan provided by Act No. 389 
of the 1935 session of the Legislature (Acts 1935, page 847), as the same 
may have been, or may be, amended or codified, shall be a member of the 
system. 

Section 6. Same. No person who may enter the service on or after 
September 19, 1939, whether in the police or fire department or not, shall 
become a member of the aforesaid policemen’s pension and relief plan or of 
the aforesaid firemen’s pension anid relief plan, but shall become a member 
of the system if a qualified employee in the classified service, provided, how- 
ever, that in the event of reentry into the service of the police department of 
a former member of said policemen’s plan he shall again become a member of 
said policemen’s plan if otherwise eligible for membership therein, and that 
in the event of reentry into the service of the fire department of a former 
member of said firemen’s plan he shall again become a member of said fire- 
men’s plan if otherwise eligible for membership therein. In the event any 
member of such policemen’s plan or firemen’s plan be transferred within 
the service to a department other than the police or fire department he shall 
become a member of the system and all his contributions to such police- 
men’s or firemen’s plan after September 1, 1937, plus matching contributions 
of the City, shall be transferred to the fund of the system. 

Section 7. Unclassified Service Membership. Every qualified employee 
in the service in the unclassified service on September 1, 1937, may elect 
within fifteen days after September 1, 1937, to become a member of the 
system, and in the event of.such election within said fifteen days, the elector 
shall become an employee member as of September 1, 1937. It shall be 
sufficient evidence of such election that proper deduction be made for the 
fund from the salary of the qualified employee for the pay roll period which 
includes September 1, 1937, without written protest from the qualified em- 
ployee to the city comptroller within thirty days from expiration of such pay 
roll period, and it shall be conclusive evidence of nonelection if no such 
deduction be made for such pay roll period and the employee do not protest 
in writing to the city comptroller against absence of such deduction within 
thirty days after expiration of such pay roll period. Any such employee who ° 
may become a member of the system by election under this section may, 
by election, withdraw from membership while remaining in the service at 
any time before entry into the classified service. Such election to withdraw 
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shall be made known to the custodian, and the withdrawing elector shall 
cease to be a:member of the system at the end of the payroll period in which 
such election is made known to the custodian, and, upon such election to with- 
draw and cessation of membership, he shal! be entitled to return from the 
fund of all sums deducted from his salary and paid into the fund as con- 
tributions, without interest, less any amount theretofore paid him as dis- 
ability relief benefits. Acceptance of return of contributions while remain- 
ing in the service shall be conclusive evidence of election to withdraw from 
membership. Any employee member who shall withdraw from membership 
under this section while remaining in the service shall not have an option to 
reenter the system, and should he thereafter reenter the system by virtue of 
Section 5 of the system he shall not be entitled to count as creditable time any 
‘time subsequent to September 1, 1937, and prior to such reentry. For the pur- 
pose of election under the preceding provisions of this section, qualified em- 
ployees of the Jefferson County Board of Health at September 1, 1937, he shall 
be deemed, constructively, qualified employees of the City at September 1, 1937, 
in the unclassified service, and any such constructive employee of the City at 
September 1, 1937, may elect at any time within fifteen days after September 
1, 1937. to become a member of the system under said preceding provisions. 
Any such constructive employee of the City who may so elect shall be 
deemed, constructively, an employee of the City, and said Board of Health 
a subsidiary board. or department of the City, during all the time, past or 
future, during which he may have been, or may be, the employee of said 
Board of Health, and all the retrospective and prospective terms of the 
system shall apply to him as fully and restrictively and with like effect as 
though he were actually an employee, and said Board of Health actually a 
subsidiary board or department, or the City, during all such time. After 
the effective date of this act it shall be the duty of said Board of Health, as 
an independent agency, and not as a subsidiary board or department of the - 
City, to make deductions for the fund, and make matching and other con- 
tributions to the fund, in respect of every such constructive employee of the 
' City, for and during all his time of membership in the system after the effec- 
tive date of this act, in all respects as it is made the duty of the City 
to make deductions and matching and other contributions in respect of its 
true employees. 

Section 8. ‘Transfers between Classified and Unclassified Service. (a) 
Any person who may at any time enter or be a member of the system by vir- 
tue (among other things) of being in the classified service shall remain a 
member of the system so long as he shall remain in the service as a qualified 
employee, notwithstanding he may cease to be in the classified service, pro- 
vided, however, that any such person who may cease to be in the classified 
service may, within thirty days thereafter, file a written declaration with the 
city comptroller that he elects to withdraw from membership, and, upon the 
filing of such declaration, he shall cease to be a member of the system. (b) 
Any employee member who, while a member of the system by election 
under Section 7, is transferred from the unclassified service to the classified 
service as a qualified employee, shall lose any option to withdraw from mem- 
bership, and shall remain a member of the system in all respects as though 
he had originally entered the system by virtue of Section 5. (c) Any employee 
in the unclassified service who, while not a member of the system, is trans- 
ferred from the unclassified service to the classified service as a qualified 
employee and becomes an employee member by virtue of Section 5 shall not 
be entitled to count as creditable time any time subsequent to September 1, 
1937, and prior to thus becoming an employee member. 

Section 9. Retirement and Relief Fund. At the end of each pay roll 
period within the first twelve months after August 31, 1937, the City shall 
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deduct from the salary of each employee member for such pay roll period 
an amount equal to three per centum (3%) of his salary for such pay roll 
period, and at the end of each pay roll period after said twelve calendar 
months the City shall deduct from the salary of each employee member an 
amount equal to six per centum (6%) of his salary for such pay roll period, 
provided, however, that, for the purposé of such deductions, no employee 
shall be deemed to earn, or to have earned, salary at a rate in excess of three 
hundred dollars ($300.00) per month. After the effective date of this act, 
however, the next preceding proviso shall not apply, and deductions from 
salary made after the effective date of this act shall be made upon the basis 
of amount of salary actually earned. The City shall promptly pay each such 
deduction into a retirement and relief fund (herein referred to as “the 
fund”), and such deduction so paid into the fund shall be known as a con- 
tribution of the employee member to the fund. At the same time the City 
pays into the fund any deduction from the salary of an employee member, 
it shall also pay into the fund from its general or other appropriate funds 
a matching contribution of equal amount. The city comptroller is specifically 
charged with the duty of making such deductions from salaries and of mak- 
ing such payments into the fund. The fund shall include all assets of the 
fund in any form, and the city comptroller shall be, ex officio, the custodian 
of the fund. The custodian shall keep a separate account of the fund and of 
all assets and liabilities thereof and of all receipts and disbursements thereof 
and of all prior service time and paid membership time of employee mem- 
bers. The custodian shall keep all monies of the fund in a separate bank 
account. The custodian shall keep in force and effect a bond in a penal 
amount equal to the total amount of monies and securities in his custody or 
possession, but in no event in excess of fifty thousand dollars, payable to the 
Board and conditioned for faithful performance of his duties and for faithful 
accounting to the Board for all monies, securities and property coming into 
his custody or possession as such custodian, Such bond shall be executed by 
a surety company authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, and the 
premium on such bond, and all necessary expenses of the Board, shall be 
paid out of the fund upon order of the Board. All bonds and securities ac- - 
quired for the fund and which are registerable as to principal shall be regis- 
tered by the custodian in the name of the system promptly upon acquisition 
and shall remain so registered until sold or otherwise disposed of by authority 
of the Board. The Board may select a banking institution located within the 
territorial jurisdiction of the City as sub-custodian of securities, with au- 
thority and collect and remit to the custodian principal and imterest of securi- 
ties entrusted to its custody as the same may mature, and pay it such reason- 
able fees or compensation for its services as the Board may deem proper, 
and the Board may, if it sees fit, waive bond of such institution as sub- 
custodian so long as the net worth of the subcustodian exceeds one and one- 
half times the total par value of the securities entrusted to its custody. Se- 
curities in the custody of such subcustodian shall not be counted as in the 
custody of the custodian for the purpose of computing the amount of the cus- 
todian’s bond. The Board is authorized to accept and receive gifts, dona- 
tions or legacies for the fund, and to administer same as may be directed by 
the donors. In the adjudication of claims against the fund, the records of the 
city comptroller and custodian made and kept for the purpose of this act shall 
be deemed, prima facie, to speak the truth. Should the amount of the fund 
be insufficient at any time to pay allowances provided for by the system the 
City shall promptly pay into the fund an amount not less than the amount 
of the deficit. 

Section 10. Refund of Erroneous Contributions. If, measured by the 
provisions of the system, any amount shall be erroneously deducted from 
the salary of any person who is not a member of the system and paid into 
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the fund, such amount shall be refunded to such nonmember, and any er- 
roneous matching contributions which may have been maide to match the 
erroneous contribution of such nonmember shail be refunded to the particular 
fund from which made. 

Section 11. Bar of Claim of Creditable Time. In the event the City 
should, through error, inadvertence or otherwise, neglect to make proper 
deduction for the fund from the salary of any employee member for any pay 
roll period, the employee member shall have a right to pay into the fund 
the amount which should have been deducted for such pay roll period at any 
time within three months after expiration of such pay roll period, together 
with interest thereon at the rate of six per cent per annum, and to count 
- the principal so paid as a salary ‘deduction contribution. In the event of 

failure of such employee member to so pay within such time, he shall forfeit 
_any right to so pay thereafter. In the event any tender of such payment 
within such time shall be refused, the employee member may, within three 
months after such refusal, institute mandamus proceedings to compel ac- 
ceptance, and in such proceedings the court shall treat as included in the 
proceedings the question of right of the employee member to make contribu- 
tion for any pay roll period subsequent to the aforesaid pay roll period and 
prior to date of its order for which proper salary deduction was not made. 
Nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the fund from 
recovering at any time, with six per cent per annum interest, any amount 
which should have been deducted for any pay roll period but which was not 
deducted. Any amount paid by an employee member under this section 
shall be matched by payment by the City into the fund of a like amount. 
Section 12. Retirement allowances. (a) Any employee member who 
shall be now or hereafter of the age of sixty or more years and who shall 
have now or hereafter accumulated fifteen or more years of creditable time, 
or any employee member who, regardless of age, shall have now or hereafter 
accumulated thirty-five or more years of creditable time, shall be entitled to 
voluntarily retire from the service and obtain a retirement allowance, and if, 
being so entitled to voluntarily retire and obtain a retirement allowance, he 
should voluntarily retire, or be involuntarily retired, from the service, he 
shall be entitled to a monthly retirement allowance from the fund computed 
as hereinafter in this section specified. The amount of any retirement al- 
lowance under this subdivision of this section shall commence to accrue at 
date of retirement. (b) Any employee member who may be involuntarily 
retired or dismissed from the service while of an age between fifty-five and 
sixty years and after having accumulated twenty years of creditable time shall 
be entitled to a monthly retirement allowance from the fund computed as here- 
inafter in this section specified. The amount of any retirement allowance under 
this subdivision of this section shall commence to accrue at date of retirement. 
(c) Any employee member who may be involuntarily retired or dismissed from 
the service while of an age between forty-five and fifty-five years and after 
having accumulated twenty years of creditable time shall become entitled to a 
monthly retirement allowance from the fund, computed as hereinafter in this 
section specified, when he reaches age fifty-five; provided, however, that if, as al- 
lowed by Section 18, he should withdraw his contributions before reaching 
age fifty-five he shall forfeit any right to 4 retirement allowance, and pro- 
vided, further, that if he should die before reaching age fifty-five and before 
having withdrawn contributions the fund shall be liable for return of contribu- 
tions as provided by Section 18. The amount of any retirement allowance 
under this subdivision of this section shall commence to accrue at age fifty- 
five. (d) Any employee member who may be involuntarily retired or dis- 
missed from the service while of an age between forty-five and sixty years 
and after having accumulated fifteen or more and less than twenty years of 
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creditable time shall become entitled to a monthly retirement allowance from 
the fund computed as hereinafter in this section specified, when he reaches 
age sixty; provided, however, that if, as allowed by Section 18, he should 
withdraw his contributions before reaching age sixty he shall forfeit any 
right to a retirement allowance, and provided, further, that if he should die 
before reaching age sixty and before having withdrawn contributions, the 
fund shall be liable for return of contributions as provided by Section 18. The 
amount of any retirement allowance under this subdivision of this section 
shall commence to accrue at age sixty. (e) The monthly amount which 
shall be allowed any employee member entitled to a retirement allowance 
under this section shall be two and one quarter per cent (244%) of his final 
average salary multiplied by such number of years of his creditable time as 
may not exceed twenty, plus one per cent (1%) of his final average salary 
multiplied by such number of years of his creditable time as may exceed 
twenty and not exceed thirty, plus one half of one per cent (%%) of his 
final average salary multiplied by such number of years of his creditable 
time as may exceed thirty; provided, however, that, for the purposes of such 
computation, no employee member shall be deemed to earn, or to have 
earned, salary at a rate in excess of three hundred dollars per month, and 
provided, further, that, for the purposes of such computation, the Board may 
treat the end of the pay roll period next before actual date of retirement as 
the date of retirement and may disregard a fraction of a year of creditable 
time less than one fourth. Anything hereinabove to the contrary notwith- 
‘standing, however, in the computation of final average salary after the effec- 
tive date of this act, every employee member shall be deemed to have earned 
in very month subsequent to the effective date of this act the aetual amount 
of salary earned by him in such month, and the foregoing limitation of three 
hundred dollars shall apply only to salary earned in months preceding the 
effective date of this act. (f) Subject to the provisions of subdivision (g) 
of this section, the amount of any retirement allowance which may have com- 
menced to accrue in accordance with the provisions of the system shall con- 
tinue to accrue throughout the life of such person. (g) If, after any person 
shall have retired or been retired as hereinabove in this section provided, 
and the amount of his retirement allowance shall have commenced to accrue, 
he should be reemployed in the service and again become a member of the 
system under the terms of the system, he shall again contribute to the fund 
as in the case of any other member, and accrual of the amount of his retire- 
ment allowance shall be suspended during the period of his renewed em- 
ployee membership, and upon any subsequent voluntary or involuntary re- 
tirement from the service the amount of his former retirement allowance 
shall again commence to accrue at the same rate as formerly, and he shall 
be entitled to allowance of such additional amount, if any, as his additional 
paid membership time may have earned for him. (h) In the event of death 
of any male employee member after he shall have become entitled to volun- 
tarily retire and obtain a retirement allowance, his qualified widow, if any, 
shall be entitled to a monthly widow’s allowance in an amount equal to fifty 
per cent (50%) of the amount of the monthly retirement allowance to which 
her deceased husband would have been entitled had he’ retired immediately 
before death, and in the event of death of any retired beneficiary in whose 
favor the amount of a monthly retirement allowance is accruing, his qualified 
widow, if any, shall be entitled to a monthly widow’s allowance in an amount 
equal to fifty per cent (50%) of the monthly amount of the retirement allow- 
ance accruing in favor of her deceased husband immediately prior to his 
death. The amount of a widow’s allowance shall commence to accrue at death 
of her husband and shall continue to accrue to the time of her death or 
remarriage, whichever may first occur. 
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Section 13. Additional Retirement Provisions. (1) Any employee mem- 
ber who is or shall have been an employee member at the effective date of 
this act and who shall be involuntarily retired or dismissed from the service 
at any age after having accumulated twenty or more years of creditable 
time shall be entitled to a monthly retirement allowance commencing to ac- 
crue at date of retirement, anything to the contrary in Section 12 notwith- 
standing. (2) Any employee member who is or shall have been an employee 
member at the effective date of this act and who may become entitled to a 
monthly retirement allowance under Section 12 or under subdivision (1) of 
this section shall be entitled to elect to have the amount thereof computed in 
accordance with subdivision (e) of Section 12 or in accordance with either of 
the following formulas, to wit: (a) forty per centum of final average salary 
plus one and one-half per centum of final average salary for each year of paid 
membership time in excess of fifteen years of creditable time, provided that no 
monthly retirement allowance under this formula shall exceed fifty-five per 
centum of final average salary; or (b) forty per centum of final average 
salary plus one-half of one per centum for each year of creditable time after 
September 1, 1937, provided that no retirement allowance under this formula 
shall exceed the following limits: In case final average salary be two hundred 
dollars or less, the monthly retirement allowance shall not. exceed fifty per 
centum of such final average salary, and in case such final average salary be 
over two hundred dollars, the monthly retirement allowance shall not exceed 
forty-five per centum of final average salary. (3) Any employee member who 
is or shall have been an employee member at the effective date of this act 
and who, while of an age between forty-five and sixty years, and after hav- 
ing accumulated fifteen and less than twenty years of creditable time, shall 
be involuntarily retired or ‘dismissed from the service shall be entitled to 
elect, in lieu of application to him of subdivision (d) of Section 12, to have a 
monthly retirement allowance equal to two and one-quarter per centum of his 
final average salary multiplied by the number of years of his creditable time, 
to commence to accrue at date of retirement and to cease to accrue at death 
or at the expiration of fourteen years from date of retirement, whichever 
may first occur. No widow of any beneficiary under this subdivision shall 
be entitled to continuance of her widow’s allowance beyond the expiration 
of fourteen years from date of retirement of her deceased husband, anything 
in Section 12 to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 14. Disability allowances. (a) If any employee member, after 
having accumulated five years or more of creditable time, shall become to- 
tally disabled, either physically or mentally, to perform his customary duties, 
whether by reason.of disease, injury, accident, or otherwise, then, in the event 
such total disability shall continue for sixty consecutive calendar days from 
commencement thereof, such disabled person shall be entitled to a monthly 
disability allowance from the fund equal to forty per centum of his monthly 
salary at the time of commencement of such total disability, the amount of 
such disability allowance to commence to accrue at the expiration of sixty 
calendar days after commencement of such total disability and to continue to 
accrue until such time as such person is no longer totally disabled to perform 
his customary duties, or substantially comparable duties, or until the lapse of 
such time from commencement of total disability as equals one fourth the 
creditable time of such person at commencement of total disability, which- 
ever may first occur. No employee member who shall become such employee 
member after the effective date of this act at an age of forty-five or more 
years shall be entitled to the benefit of this subdivision. In the case of an em- 
ployee member who is or shall have been an employee member at the effec- 
tive date of this act the amount of disability allowance shall continue to accrue 
until such time as he is no longer totally disabled to preform his customary 
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duties, or substantially comparable duties. An allowance under this subdivi- 
sion of this section shall be known as an “ordinary disability allowance.” 
(b) If any employee member, whether with or without five years of credit- 
able time, shall become totally disabled, either physically or mentally, to per- 
form his customary duties by reason of personal injury received as a result 
of an accident arising out of and in the course of his employment in the 
service and occurring at a definite time and place and after the effective date 
of this act, then, in the event such total disability shall continue for sixty 
consecutive calendar days from commenment thereof, such ‘disabled person 
shall be entitled to a monthly disability allowance from the fund equal to 
forty per cent (40%) of his monthly salary at the time of commencement of 
such total disability, the amount of such total disability allowance to com- 
mence to accrue at the expiration of such sixty consecutive calendar days 
after commencement of such total disability and to continue to accrue until 
such time as such person is no longer totally disabled by such injury to per- 
form his said customary duties, or substantially comparable duties. An al- 
lowance made under this subdivision of this section shall be known as an 
“extraordinary disability allowance,” but no disability allowance shall be made 
by the Board under this subdivision of this section after six months after 
the accident resulting in such disability or if such accident occurred. while the 
disabled person was employed by another than the City. No disability al- 
lowance shall be treated as an extraordinary disability allowance unless the 
resolution by which it is made contains the specification that it is an extraor- 
dinary disability allowance and unless such resolution be passed within six 
months after the accdent resulting in disability. In the event that an extraor- 
dinary disability beneficiary should become separated from the service dur- 
ing continuance of total disability and such total disability from such injury 
should thereafter cease, the Board may, in its discretion, continue him on 
the disability roll until such time as, in the judgment of the Board, he should 
be able to find suitable employment at a rate of pay equal to the rate of his 
disability allowanée. (c) No disability allowance shall be made by the Board 
until after satisfactory proof has been maide to the Board of total disability 
by certificate of at least one licensed and practicing physician or surgeon. 
The Board shall have power to require certificates of more than one such 
physician or surgeon and such further proof of total disability as it may 
reasonably deem necessary. The Board may from time to time require fur- 
ther such certificates and other proof to determine whether total disability 
still exists. (d) No disability allowance shall be made if a venereal disease 
or the use of any intoxicating liquor or liquors or narcotic drug or drugs be 
the cause, or substantially contribute to the cause, of disability, or if the 
cause of disability be voluntarily and wilfully brought about by the disabled 
person. This subdivision shall not apply to any employee member who is 
or shall have been an employee member at the effective date of this act. 
(e) Resumption of active duty by an employee member after cessation of 
active duty on account of total disability shall be conclusive evidence of ter- 
mination of such total disability for the purposes of the system, and any 
subsequent cessation of active duty on account of total disabiilty, whether 
by reason of the same or different cause, shall be treated as a new disability. 
(f) If any disability beneficiary should become separated from the service 
and withdraw his contributions his right to continuance of disability benefits 
shall immediately cease. 

Section 15. Reduction of Allowances. "Any amount otherwise payable 
by the fund to any beneficiary for any month or part thereof on account of 
retirement, widowhood or disability shall be reduced by the amount, if any, 
paid or payable to such beneficiary for the same month or part thereof by 
any federal agency or by any agency of the State of Alabama, including 
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any county, city or town of the State of Alabama, on account or by reason 
of employment within the State of Alabama of such beneficiary during such 
month by any such public agency. 

Section 16. Loans to Employee Members. The Board shall have the 
tight to lend to any employee member from the fund such an amount of 
money as will not cause the aggregate of indebtedness of the employee mem- 
ber to the fund immediately after such loan to exceed fifty per cent of the 
amount of contributions returnable to him or those claiming under him were 
he to become separated from the service immediately after such loan. Interest 
on such loan shall be charged at the rate of six per cent per annum. 

Section 17. Severance Nominee. The custodian shall keep a ‘book or 
record in which any employee member may designate the name of the per- 
son to receive return of contributions made by him in the event of his death 
prior to commencement of accrual of a retirement allowance in his favor. 
Any such designation may be changed from time to time by the employee 
member. Each such designation shall be signed and dated by the employee 
member, and the last signed and dated designation shall prevail over any 
former designation. The rights of the last designated severance nominee 
shall be governed by Section 18. 

Section 18. Separation from Service; Return of Contributions; Reem- 
ployment and Restoration of Returned Contributions. In the event that 
prior to the time he shall become a retirement beneficiary under the system 
any employee member should become a nonqualified employee or become en- 
titled to file, and file, a declaration of withdrawal as authorized by subdivi- 
sion (a) of Section 8 or become separated from the service by death, dis- 
charge, dismissal, resignation, quitting, or otherwise, he shall cease to be a 
member of the system, and, at the end of the payroll period in which any 
such event may occur, the fund shall become liable* for return of contribu- 
tions in an amount equal to the amount of contributions theretofore made 
to the fund by such employee member, without interest, less.one-half of any 
disability benefits theretofore paid the employee member*by the fund. The 
amount of liability of the fund for return of contributions shall be paid to 
the former employee member if living. If such former employee member be 
dead, however, the amount of liability for return shall be paid to personal 
representatives who may qualify as such and make demand for payment within 
sixty days after death of such former employee member, or, if there be no 
such qualification and demand, to the severance nominee of the former em- 
ployee member, or, if there be none, then to the spouse, children, father, 
mother, sisters or brothers of deceased in order of priority as enumerated. 
No amount due from the fund as return of contributions shall bear interest 
until thirty days after proper demand for payment thereof. In the event any 
employee member should become a nonqualified employee or become sepa- 
rated from the service or become a nonmember under subdivision (a) of 
Section 8 and receive return of contributions and thereafter again become 
an employee member he shall be liable to the fund for restoration of the 
full amount of withdrawn contributions and the City Comptroller shall de- 
duct from the salary of such employee member the amount of liability for 
restoration in twenty monthly installments of substantially equal amount or 
in such lesser number of substantially equal restoration installments as will 
permit no installment to be less than ten dollars; provided, however, such 
employee member shall have the right to pay in cash in advance of maturity 
all restoration installments, or, in the inverse order of maturity, any number 
of installments less than all. Every restoration installment shall bear interest 
at such rate as the Board may prescribe, and upon completion of payment 
thereof, with interest, the employee member shall be entitled to count as 
sreditable time all creditable time earned by him prior to so again becoming 
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an employee member. Anything hereinabove to the contrary notwithstanding, 
however, any person who may become liable after the effective date of this 
act for restoration of withdrawn contributions shall be liable for interest upon 
the amount of such liability at the rate of six per cent per annum until paid, 
provided, that any such person who may become liable after the effective 
date of this act for restoration of withdrawn contributions may discharge 
himself of such liability and of interest thereon by filing with the City 
Comptroller within thirty days after attachment of such liability a written 
declaration that he elects to surrender creditable time prior to so again be- 
coming an employee member and to not be liable for any restoration of with- 
drawn contributions. Neither any employee member or former employee 
member, nor any one claiming ynder him, shall be entitled to return of con- 
tributions after the amount of any retirement allowance shall have com- 
menced to accrue in his favor. 

Section 19. Liabilities of Employee Members to Fund. Any debt or 
liability of an employee member to the fund or to the City shall be offset 
against, and deducted from, any amount due from the fund to the employee 
member or those claiming under him either as return of contributions or as 
disability or retirement payments, and only the balance, if any, shall be pay- 
able by the fund. 

Section 20. False Representations. After the effective date of this act, 
it shall be a misdemeanor, and punishable as such, for any employee member 
or beneficiary to knowingly make any false representation to the Board’ or 
to the Secretary of the Board or to the city comptroller or to the custodian 
or to any investigator or agent of the Board in respect of any matter per- 
taining to the administration of the system. 

Section 21. Exemptions. Neither all nor any portion of the fund, wheth- 
er in cash, securities or otherwise, nor any income or yield thereof, shall be 
subject to, or exacted on account of, any tax. No retirement or disability 
allowance nor any amount payable thereunder shall be subject to assign- 
ment or to any process for the collection of debts, provided this shall not 
apply to assignments or debts to the fund or to the City. Subject to Section 
17, no liability of the fund for return of contributions shall be subject to as- 
signment; and, subject to the provisions of Section 18, in relation to the pay- 
ment to personal representatives, no liability of the fund for return of con- 
tributions shall be subject to any process for the collection of debts. 

Section 22, Members in Armed Forces. If any employee member, either 
before the effective date of this act and after October 16, 1940, or after the 
effective date of this act and prior to declaration by the Congress or Presi- 
dent of the United States of termination of the unlimited national emergency 
declared by the said President in his proclamation of May 27, 1941, shall 
have left the service for the purpose of entering the armed forces of the 
United States, after having been in the service for at least one year next 
before such leaving, and shall have entered such armed forces promptly after 
such leaving, and shall have left in the fund all contributions made by him 
prior to such leaving, and shall have resumed a position of qualified employee 
in the service within forty days after his separation from such armed forces, 
and, in any event, within one year after declaration by the Congress or the 
President of the United States of termination of the unlimited national emer- 
‘gency declared by said President in said proclamation of May 27, 1941, and 
shall not have been dishonorably discharged from such armed forces, then, 
and in all such events, the City shall promptly pay into the fund an amount 
double that which the employee would have contributed to the fund from his 
salary had he continued in the service as an employee member throughout 
the period between the time of so leaving the service and the time of resump- 
tion of position in the service at the same rate of pay he was receiving at

the time he so left the service, and, upon such payment into the fund, the 
employee shall be entitled to count as patd membership time the entire afore- 
said period, provided, however, that if such employees become disabled to 
perform his customary duties at any time within two years after such re- 
sumption fo position, the amount of any benefits to which he might otherwise 
be entitled under Section 14 for any period shall be reduced by any amount 
paid or payable to him by the federal government for the same period, and 
provided further that no part of such payment by the City shall be return- 
able by the fund under any provision of the system for return of contribu- 
tions made by employee members. 

Section 23. Board of Managers. There shall be a Board of Managers 
of three members for the administration, management and control of the 
system, including administration, management, control, acquisition and dis- 
bursement of the fund. The Board shali consist of the President of the Com- 
mission of the City, who shall be Chairman of the Board, and two associate 
members, designated, respectively, as “member number one” and “member 
number two.” Member number one shall be appointed by the Personnel 
Board to serve until death, resignation or appointment of another by the 
Personnel Board to serve in his stead. Any vacancy in member-seat number 
one shall be filled by the Personnel Board. Member number two shall be 
appointed from employee members. Member number two shall be appointed 
from employee members by a majority of the County Health Officer and 
of employees of the City whose duties are those, or correspond most nearly 
to those, of superintendent of city parks, superintendent of city streets, di- 
rector of public libraries, city engineer, city attorney, city comptroller, senior 
judges of recorders court, and chairman of zoning board of adjustment. 
After the effective date of this act the appointers of member number two 
shall include, also, city clerk, manager of municipal airport, manager of city 
warehouse, water engineer of industrial water supply system, manager of 
city garage, city electrician, chief building inspector, chief plumbing inspec- 
tor, city purchasing agent, and the employee member of the police depart- 
ment and the employee member of the fire department senior in point of time 
in the service. In the event of equal length of service of two employee mem- 
bers of the police department or of the fire department the one senior in 
point of age shall be deemed senior in point of time in the service for the 
purpose of the next preceding sentence. Said member number two shall be 
appointed to serve until death, resignation or appointment of another by a 
majority of those authorized to appoint member number two. Each of the 
associate members of the Board shall be a bona fide resident and qualified 
voter of the City of Birmingham. The Board is directorily required to meet 
at least once a month in the office of the chairman, or such other place as 
the Board may designate, on the second Thursday of each calendar month. 
Any two members of the Board may, either with or without notice to the 
other member, meet in special meeting and transact any business of the 
Board, provided the secretary be present and record the proceedings of the 
‘special meeting as hereinafter provided. The Personnel Director shall be 
secretary of the Board and shall be present at every meeting of the Board, 
‘and keep a record of all proceedings of the Board and of all orders and 
decisions of the Board. Neither the secretary nor any member of the Board 
shall receive any salary or compensation for his services as such, except 
member number one, who shall receive ten dollars for each meeting attended, 
but not more than twenty dollars for meetings attended in any calendar 
month. Two members of the Board, when assembled in either regular or 
special meeting, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any and all 
business of the Board, and the affirmative vote of two members shall be 
necessary and sufficient to pass any motion or resolution. The Board is em- 
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powered to make rules and regulations not inconsistent with the provisions 
of the system in relation to its affairs and the system. The Board shall 
receive, investigate and pass upon all applications for retirement and dis- 
ability allowances and shall make retirement and disability allowances in ac- 
cordance with the system to all persons entitled thereto under the system, 
and its decision upon all matter of fact shall be final and conclusive unless it 
shall be affirmatively made to appear that its decision is plainly and mani- 
festly wrong. The Board is authorized to borrow money up to the par 
value of the securities of the fund, and to pledge such securities for repay- 
ment of the money borrowed. No money of the fund shall be invested, 
paid out or disbursed except pursuant to order or authorization of the Board. 
The Board shall be trustee, and have entire management and control of the 
fund, and shall direct investment of moneys of the fund not needed to meet 
disbursements provided for in this act in the loans to members hereinabove 
referred to and in bonds of the United States, the State of Alabama and the 
City. In addition to methods of removal hereinabove provided for, any mem- 
ber of the Board may be removed by impeachment for corruption or mal- 
feasance or misfeasance in office or for habitual neglect of duty. 

Section 24. Repeal and Amendment Reservation. The Legislature re- 
serves the power to amend, alter or repeal this act, provided, however, that 
if any person who may be entitled to voluntarily retire and obtain a retire- 
ment allowance under this act shall so voluntarily retire before exercise of 
said reserved power he shall have a contractual lien upon the fund for each 
and every amount to which he may be or become entitled in accordance with 
the terms of the law existing at the time of such voluntary retirement, and 
provided, further, that if any employee member become totally disabled be- 
fore exercise of said reserved power he shall have a contractual lien upon 
the fund for each and every amount to which he may be or become entitled 
in accordance with the terms of the law existing at the time of commence- 
ment of such total disability. 

Section 25. Name. After the effective date of this act, the name of the 
system provided in Sections 3 to 25, both inclusive, shall be City of Bir- 
mingham Retirement and Relief System, and by that name all suits, pro- 
ceedings, transactions and business affecting the system, including the fund, 
may be brought, conducted had and done. In any suit in that name service 
of process upon the custodian shall be sufficient service, and any judgment 
or decree in such suit in such name shall bind the fund. 

Section 26. Board of Health Employees. If prior to expiration of the 
calendar year 1945 the Jefferson County Board of Health and employees 
thereof shall, or shall have, become statutorily subject to the same civil 
service system and administration as that to which the City and employees 
thereof are, or were then, subject, then, in such event, and for the purpose 
of application of the terms of the system, and for such purpose only, and 
except.as may hereinafter otherwise or differently provided in this and the 
next succeeding section, said Board of Health shall be deemed constructively 
a subsidiary board or department of the City during its past, present and 
future existence and employees thereof shall be deemed constructively em- 
ployees of the City during all their time in the service of said Board of 
Health, whether past, present or future, and the retrospective and prospective 
terms of the system shall be retrospectively and prospectively applied to such 
constructive employees as fully and restrictively and with like effect as though 
said Board of Health were actually such subsidiary board or department at 
all times past, present and future and as though employees thereof were ac- 
tually employees of the City at all times while in the service of said Board 
of Health, past, present or future, provided that the creditable time of any 
such constructive employee who may be or become an employee member 
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shall include all his prior service time and all his paid membership time, not- 
withstanding he may not have been such employee member at September 1, 
1937, or within six months thereafter. In case the event first hereinabove 
in this section mentioned shall happen, or shall have happened, then, for the 
purpose of application of the terms of the system, persons in the service of 
said Board of Health prior to the happening of such event shall be deemed 
in the service of the City in the unclassified service and persons in the service 
of said Board of Health after the happening of such event shall be deemed as 
in the classified service or the unclassified service according to the terms of 
the statute constituting said event, and shall be governed accordingly by the 
retrospective and prospective provisions of the system, including, specifically, 
Sections 5, 7 and 8 of the system. However, no employee of said Board of 
Health, except such employee thereof who is an employee member under 
Section 7, shall be deemed an employee member at the effective date of this 
act within the meaning of Sections 13 and 14 of the system. 

Section 27. After the effective date of this act and the happening of the 
event first mentioned in Section 26, it shall be the duty of said Board of 
Health, as an independent agency and not as a subsidiary board or depart- 
ment of the City, to make, or cause to be made, and paid into the fund, 
deductions from the salaries of all its employees who are employee members, 
and to do so in all respects as is provided by the system for the City to make 
deductions, and pay into the fund, from salaries of its employees: who are 
employee members, and it shall be the further duty of said Board of Health, 
as such independent agency, to make matching contributions to the fund 
from its own funds in respect to its employees who are employee members 
in all respects as it is made the duty of the City to make matching contribu- 
tions in respect of its employee members, and it shall be the further duty 
of said Board of Health, as such independent agency, to bear one-sixth of 
any liability of the City under the last sentence of Section 9 of the system, 
and it shall be the further duty of said Board of Health, as such independent 
agency, to fully cooperate with the Board of Managers, the City Controller 
and the custodian in the administration of the system and, thereinabout, to 
make available to them all such records and information pertaining to em- 
ployees of said Board of Health as they or either of them may request for 
the purpose of administration of the system. 

Section 28. Effective Date. This act shall be effective on and after 
July 1, 1945.

serve on a full time basis for twelve months in the year and shall 
be paid at the rate of three thousand dollars each per annum, pay- 
able in monthly installments. In those counties in which the total 
assessed value of all taxable property exceed sixty-two million dol- 
lars, but does not exceed one hundred twenty-five million dollars, 
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according to the ax Assessor’s abstract of assessments for the 
year 1938, or any subsequent year, the members of the county 
board of equalization shall serve during the months of January, 
February, March, April, June and July of each year and such other 
times as the members of the county boards of review have here- 
tofore been required to serve and for such services shall be paid 
at the rate of one thousand five hundred dollars each, per annum, 
payable in six monthly installments. In those counties in which 
the total assessed value of all taxable property exceeds twenty-five 
million dollars but does not exceed sixty-two million dollars, ac- 
cording to the tax assessor’s abstract of assessments for the year 
1938, the members of the county board of equalization shall serve 
during the months of March, April, June and July of each year 
and such other times as the members of the county boards of re- 
view have heretofore been required to serve and for such services 
shall be paid at the rate of eight hundred dollars each per annum, 
payable in four monthly installments. In those counties in which 
the total assessed value of all taxable property exceeds fifteen 
million dollars but does not exceed twenty-five million dollars, ac- 
cording to the tax assessor’s abstract of assessments for the year 
1938, the members of the county board of equalization shall serve 
during the months of March, April, June and July of each year, 
and such other times as the members of the county boards of re- 
view shall have heretofore been required to serve, and for such 
services shall be paid at the rate of six hundred dollars each, per 
annum, payable in four monthly installments. In those counties 
in which the total assessed value of all taxable property exceeds 
ten million dollars but does not exceed fifteen million dollars, ac- 
cording to the tax assessor’s abstract of assessments for the year 
1938, the members of the county board of equalization shall serve 
during the months of March, April, June and July of each year, 
and such other times as the members of the county boards of re- 
view have heretofore been required to serve and for such services 
shall be paid at the rate of five hundred dollars each, per annum, 
payable in four monthly installments. In those counties. in which 
the total assessed value of all taxable property does not exceed 
ten million dollars, according to tax assessor’s abstract of assess- 
ments for the year 1938, the members of the county board of 
equalization shall serve during the months of March, April, June, 
and July of each year, and such other times as the members of 
the county boards of review have heretofore been required to serve 
and for such services shall be paid at the rate of five dollars per 
day for the actual time served, but in no case shall the amount 
paid for such service exceed four hundred dollars per annum to 
each member of said board. In all counties of this state mem- 
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bers of county boards of equalization, county -tax assessors, em- 
ployees of the department of revenue including the commissioner 
thereof, called as witness in an appeal by any tax payer from the 
rulings of the board of equalization or department of revenue on 
an assessment shall not claim fee from any court, but such service 
shall incident to his office. 

And further amend Section 2 of House Bill 402 to read as 
follows: 

Section 2. That Section 95 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 
SECTION 95. HOW COMPENSATION PAID.—The com- 
pensation of the members of the several county boards of equaliza- 
tion as provided for in the preceding section, shall be paid one- 
third by the state, one third by the county, and one third by any 
municipality in the county in which the total assessed value of all 
taxable property is equal to or greater than fifty percent of the 
total assessed value of all taxable property located in the county. 
In those counties where there is no city in which the total assessed 
value of the taxable property is equal to or greater than fifty 
percent of the total taxable property of the county, then the com- 
pensation of the members of the county board of equalization, as 
provided in the preceding section, shall be paid one half by the 
state and one half by the county. Those counties in which the 
total assessed value of all taxable property exceeds sixty two 
million dollars according to the tax assessors abstract of the as- 
sessments for the year 1938, or any subsequent year, the county 
boards of equalization of such counties are hereby authorized and 
empowered to employ such appraisers, engineers, stenographers, 
clerks or assistants as may be necessary for the performance of the 
duties which may be required of said boards of equalization, subject 
however to all the provisions of any merit system law now or here- 
after in effect in said counties; and provided further that the num- 
ber of persons to be employed by the board of equalization shall 
be subject to the approval of the county commission or like gov- 
erning body, and the state commissioner’ of revenue and provided 
further that if the compensation of said employee is governed by 
the provisions of any merit system law in effect, that the pro- 
visions of said law shall govern, otherwise the compensation of 
said employee shall be fixed by the county commission or like 
governing body, subject to the approval of the commissioner of 
revenue, all such compensation to be paid in the same manner as 
the law providing for the payment of compensation to the members 
of the county board of equalization of said counties. The said 
county board of equalization in said counties is further authorized 


- 
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and empowered to provide for an inventory of all property in said 
counties, which inventory shall be under the supervision and con- 
trol of said board. The state, county and governing body of all 
municipalities in said county and all boards of education, city or 
county, or boards of school commissioners or like bodies dealing 
with education in said counties are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to contribute so much of the cost of said inventory as 
may be approved by the various governing bodies in said counties 
and as may be approved by the boards of education, city or county, 
or boards of school commissioners or like bodies dealing with edu- 
cation in said counties, and in the event the state elects to con- 
tribute to the cost of said inventory, the amount to be contributed 
shall be approved by the state commissioner of revenue and the 
governor. In all counties having a population of one hundred and 
forty thousand or more, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal census, it shall be the duty of the courts of county commis- 
sioners or like governing bodies of such counties in this state, to 
furnish and supply the county boards of equalization with adequate 
office space, necessary furniture and equipment, all necessary. 
books, maps, stationery and printed blanks; and transportation or 
reasonable compensation for transportation expense actually in- 
curred in performance of official duties.

Substitute for S. 265: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 362, 365 and 369 of Title 52 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940 as amended by Act 61, approved June 1, 1943. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 362 of Title 52 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940 as amended by Act 61, approved June 1, 1943, be and 
it hereby is amended to read as follows: S. 362, DEFINITIONS. 
—The following words and phrases as used in this chapter unless 
a different meaning is plainly required by the context shall have 
the following meanings: “Retirement system” shall mean the 
teachers’ retirement system of Alabama as defined in Section 363 
of this title. ‘‘Public school” shall mean any day school conducted 
within the state under the authority and supervision of a duly 
elected or appointed county or city board of education and any 
educational institution supported by and under the control of the 
state. “T’eacher” shall mean any teacher, principal, superintendent, 
supervisor, college professor, administrative officer, or other per- 
son engaged in any work concerning or relating to the public 
schools or public colleges or public special and corrective schools 
within the state, any officer or employee of the Alabama agricul- 
tural expériment station system, any officer or employee of the 
Alabama extension service, any officer or employee of the state 
department of education or the Alabama eduéation association, 
and any employee receiving a regular stated compensation from 
the retirement system: Provided, that no person shall be deemed 
a teacher, within the meaning of this chapter, who is not regularly 
engaged in performing the duties assigned to him as a full time 
occupation, outside of vacation periods. In all cases of doubt the 
board of control hereinafter defined, shall determine whether any 
person is a teacher as defined in this chapter. “Employer” shall 
mean the state of Alabama, the county school board, the city school 
board, the state board of education, or any other agency of and 
within the state by which a teacher is paid. “Member” shall mean 
any teacher included in the membership of the system as provided 
in Section 364 of this title. “Board of Control” shall mean the 
board provided for in Section 367 of this title to administer the 
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‘retirement system. “Medical board” shall mean the board of 
physicians provided for in Section 367 of this title. “Trustee” shall 
mean the members of the board of control, to administer the trust 
funds. “Service” shall mean service as a teacher. “Prior service” 
shall mean service rendered prior to the date of establishment of 
the retirement system for which credit is allowable under Section 
365 of this title. “Membership service” shall mean service as a 
teacher rendered while a member of the retirement system and on 
account of which contributions are made. “Creditable service” shall 
mean “Prior service” plus membership service” rendered since last 
becoming a member. “Beneficiary” shall mean any person in re- 
ceipt of a pension, an annuity, a retirement allowance, or other 
benefit as provided by this chapter. “Regular interest” shall mean 
interest compounded annually at such a rate as shall be deter- 
mined by the board of control in accordance with Section 368, 
subsection (2), of this title. “Accumulated contributions” shall 
mean the sum of all the amounts deducted from the compensation 
of a member and credited to his individual account in the annuity 
savings fund, together with regular interest thereon as provided 
in Section 369 of this title. “Earnable compensation” shall mean 
the full rate of the compensation that would be payable to a 
teacher if he worked the full normal working time. In cases 
where compensation includes maintenance, the board of control 
shall fix the value of that part of the compensation not paid in 
money. “Average final compensation” shall mean the average an- 
nual earnable compensation of a teacher during his last ten years 
of service prior to retirement, or if he should have less than ten 
years of service, then his average earnable compensation for his 
total service. “Annuity” shall mean payments for life derived 
from the “accumulated contributions” of a member. All annuities 
shall be payable in equal monthly installments. “Pension” shall 
mean payments for life derived from money provided by the em- 
ployer. All pensions shall be payable in equal monthly install- 
ments. “Retirement allowance” shall mean the sum of the “an- 
nuity” and the “pension”. “Retirement” shall mean withdrawal 
from active service with a retirement allowance or optional benefit 
in lieu thereof granted under the provisions of this chapter. “An- 
nuity reserve” shall mean the present value of all payments to be 
made on account of any annuity or benefit in lieu of any annuity 
computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as shall be 
adopted by the board of control, and regular interest. “Pension 
reserve” shall mean the present value of all payments to be made 
on account of any pension or benefit in lieu of any pension com- 
puted on the basis of such mortality tables as shall be adopted by 
the board of control, and regular interest. “Actuarial equivalent” 
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shall mean a benefit of equal value when computed upon the basis 
of such mortality tables as shall be adopted by the board, of con- 
trol and regular interest. The masculine pronoun, whenever used, 
shall include the feminine. “Normal contribution” means the con- 
tribution of the state necessary to provide a pension equal to the 
annuity which the members’ contribution made prior to age shy. 
with interest will provide at age sixty. 

Section 2. That Section 365 of Title 52 of the Code of Ale: 
bama of 1940 as amended by Act 61, approved June 1, 1943, be and 
it hereby is amended to read as follows: S. 365. CREDITABLE 
SERVICE.—(1) Under such rules and regulations as the board 
of control shall adopt, each member who was a teacher at any 
time during the year immediately preceding the date of establish- 
ment of the system and who becomes a member during the first 
year after date of establishment, shall file a detailed statement of 
all service as a teacher rendered by him prior to the date of es- 
tablishment for which he claims credit. The board of control 
shall fix and determine by appropriate rules and regulations how 
much service in any year is equivalent to one year of service, but 
in no case shall it allow any credit for a period of absence without 
pay of more than one month’s duration, nor shall more than one 
year of service be creditable for all service in one calendar year. 
Service rendered for a regular school year shall be equivalent to 
one year’s service. Subject to the above restrictions and to such 
other rules and regulations as the board of control may adopt, the 
board of control shall verify, as soon as practicable after the filing 
of such statements of service, the service therein claimed. Upon 
verification of the statements of service, the board of control shall 
issue prior service certificates certifying to each member the length: 
of service rendered prior to the date of establishment, with which 
he is credited on the basis of his statement of service. Any prior 
service certificate heretofore issued not providing for the maxi- 
mum prior service to which the member is entitled shall be revised 
to include such credit. Any beneficiary retired prior to July 1, 
1943, and any other person receiving a retirement allowance on 
account of a beneficiary retired prior to said date shall be entitled 
on and after said date to have his pension increased to take ac- 
count of any service rendered as a teacher prior to the date of 
establishment but not certified on the prior service certificate. So 
long as membership continues, a prior service certificate shall be 
final and conclusive for retirement purposes as to such service; 
provided, however, that any member may, within one year from 
the date of issuance or modification of such certificate, request the 
board of control to modify or correct his prior service certificate. 
When membership ceases, a prior service certificate shall become 
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void. Should the teacher again become a member, he shall enter 
the system as a teacher not entitled to prior service credit. Credit- 
able service at retirement on which the retirement allowance of a 
member shall be based shall consist of the membership service 
rendered by him since he last became a member, and also if he has 
a prior service certificate which is in full force and effect, the 
amount of the service certified on his prior service certificate. 
(2) Anything in this chapter to the contrary notwithstanding, any 
person who shall become eligible for membership in the teachers’ 
retirement system by reason of the change, effective on the date 
this act is approved, in the definition of the word “Teacher”, shall 
be given the rights of election to membership which were avail- 
able to persons eligible for membership on September 1, 1941. 
Any such teacher who elects to become a member within ninety 
days following the effective date of this act shall be granted credit 
for prior service to September 1, 1941, under the terms and condi- 
tions governing the granting of prior service credit to persons 
eligible for membership on September 1, 1941, provided such teacher 
prior to the effective date of this act has never been eligible for 
membership in the teachers’ retirement system. The board of 
control may grant any such teacher membership service credit for 
the period from September 1, 1941 to June 30, 1945, provided such 
teacher elects to make up contributions which he would have made 
if he had been eligible for membership during the period, Septem- 
“ber 1, 1941 to June 30, 1945, said contributions to be determined 
on the basis of his rate of earnable compensation for services ren- 
dered as a teacher during said period. Any such teacher who en- 
tered directly into the armed forces of the United States after 
August 27, 1940, and before July 1, 1945, who returns to service as 
a teacher within one year and six months after having been honor- 
able discharged from the armed forces, and who elects to become 
a member within ninety days thereafter may be deemed by the 
board of control to be a member on July 1, 1945, and to be entitled 
to credit for prior service including service in the armed forces 
up to September 1, 1941, and to credit for membership service for 
the period of his service in the armed forces from and after Sep- 
tember 1, 1941, under the same conditions as credit for member- 
ship service is allowed any such teacher who shall become eligible 
for membership on the effective date of this act. (3) Anything in 
this chapter to the contrary notwithstanding, any person who be- 
came a member of the retirement system before May 1, 1945, shall 
be eligible under the rules and regulations adopted by the board of 
control in accordance with the provisions of this chapter, to receive 
credit for all service as a teacher rendered by him prior to the date 
of establishment of the retirement system, provided such person 
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was not unemployed as a teacher for more than five years in any 
period of six consecutive years after July 1, 1935, and provided 
further that such person prior to the effective date of this act has 
never been eligible for membership in the teachers’ retirement 
system with credit for prior service. 

Section 3. ‘That Section 369 of Title 52 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940 as amended by Act 61, approved June 1, 1943, be and 
it hereby is amended to read as follows: S. 369. METHOD OF 
FINANCING.—AII of the assets of the retirement system shall be 
credited according to the purpose for which they are held among 
six funds, namely: The annuity savings fund, the annuity reserve 
fund, the pension accumulation fund, the pension reserve fund, 
the pension fund, and the expense fund. (1) (a) The annuity 
savings fund shall be a fund in which shall be accumulated con- 
tributions from the compensation of members to provide for their 
annuities. Contributions to and payments from the annuity sav- 
ings fund shall be made as follows: (b) Each employer shall 
cause to be deducted from the salary of each member on each and 
every payroll of such employer for each and every payroll period 
three and one-half per cent of his earnable compensation up to 
three thousand dollars per annum. But the employer shall not 
have any deduction made for annuity purposes from the compen- 
sation of a member who elects not to contribute if he has attained 
age sixty and has completed thirty-five years of service. In deter- 
mining the amount earnable by a member in a payroll period, the 
board of control may consider the rate of annual compensation 
payable to such member on the first day of the payroll period as 
continuing throughout such pay roll period, and it may omit deduc- 
tions from compensation for any period less than a full pay roll 
period if a teacher was not a member on the first day of the payroll 
period, and to facilitate the making of deductions it may modify 
the deduction required of any member by such an amount as shall 
not exceed one-tenth of one per cent of the annual compensation 
upon the basis of which such deduction is to be made. (c) The 
deductions provided for herein shall be made notwithstanding that 
‘the minimum compensation provided for by law for any member 
shall be reduced thereby. Every member shall be deemed to con- 
sent and agree to the deduction made and provided for herein and 
shall receipt for his full salary or compensation, and payment of 
salary or compensation less such deduction shall be a full and 
complete discharge and acquittance of all claims and demands 
whatsoever for the service rendered by such person during the 
period covered by such payment, except as to the benefits pro- 
vided under this chapter. The employer shall certify to the board 
of control on each and every pay roll ‘or in such other manner as 
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the board may prescribe, the amounts to be deducted; and each of 
said amounts shall be deducted, and when deducted shall be paid 
into the annuity savings fund, and shall be credited, together with 
regular interest thereon, to the individual account of the member 
from whose compensation said deduction was made. (d) In addi- 
tion to the contributions deducted from compensation as herein- 
before provided, subject to the approval of the board of control, 
any member may redeposit in the annuity savings fund by a single 
payment or by an increased rate of contribution an amount equal 
to the total amount which he previously withdrew therefrom as 
provided in this chapter, or any part thereof; or any member may 
deposit therein by a single payment or by an increased rate of 
contribution an amount computed to be sufficient to purchase an 
additional annuity which, together with his prospective retirement 
allowance, will provide for him a total retirement allowance of 
‘not to exceed one-half of his average final compensation at. age 
sixty. Such additional amounts so deposited shall become a part 
of his accumulated contributions except in the case of retirement, 
when they shall be treated as excess contributions returnable to 
the member in cash or as an annuity of equivalent actuarial value 
and shall not be considered in computing his pension. The con- 
_ tributions and interest credits of a member withdrawn by him, or 
paid to his estate or to his designated beneficiary in the event of 
his death, shall be paid from the annuity savings fund. Should a 
member cease to be a member other than by retirement under the 
provisions of this chapter, an amount equivalent to the difference, 
if any, between his accumulated contributions and the amount then 
paid shall be transferred to the expense fund. Upon the retire- 
ment of a member his accumulated contributions shall be trans- 
ferred from the annuity savings fund to the annuity reserve fund. 
(e) Notwithstanding the preceding provisions, no deductions shall 
be made from any member’s salary on account of which the em- 
ployer’s contribution is in default. (2) The annuity reserve fund 
. shall be the fund in which shall be held the reserves on all annui- 
ties in force and from which shall be paid all annuities and all 
benefits in lieu of annuities. Should a beneficiary again become 
a member of the retirement system, his annuity reserve shall be 
transferred from the annuity reserve fund to the annuity savings 
fund and credited to his individual account therein. (3) (a) The 
pension accumulation fund shall be the fund in which shall be 
accumulated all reserves for the payment of all pensions and other 
benefits payable from contributions made by employers on account 
of members without prior service credit and for the payment of 
all pensions on account of the membership service of members 
with prior service credit. Contributions to and payments from the

pension accumulation fund shall be made as follows: (b) On ac-: 
count of each member there shall be paid annually into the pen- 
sion accumulation fund by employers for the preceding fiscal 
year an amount equal to a certain percentage of the earnable com- 
pensation of each member to be known as the “normal contribu- 
tion”. (c) The actuary engaged by the board to make each vaiua- 
tion required by this chapter shall, immediately after making such 
valuation, determine the normal contribution rate by deducting 
from the total liabilities of the pension accumulation fund the 
amount of the funds in hand to the credit of that fund and divid- 
ing the remainder by one per cent of tne present value of the 
prospective future salaries of all members as computed on the basis 
of regular interest and the mortality and service tables adopted 
by the board of control. (d) All interest and dividends earned on 
the funds of the retirement system shall be credited to the pension 
accumulation fund. The amounts needed to allow regular inter- 
est on the reserves in the annuity savings fund, the annuity reserve 
fund, the pension reserve fund, and the pension fund shall be 
transferred in accordance with the provisions of this chapter to 
the respective funds from the pension accumulation fund. The 
board of control, in its discretion, may transfer to and from the 
pension accumulation fund the amount of any surplus or deficit 
which may develop in the annuity savings fund, the annuity reserve 
fund, the pension reserve fund, the pension fund, or the expense 
fund. (e) Upon the retirement of a member not entitled to credit 
for prior service, an amount equal to his pension reserve shall be 
transferred from the pension accumulation fund to the pension 
reserve fund. Upon the retirement of a member entitled to credit 
for prior service, an amount equal to kis accumulated contribu- 
tions, not in excess of the reserve on his pension for membership 
service, shall be similarly transferred. (4) The pension reserve 
fund shall be the fund in which shall be held the reserves on all 
pensions granted to members not entitled to credit for prior service 
and the reserves on pensions granted to members with prior serv- 
ice credit for which reserves were transferred to this fund, and from 
which such pensions and benefits in lieu thereof shall be paid. 
Should a beneficiary receiving a pension from the pension reserve 
fund again become a member of the retirement. system, his pension 
reserve shall be transferred from the pension reserve fund to the 
pension accumulation fund. Should the pension payable from the 
pension reserve fund be reduced as a result of an increase in the 
earning capacity of a disability beneficiary, the amount of such 
annual reduction in his pension shall be paid annually into the 
pension accumulation fund during the period of such reduction. 
(5) The pension fund shall be the fund from which all pensions 
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granted to members with prior service credit, which are not pro- 
vided from reserves transferred to the pension reserve fund shall 
be paid. There shall be paid annually into the pension fund by 
employers for the preceding fiscal year an amount equal to a cer- 
tain percentage of the earnable compensation of each member to 
be known as the “accrued liability contribution”. The accrued 
liability contribution rate shall be computed by the actuary at the 
time of the first actuarial valuation of the system under this title 
as amended in 1943 as the rate percentum of the total earnable 
compensation of all members which is equivalent to four percentum 
of the total liability for pensions payable from the pension fund to 
or-on account of all members and beneficiaries not dischargeable 
by the amount held in the pension fund on the valuation date. 
Until such valuation the accrued liability contribution rate shall be 
three and forty-four hundredths percentum of the annual compen- 
sation of all members. The total amount payable in each year to 
the pension fund shall be not less than the amount obtained by 
applying the accrued liability percentage rate to the total compen- 
sation earnable by all members during the preceding year; pro- 
vided that the amount of each annual accrued liability contribu- 
tion shall be at least three percentum greater than the preceding 
annual accrued liability contribution, and provided that the ag- 
gregate annual payment by employers to the pension fund shall 
be sufficient, with the amounts standing to the credit of the pen- 
sion fund, to provide the pensions or other benefits payable from 
the fund during the year then current. (6) The expense fund 
shall be the fund from which the expenses of the administration 
of the retirement system shall be paid, exclusive of amounts pay- 
able as retirement allowances and as other benefits provided herein. 
Any amounts credited to the accounts of members withdrawing or 
dying before retirement and not returnable under the provisions 
of subsection (8) of section 366 of this title shall be credited to 
the expense fund. Any additional contributions required to meet 
the expense of the retirement system shall be made as provided 
in subsection (7), paragraph (c), of this section. (7) (a) On or 
before October 1 of each year, each county and city board of 
education, the state board of education, the governing boards of 
the University of Alabama, the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 
and Alabama College, and the executive committee of the Alabama 
Education Association shall file with the board of control of the 
retirement system a certified statement containing the following 
information concerning the members of the retirement system em- 
ployed by such boards for the scholastic year beginning on July 
first preceding said date; ‘Name, address, monthly salary, annual 
salary, and such other information as the board of control may 
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require. On or before July thirty-first of each year, each county 
and city board of education; the state board of education; the 
governing boards of the University of Alabama, the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, and Alabama College; and the executive commit- 
tee of the Alabama Education Association shall file with the board 
of control of the retirement system a certified statement contain- 
ing the following information concerning members of the retire- 
ment system employed by such boards during the scholastic year 
ending on June thirtieth preceding said date: Name, address, 
monthly salary actually paid, total annual salary actually paid, and 
such other information as the board of control may require. (b) 
The collection of members’ contributions shall be as follows: Each 
county and city board of education; the state board of education, 
the governing boards of the University of Alabama, the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, and Alabama College; and the executive 
committee of the Alabama Education Association shall cause to 
be deducted on each and every pay roll period subsequent to the 
date of the establishment of the teachers’ retirement system the 
contributions payable by each member as provided in this chap- 
ter. Each employer shall transmit monthly, or at such time as the 
board of control shall designate, the total amount so deducted to 
the secretary-treasurer of the board of control accompanied by 
an itemized statement of the contributions of each individual mem- 
ber of the retirement system. The secretary-treasurer of the board 
of control after making a record of all such receipts shall transmit 
the same to the state treasurer to be held for use according to the 
provisions of this chapter. Notwithstanding anything in this sec- 
tion, the board of control may modify the form of reports as re- 
quired of employers, and may modify the method of collecting the 
contributions of members so that employers may retain the amount 
so deducted and have a corresponding amount deducted from the 
funds otherwise payable to them. (c) The collection of employ- 
ers’ contributions shall be made as follows: On or before October 
first of each year, upon the basis of the last actuarial valuation, 
the board of control shall prepare and certify to the state comp- 
troller a statement of the amount calculated as a percentage of the 
salaries of teachers to be contributed by employers in the ensuing 
year to the pension accumulation fund, the pension fund, and the 
expense fund in accordance with subsections (3), (5), and (6) of 
this section. The Comptroller shall set this amount up annually 
as a teachers’ retirement appropriation, said appropriation being the 
amount specified in the Act or Acts adopted by the Legislature 
appropriating funds to the T’eachers’ Retirement Fund. The board 
of control shall also certify to the state board of education, the 
governing boards of the University of Alabama, the Alabama Poly- 
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technic Institute and Alabama College; and the executive commit- 
tee of the Alabama education association the amount which each 
of these several employers shall contribute in quarterly payments 
in the ensuing year to the pension accumulation fund, the pension 
fund, and the expense fund in accordance with subsection (3), 
(5), and (6) of this section; said contributions being calculated as 
a percentage of the salaries of teachers employed by them payable 
from revenue derived from other than state and local sources. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval or its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To provide for the identification of certain persons in Alabama; 
to require law enforcement officers and the officials of certain 
public institutions in Alabama to take the fingerprints of every 
person arrested and taken to jail or committed to such institu- 
tions; to require that a copy of such fingerprints shall be sent 
to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, United States Depart- 
ment of Justice, Washington, D. C., and that a copy shall be 
sent to the State Bureau of Investigation and Identification, 
Department .of Public Safety, Montgomery, Alabama; to pro- 
vide that the State Bureau of Investigation and Identification, 
Department of Public Safety, shall constitute the central agen- 
cy for assembling, receiving, maintaining, and furnishing such 
fingerprint records; to provide for the necessary equipment 
for taking fingerprints; to provide a fee for the taking of finger- 
prints; and to prescribe penalties for violating this act or hin- 
dering the operation thereof. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Every pérson arrested and taken to jail by any 
law enforcement officer for any offense shall have his or her fin- 
gerprints taken immediately by the custodian of the jail or his 
aide. Within forty-eight hours, one copy of such fingerprints 
shall be transmitted to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, United 
States Department of Justice, Washington, D. C., and one copy 
shall be transmitted to the State Bureau of Investigation and 
Identification, Department of Public Safety, Montgomery, Ala- 
bama. The record of the fingerprints must be filled out properly 
and legibly. It must give complete information as to the subject’s 
name, age, height, weight, date and place of birth, date of arrest, 
charge, etc. Evvery person in responsible charge of every public 
institution in the State to which there are committed persons con- 
victed of crimes or juvenile delinquencies, or persons declared in- 
sane or feeble-minded, shall transmjt immediately, to the State 
Bureau, fingerprints and records of each such individual com- 
mitted. He shall report immediately to the State bureau all execu- 
tions or deaths among the population of the institution under his 
jurisdiction or supervision. He shall report immediately to the 
State Bureau any commutation, any pardon or parole granted, re- 
jected, or revoked, any escape, and the return of any person to such 
institution when his or her parole or probation has been violated. 
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Every coroner in Alabama shall transmit to the State bureau, 
within forty-eight hours, a written report of all autopsies per- 
formed, inquests held, and verdicts rendered. The fingerprints of 
the deceased person must be taken by the coroner or his: aide and 
transmitted with his report. 

Section 2. The State bureau shall be a central agency of the 
State of Alabama for assembling, clearing, and receiving finger- 
prints and records. The bureau shall file all information and 
statistics received by it and shall: make a complete and systematic 
record and index thereof to provide a method for convenient refer- 
ence and consultation. In order to facilitate interchange of rec- 
ords, so far as practicable, such records shall coincide with those of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Upon application in writing 
by any court or law enforcement official, the State bureau shall 
furnish a copy of all available pertinent information in regard to 
the identification and history of any person or persons of whom 
the State bureau has a record. Any copy of a record, picture, 
photograph, fingerprint, or other paper or document in the files 
of the State bureau, certified by the State bureau to be a true 
and correct copy of the original, shall be admissible as evidence in 
any court of the State in the same manner as the original might be. 

Section 3. The courts of county commissioners or other county 
governing bodies, at their expense, shall furnish to the officers 
described herein such equipment, other than fingerprint cards and 
envelopes, as may be required for the purpose of this act. 

Section 4. The State of Alabama, through the State bureau, 
shall devise the form of the fingerprint cards and shall furnish 
to all law enforcement officers in Alabama, herein described, fin- 
gerprint cards and envelopes. These cards and envelopes shall be 
submitted to the State bureau only, except as is provided other- 
wise herein. The State bureau shall cooperate with the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, United States Department of Justice, 
and with similar bureaus in other States and cities to develop a 
complete interstate, national, and international system of criminal 
investigation and identification. 

Section 5. In each and every instance in which the finger- 
prints of a person are taken as required under this act there shall 
be, as cost in the case, a fee of fifty cents for taking fingerprints. 
This fee shall be levied and collected as other costs in the case, 
except in cases in which persons are convicted and sent to the 
State penitentiary. In such cases, the fee of fifty cents each for 
taking the fingerprints shall be paid by the Department of Cor- 
rections and Institutions. If a person is transferred from a city 
jail or other place of detention to a county jail, and is convicted 
and sent to the State penitentiary, the Department of Corrections 
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and Institutions shall only be liable for one charge of fifty cents 
for taking the fingerprints of such person, and said fifty cents shali 
be paid to the sheriff of the county from which the person is trans- 
ferred. Any person who neglects or refuses to make any report 
to the bureau or to submit fingerprints of persons, as required un- 
der this act, or who shall hinder or prevent another from perform- 
ing his duty as required under the provisions of this act, shall be 
fined not less than ten dollars and not more than one hundred 
dollars, or be sentenced to the county jail for not less than ten days 
nor more than one hundred days, or both at the discretion of the 
court. 

Section 6. If any section or part of this act is declared invalid 
in its general or specific application, such declaration shall not 
affect the validity of other sections, parts, or applications. 

Section 7. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are repealed hereby. Act No. 420, General 
Acts, 1948, p. 385, is repealed expressly as being in conflict here- 
with.

flight instruction, sale of property, and services for aircraft, engines, and 
accessories,” ; 
The adoption of this amendment will remove my objection to this Dill.

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S$. 174. To provide that commercial fishing gear may be used 
in commercial fishing in the public fresh waters of this State and 
to provide that the Department of Conservation may prescribe 
rules for and when, where, and how the same shall be used. ‘To 
provide for licenses and the issuance thereof permitting the use 
of such commercial fishing gear and to prescribe the amount to be 
charged for each such license. To provide that it shall be un- 
lawful to use any commercial fishing gear in the public fresh 
waters of this State without properly marking the location and 
identifying such commercial fishing gear, and to provide how the 
same shall be marked. To provide the expiration date of licenses 
issued under the provisions of this Act. To authorize certain of- 
ficers to issue licenses required by this Act and to prescribe the 
duties of such officers regarding. the issuance of such licenses and 
to prescribe the fee that may be charged by such officers for 
their services, and to provide the disposition of funds received for 
said licenses, and to provide that any probate judge or any other 
officer who is paid a salary for the performance of his official 
duties may not charge a fee for the issuance of such licenses. To 
provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of all li- 
censes and other proceeds arising under this Act and for the use 
of such funds.

To provide that upon conviction 
of any person, firm, or corporation for the violation of any provi- 
sion of this Act, all licenses issued under the provisions of this Act 
held by such person, firm, or corporation shall be rescinded and 
a new license for the use of commercial fishing gear in the public 
fresh waters of Alabama shall be issued only at the discretion of 
the Advisory Board of the Department of Conservation: To pro- 
vide that it shall be unlawful to ship or transport or receive for 
shipment or transportation any fish taken from the public fresh’ 
waters of this State in violation of the terms of this Act, and to 
provide that such fish so shipped or transported or received for 

_shipment or transportation may be seized and confiscated and 
disposed of by the Department of Conservation. To provide that 
this Act shall not apply to anyone using less than ten hooks while 
engaged in fishing in the public fresh waters of this State. To pro- 
vide that violations of the provisions of this Act or rules and 
regulations based thereon shall constitute a misdemeanor, and to 
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prescribe the penalty therefor. To provide that this Act shall 
apply only to those impounded public waters in reservoirs or 
streams having an effective drainage area of not less than 21,500 
square miles above such reservoir or reservoirs. ‘To provide that 
all laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby re- 
pealed. To provide that if any provisions of this Act is adjudged 
invalid, such adjudication shall not affect the remaining provi- 
sions nor the application of the provision to any other person, 
situation, or circumstance.

LEGAL NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given of the intention to apply to the Legislature of 
Alabama during its biennial session of 1945, for the passage of an Act 
in substance, as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To authorize the governing body of Madison County, Alabama, to impose 
an excise tax on persons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies, 
and associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing or 


withdrawing from storage, for any purpose whatever, gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuel or devices or substitutes therefor in said county; to provide for 
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the collection and payment of such tax and to provide the distribution and 
the use of the funds derived therefrom; to authorize the governing body of 
such county to make reasonable rules and regulations for the collection of 
such tax, and to provide for enforcement of this Act and to fix a penalty 
for the violation of any provision of this Act and of the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed by the governing body of such county for the collection 
of said tax. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section I. The term “gasoline” as used in this Act shall include gaso- 
line, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices or substitutes there- 
for commonly used in internal combustion engines, provided, that nothing 
contained in this Act shall apply to those products commonly known as 
kerosene oil, fuel oil, and crude oil used for lighting and heating purposes. 
The term “person” means and includes every person, corporation, copartner- 
ship, company, agency, or association, singular or plural. The term ‘dis- 
tributor” shall include any person who shall engage in the selling of gaso- 
line as herein defined in Madison County, by wholesale, in domestic trade, but 
shall not apply to any transaction by such distributor in interstate commerce. 
The term “retail dealer” shall include any person herein defined as the dis- 
tributor who is also engaged in the sale of gasoline as herein defined at any 
place in Madison County in broken quantities. The term “storer” as used 
herein shall include any person who ships gasoline into Madison County 
in tank quantities and stores the same and withdraws or uses same for any 
purpose. 

Section II, The governing body of Madison County, Alabama, may im- 
pose an excise tax of not exceeding 3c per gallon on persons, corporations, 
copartnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the business 
of selling, distributing, storing, or withdrawing from storage for any purpose 
whatever, gasoline or other liquid motor fuels devices or substitutes therefor 
in Madison County, Alabama, and to require every distributor, retail dealer 
or storer of gasoline as herein defined to pay an excise of 3c per gallon 
upon the selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage for any use, 
gasoline as herein defined in Madison County, Alabama; provided, that the 
excise tax levied by this Act shall not be levied upon the sale of gasoilne 
in interstate commerce, and provided further that if the excise tax imposed by 
this Act upon the sale of such gasoline shall have been paid by a distribu- 
tor or by a retail dealer or storer, such payment shall be sufficient, the in- 
tention being that the tax shall be paid but once. The excise tax imposed 
by this Act shall apply to persons, firms, corporations, dealers or distribu- 
tors, storing gasoline and ‘distributing same or allowing the same to be with- 
drawn from storage, whether such withdrawal be for sale or other uses, pro- 
vided that sellers of gasoline and its substitute paying the tax herein pro- 
vided may pay the same computed and paid on the basis of their sales as 
hereinafter required, and storers and distributors shall compute and pay such 
tax on the basis of their withdrawals or. distributions. The tax herein im- 
posed shall be in addition to any and all excise or other taxes imposed by 
the State of Alabama or any other agency or subdivision of the State -of 
Alabama, on gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels for any device or 
substitute therefor, or on the business of selling, distributing, storing or 
withdrawing from storage for any purpose gasoline as herein defined. Every 
distributor, storer or retail dealer as defined in Section I of this Act shall 
be exempted from the payment of said excise tax on withdrawals from 
storage which are for the purpose of resale, or reshipment to points outside 
of said County; provided, however, that to obtain such exemption such 
distributor, storer or retail dealer entitled to such exemption shall furnish 
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to the governing body of said County a sworn, written statement on the 
20th day of each and every month showing a full, true and accurate total 
of sales to each reseller or consumer outside of said County. 

Section III. On or before the 20th day of each month after the passage 
of this Act, every person upon whom the excise tax is levied shall render to 
the governing body of such county on forms prescribed by such governing 
body a true and correct statement of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline lia- 
ble for payment of the excise tax imposed by this Act, and made by him 
or them during the next preceding month, and shall furnish to said govern- 
ing body such additional information as such governing body may require 
upon blanks to be formulated and furnished by said governing body, and 
at the time of making such report shall pay to the safd governing body the 
excise tax levied by this Act upon such sales and withdrawals. The state- 
ment herein required to be made by the distributor, storer or retail dealer 
shall be sworn to before some officer authorized to administer oaths, and any 
false statement sworn to shall constitute perjury, and upon conviction there- 
upon the person so convicted shall be punished as provided by law for the 
crime of perjury. 

Section IV. All distributors, storers and retail dealers shall keep for not 
less than two years within the State of Alabama at some place or office such 
books, documents or papers as will clearly show the amount of sales or with- 
drawals of gasoline made in Madison County taxed under this Act. 

Section V. Within thirty days after any tax shall have been levied under 
authority of this Act every distributor, storer or retail dealer engaged in the 
sale or withdrawal of gasoline in Madison County shall make a report on 
blanks furnished under Section III hereof to the governing body of said Coun- 
ty, showing the place and postoffice address at which he is engaged in the 
business of distributor or storer or retail dealer in gasoline within said 
County, which information shall be enterdd by the governing body of said 
County on a book kept for that purpose, and should such distributor, storer 
or retail dealer move his place of business from one business address to 
another, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall within thirty days 
thereafter notify the said governing body of such removal, giving the former 
place and postoffice address to which his place of business has been removed. 
After the tax imposed under this Act has become effective, no person shall 
become a distributor, storer or seller of gasoline in said County until he shall 
have made such reports to the said governing body. 

Section VI. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline in said 
County shall fail to make the reports or any of them as required, in any 
provision of this Act, or shall fail to comply with any regulation adopted for 
the collection of said tax by the governing body of said County, within the 
time required to make such reports, or shall fail to pay the tax imposed 
within the time fixed for the payment thereof, said distributor, storer or re- 
tail dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for each offense. 

Section VII. It shall be the duty of the governing body of said County 
to enforce the provisions of this Act upon its imposing the tax hereunder, 
and it shall have the right itself, or its members or its agents, to examine 
the books, reports and accounts of every distributor, storer or retail dealer 
of gasoline on which such tax has been imposed and to make any and all 
rules and regulations necessary and proper for the collection of such tax. 

Section VIII. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gasoline shall 
fail to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay the tax imposed under au- 
thority of this Act, the tax shall be deemed delinquent within the meaning 
of this Act and there shall be added to the amount of his tax a penalty of 
25%, provided, if in the opinion of the governing body of the said County 
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a good and sufficient cause or reason is shown for such delinquency, the 
penalty may be remitted. The said governing body shall be authorized and 
empowered to make returns for delinquent tax payer upon such informa- 
tion as it may reasonably obtain and add to that the penalty as prescribed 
by this Act. If any person shall be delinquent in the payment of any tax 
imposed by this Act, the governing body of said County shall issue execu- 
tion for the collection of the same, directed to any sheriff of the State of 
Alabama, who shall proceed to collect the same in the manner now provided 
by law for the collection of delinquent taxes by the County Tax Collector and 
make return of such execution to the governing body issuing the same. The 
tax herein authorized to be levied and the penalties herein provided for, 
shall be held as a debt payable to the County of Madison by the person 
against whom the same shall have been imposed or against whom the 
penalties shall have accrued, and all such taxes and penalties shall be a lien 
upon the property in said County and elsewhere in this State of the person 
against whom said tax shall have been imposed and the penalties shali have 
accrued. 

Section IX. The arcapiante of any amount paid for the excise tax im- 
posed under this Act shall not preclude the collection of the amount actually 
due. However, the amount actually paid shall constitute a credit against 
the amount actually due. 

Section X. Any distributor, storer or retail] dealer who shall violate any 
provision of this Act or who shail fail to comply with any reasonable rule or 
regulation promulgated hereunder may be restrained by proper legal pro- 
ceedings from distributing, selling, storing or withdrawing from storage any 
gasoline, the sale or withdrawal of which is taxable, until such person or 
persons shall have complied with the provisions of the Act. Such proceed- 
ings shall be instituted in the name of said County by such counsel as the 

’ governing body of said County shall direct. 

Section XI. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or truck operator 
or other agency operating in Madison County shall report to the governing 
body of said County on the first day of October, January, April and July 
of each year all shipments of gasoline as defined in this Act or substitutes 
therfor handled by him or through the station or office at which he is the 
agent, and delivered to any person in Madison County, Alabama, during the 
preceding three months, giving the names and addresses of the consignee 
shipping and receiving said gasoline or substitute therefor and the number 
of gallons or pounds contained in each and every shipment. 

Section XII. The proceeds of the excise tax authorized in this Act, 
when collected by the governing body of Madison County as above au- 
thorized, shall be paid into the Special Buildings, Bridges and Road Fund 
of Madison County, Alabama, and shall be used exclusively for the con- 
struction, building, maintenance and repair of the public roads, public build- 
ings and bridges of Madison County, Alabama. 

Section XIII. The Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners 
of Madison County, Alabama, shall be charged with the duty of seeing that 
the provisions of this Act are properly enforced, and the said Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners of Madison County, Alabama, is author- 
ized and empowered to employ such clerical help and inspectors, and fix the 
rate of pay as may be necessary in aiding him in the enforcement of the 
provisions of this Act; the salary of such clerical help and inspectors, and 
other necessary expense of enforcing this Act, shall be paid from the Special 
Buildings, Bridges and Road Fund of Madison County, Alabama. 

Section XIV. Should any section, paragraph or portion of this Act be 
declared unconstitutional it shall not invalidate the remaining sections, para- 
graphs or portions hereof. 
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Section XV. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Section XVI. This Act shall go into effect on the first day of the 
month after its passage and approval by the Governor or is otherwise enacted 


into law.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. President: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to re- 
port that said committee, in session has compared the following 
enrolled bills with the engrossed and original bills, respectively, 
and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 


S. 174. To provide that commercial fishing gear may be used 
in commercial fishing in the public fresh waters of this State and 
to provide that the Department of Conservation may prescribe 
rules for and when, where, and how the same shall be used. To 
provide for licenses and the issuance thereof permitting the use 
of such commercial fishing gear and to prescribe the amount to 
be charged for each such license. To provide that it shall be un- 
lawful to use any commercial fishing gear in the public fresh 
waters of this State without properly marking the location and 
identifying such commercial fishing gear, and to provide how 
the same shall be marked. To provide the expiration date of li- 
censes issued under the provisions of this Act.. To authorize cer- 
tain officers to issue licenses required by this Act and to prescribe 
the duties of such officers regarding the issuance of such licenses 
and to prescribe the fee that may be charged by such officers for 
their services, and to provide the disposition of funds received for 
said licenses, and to provide that any probate judge or any other 
officer who is paid a salary for the performance of his official 
duties may not charge a fee for the issuance of such licenses. To 
provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of all licenses 
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and other proceeds arising under this Act and for the use of such 
funds. To provide for the disposition of game fish taken from the

To create and establish an Agricultural Center Board to manage 
and control any structures, facilities, or coliseum hereafter built 
or constructed by the Alabama Building Commission as an 
Agricultural Center for the purpose of housing fat livestock 
shows, agricultural and industrial displays and other exhibits; 
to fix the powers, duties and authority of the Board; to allow 
the Board to lease the center to stock associations for purposes 
of exhibits; to create an Agricultural Center Fund and to pro- 
vide for the expenditure thereof; to appropriate annually for 
each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1946, and Sep- 
tember 30, 1947, out of any funds in the general treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, the sum of $25,000 for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of the Board; and to provide for the ef- 
fective date of this Act. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established an Agri- 
cultural Center Board, to consist of the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries and four members, who shall be charged with 
the management and control of any structure, facility or coliseum, 
which may hereafter be constructed by the Alabama Building 
Commission, created by the 1945 Legislature, as an Agricultural 
Center for the purpose of housing fat livestock shows, agricul- 
tural and industrial displays and other exhibits. The members 
of said Board shall be qualified electors of the State of Alabama, 
who shall be appointed by the Governor and shall hold: office con- 
currently with the Governor and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified. Vacancies on said Board shall be filled in 
the same manner as the original appointments are made. One 
member of the Board shall be designated by the Governor to act 
as Chairman. Members of the Board, including the Chairman, 
shall receive $25.00 per day and necessary travel expenses for at- 
tending meetings of the Board and affairs of the Board; provided, 
however, that no member shall receive annually in excess of an 
aggregate of $1,200.00 as per diem and expenses, provided, how- 
ever, that ii any member appointed to this Board shall be a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, he shall not receive any compensation other 
than necessary traveling expenses. The Board shall have the right 
to adopt such rules and regulations as may be reasonably necessary 
to carry out the effect and purposes of this Act. 

Section 2. The Board shall have the right to lease any lands, 
structures, facilities, coliseums or equipment of the Agricultural 
Center to livestock associations for the purposes of exhibits and 
may make such charges for such facilities as will cover the reason- 
able cost of operation and maintenance of the center. Such 
charges as rent, lease, or otherwise, shall not be made with a view 
of producing any revenue or profit to the State of Alabama or to 
the Board, but shall be based exclusively upon reasonable cost of 
operation and maintenance*of the Center. All collections made 
by the Board for lease, rent, or otherwise, shall be deposited 
monthly in the State Treasury to the credit of the Agricultural 
Center Fund. 

Section 3. The Board is authorized to employ, fix the com- 
pensation and term of office of an Executive Officer, who shall be 
known and designated as the Superintendent of the Agricultural 
Center, who shall be accountable to the Board. The salary of said 
Executive Officer shall not exceed the sum of Six Thousand Dol- 
lars ($6,000.00) per year. It shall be the duty of the Superin- 
tendent to manage and control such structures, facilities, coli- 
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seums and equipment as may be established hereunder, subject, 
however to the approval of the Board, and to employ, subject to 
the approval of the Board and the provisions of the Merit System, 
such other employees as may be necessary for the official and 
economical management and maintenance of the Agricultural Cen- 
ter. 

Section 4. The Agricultural Fund hereinabove provided for 
shall be used for the payment of the expenses and salaries of the 
Board and its employees and operation and maintenance of the 
facilities of the Agricultural Center. Distribution from the Agri- 
cultral Center Fund shall be made upon requisition by the Chair- 
man of the Board to the State Comptroller and upon the drawing 
of a warrant upon the State T'reasurer. 

Section 5. For the further payment of the expenses and sal- 
aries of the Board and its employees, and the cost of operation and 
maintenance of the facilities of the Agricultural Center, there is 
hereby appropriated for each of the fiscal years ending September 
30, 1946, and September 30, 1947, out of any funds in the General 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $25,000.00. 

Section 6. The Board hereby appointed shall act in an ad- 
visory capacity to the Alabama Building Commission, and shall 
consult with said Commission as to the types of structures, equip- 
ment and location of the Agricultural Center. — , 

Section 7. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective only upon the build- 
ing and construction by the Building Commission of facilities to 
be used as an Agricultural Center as hereinabove provided; pro- 
vided, however, that upon the allotment by the Building Com- 
mission of the necessary funds for the construction of the Agri- 
cultural Center, the Governor shall have the authority to appoint 
the Board hereinabove created.

The House has amended as therein shown and, as amended, has 
passed the following Senate bill: 


-§. 1. To provide for the organization of a public corpora- 
tion known as The Alabama Public Hunting and Forestry Asso- 
ciation, Incorporated, and to provide who shall be the incorpora- 
tors and officers thereof, and to provide for their successors in 
office. To provide and prescribe the method by which said cor- 
poration shall be organized and the contents of the certificate of 
incorporation, and to provide for the filing of the declaration of 
incorporation. To provide when the proposed corporation shall 
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become incorporated and to provide for the issuance of a certificate 
of incorporation to the corporation. To state the purposes for 
which the corporation may be organized, and to enumerate and 
define the powers of the corporation to be organized. To pro- 
vide for the sale of products from real estate owned by said cor- 
poration. To provide for the payment of any bonds that' may be 
issued by said corporation, and to provide that such bonds when 
issued, or other obligation of the corporation, shall not constitute 
an indebtedness of the State of Alabama. To provide that bonds 
may be issued in the name of the corporation upon resolution of the 
corporation authorizing the issuance of such bonds, and to provide 
for the content of said bonds and the denominations and maturi- 
ties thereof, and to provide a limitation of interest rate thereon, 
and to further provide for the redemption of bonds and to provide 
that it shall be plainly stated on the face of each bond that the 
same does not constitute an indebtedness of the State of Alabama. 
To provide for the sale of such bonds, and to declare the same 
negotiable instruments. To provide that any resoiution authoriz- 
ing any particular bond issue may-contain provisions which shall 
be a part of the contract with the holders of the bonds authorized. 
(Such resolution may contain also a description of the property 
pledged for the payment of bonds, may pledge revenues to the 
payment of bonds, and state amounts to be charged for the use of © 
property pledged as security for the payment of such funds and 
the amounts ‘to be raised annually by such charges and the disposi- 
tion of such charges and other revenues of the pledged property.) 
May provide for the setting aside of reserves or sinking funds for 
property pledged or bonds, and the disposition thereof. May pro- 
vide for operation and maintenance of pledged real estate, including 
insurance and disposition of insurance monies. May provide for re- 
demption of bonds and may provide for the amendment or abroga- 
tion of any contract with bondholders. May provide for the execu- 
tion of an indenture of trust with reference to any property to se- 
cure the payment of such bonds and assure the maintenance and 
operation of such property, and to provide that such indenture of 
trust may contain such terms, conditions, and provisions not in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act, and may designate a trustee 
and provide for his successor or successors.

Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, proposing an amendment to the bill, 
H. 45, said Governor’s message being in words and figures as fol- 
lows, ‘to-wit:

Gentlernen: 

I am returning to you, the body in which this bill originated, House 
Bill No. 45, without my approval. 

This bill is a local bill applicable to Mobile County, and the amendment 
which I will hereinbelow suggest is done with the full knowledge, consent 
and approval of the author of this bill. 

I suggest the following amendment to House Bill No. 45: 

Amend the title thereof by striking out the figures “97” where the same 
appear therein. 

Amend House Bill No. 45 by striking therefrom Section 3, and renum- 
bering the succeeding sections of the act so as to conform with the preced- 
ing sections. 

The adoption of this amendment will remove my objection to this bill.

TO BE ENTITLED ‘ 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 35 of Title 86 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 35 of Title 36 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940 is amended to read as follows: 

Section 35. BRAKES. 

1. Every motor vehicle, other than a motorcycle, when op- 
erated upon a highway shall be equipped with brakes adequate to 
control the movement of and to stop and hold such vehicle, includ- 
ing two separate means of applying the brakes, each of which 
means shall be effective to apply, the brakes to at least two wheels. 
If these two separate means of applying the brakes are connected 
in any way, they shall be so constructed that failure of any one 
part of the operating mechanism shall not leave the motor vehicle 
without brakes on at least two wheels. 

2. Every motorcycle, and bicycle with motor attached, when 
operated upon a highway shall be equipped with at least one brake, 
which may be operated by hand or feet. 

3. Every new semi-trailer of a gross weight of 3,000 pounds or 
more hereafter sold in this state and operated upon a highway 
shall be equipped with brakes adequate to control the movement 
of and to stop and to hold such vehicle and so designed as to be 
applied by the driver of the towing motor vehicle from its cab, and 
said brakes shall be so designed and connected that in case of an 
accidental breakaway of the towed vehicle the brakes shall be auto- 
matically applied. However, any semitrailer which is used pre- 
dominantly in hauling objects which require such semitrailer to 
be coupled at varying distances from the truck, shall be exempt 
from this requirement. 

4. Performance ability of brakes. Every motor vehicle or 
combination of motor-drawn vehicles shall be capable at all times 
and under all conditions of loading, of being stopped on a dry, 
smooth, level road free from loose material, upon application of 
the service (foot) brake, within the distances specified below, or 

‘shall be capable of being decelerated at a sustained rate correspond- 
ing to these distances: 
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Feet to stop " Deceleration in 
from 20 miles feet per second 
per hour per second 
Vehicles or combination of vehicles : 
having brakes on all wheels____. 30 14 
Vehicles or combination of vehicles 
not having brakes on. all wheels__ 40 10.7 


5. Maintenance of brakes. AIl brakes shall be maintained in 
good working order and shall be so adjusted as to operate as 
equally as practicable with respect to the wheels on opposite 
sides of the vehicles. 

6. Any person violating any provision of this Act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 2. All laws and provisions: of law in conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. Should any provision of this Act be declared un- 
constitutional the remaining provisions shall not be thereby af- 
fected. . 

Section 4. This Act shall be effective on January 1, 1946 after 
its passage and approval.

Section 4. This act shall become effective six months after 
cessation of Hostilities in the Pacific, which shall be declared by 
the War Department of the United States after its passage and 
approval by the Governor of Alabama.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


fir. President: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to 
report that said committee, in session has compared the following 
enrolled bills with the engrossed and original bills, respectively, 
and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 


S. 1. To provide for the organization of a public corporation 
known as The Alabama Public Hunting and Forestry Association, 
Incorporated, and to provide who shall be the incorporators and 
officers thereof, and to provide for their successors in office. To 
provide and prescribe the method by which said corporation shall 
be organized and the contents of the certificate of incorporation, 
and to provide for the filing of the declaration of incorporation. 
To provide when the proposed corporation shall become incor- 
porated and to provide for the issuance of a certificate of incor- 
poration to the corporation. To state the purposes for which the 
corporation may be organized, and to enumerate and define the 
powers of the corporation to be organized. ‘To provide for the 
sale of products from real estate owned by said corporation. To 
provide for the payment of any bonds that may be issued by said 
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corporation, and to provide that such bonds when issued, or other 
obligation of the corporation, shall not constitute an indebtedness 
of the State of Alabama. To provide that bonds may be issued 
in the name of the corporation upon resolution of the corporation 
authorizing the issuance of such bonds, and to provide for the 
content of said bonds and the denominations and maturities thereof, 
and to provide a limitation of interest rate thereon, and to further 
provide for the redemption of bonds and to provide that it shall 
be plainly stated on the face of each bond that the same does not 
constitute an indebtedness of the State of Alabama. To provide 
for the sale of such bonds, and to declare the same negotiable in- 
struments. ‘To provide that any resolution authorizing any particu- 
lar bond issue may contain provisions which shall be a part of the 
contract with the holders of the bonds authorized. (Such resolu- 
tion may contain also a description of the property pledged for the 
payment of bonds, may pledge revenues to the payment of bonds, 
and state amounts to be charged for the use of property pledged 
as security for the payment of such funds and the amounts to be 
raised annually by such charges and the disposition of such charges 
and other revenues of the pledged property.) May provide for tHe 
setting aside of reserves or sinking funds for property pledged or 
bonds, and the disposition thereof. May provide for operation and 
maintenance of pledged real estate, including insurance and dis- 
position of insurance monies. May provide for redemption of bonds 
and may provide for the amendment or abrogation of any contract 
with bondholders. May provide for the execution of an indenture 
of trust with reference to any property to secure the payment of 
such bonds and assure the maintenance and operation of such 
property, and to provide that such indenture of trust may contain 
such terms, conditions, and provisions not in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, and may designate a trustee and provide 
for his successor or successors. ‘To provide that any bonds issued 
by the Corporation shall not be subject to the provisions of Chap- 
ter 6 of Title 47%, Code of Alabama of 1940, and to provide that 
all bonds, the real estate securing the same, and all property of 
the corporation shall be exempt from State taxation. To provide 
that any resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds of the Cor- 
poration shall state that they were issued under the provisions of 
this Act, which recital shall be conclusive evidence of their validity 
and regularity of their issuance. To provide that the ‘corporation 
may, in its discretion, publish said resolution in a newspaper in 
the City of Montgomery, and to prescribe the form of such publi- 
cations, and to further provide that any action in any court to set 
aside such resolution or to contest the validity of such bonds, or

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twenty (20) days after the first publication of such notice, and to

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the Senate of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama 
Gentlemen: 

1 herewith return to you, the body in which this bill originated, Senate 
Bill No. 276, without my approvai. 

There appears to me to be two defects in the bill which are curable by 
amendment. 

First. The act becomes effective immediately upon its passage. This, 
I think is inadvisable in view of the fact the Legislature has already, in 
1943, established a budget for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1945. 
Any increase in salaries will upset that budget. I therefore, suggest the 
following amendment be adopted: 

Strike Section 3 from the Act and in lieu thereof insert the following: 

“Section 3. This act shall take effect October 1, 1945”. 

Second. We recall the tragic days of 1931 to 1935. At that time, 
in an effort to reduce salaries to a reasonable figure and in relation to the 
income of our people and the revenues of the State it was found that many 
sections of the Constitution prohibited the reduction of salaries of State 
Officers. The result was the proposal of a Constitutional Amendment, Num- 
ber XXVI, Article XXII, amending Section 213 of the original Constitution. 
This proposed amendment was overwhelmingly adopted on July 18, 1933 
and is known as the Budget and Financial Control Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, providing for proration in the event there are not sufficient funds 
in the treasury to pay all appropriations made. At the same time and by 
the same Legislature Amendment XXVIA, Article XXIV was submitted 
to the people and they by their vote suspended all provisions of the Consti- 
tution prohibiting the Legislature from reducing salaries. This amendment 
was likewise overwhelmingly adopted by the people of the State on July 
18, 1933. 

That amendment has expired and is no longer effective. Consequently 
Section 150 of the Constitution is still in effect and prohibits the reduction 
of the compensation of judges, though there be insufficient funds in the 
treasury to pay appropriations, I, therefore, suggest that the salaries of 
the judges, as fixed by this bill, shall, to the extent of the increase therein, 
namely $1,000.00 be withdrawn from control of the holdings of our courts 
heretofore requiring payment in full of essential functions and officers of 
government. May I, therefore, suggest the following amendment: 

Amend Section 1 of the Act as follows: 

Strike the period at the end thereof and insert in lieu a semicolon and 
the following: 

“provided, however, the increase herein made, over and above the 
amount fixed by law as of January 1, 1943, namely, $1,000.00, shall be condi- 
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tioned to the extent of lapsing in part or in whole should it ever become 
necessary to prorate funds in the treasury among the various services and 
offices of the state government in accordance with Amendment XXVI, 
Article XXII, amending Section 213 of the Constitution, and in accordance 
with statutes passed thereunder.”

Commissioner, Probate Judge or other person lawfully authorized 
as aforesaid.
